The Government 


Lot Should 
Be Enlarged 
For Beauty 


A Washington dispitch says $20,000 
of the $80,000 appropriated for a federal 
building at Quincy is now available, 
sothat work may be begun immediate- 
ly. 

It is good news that Qnincy is to 
have a government building, but we hope 
our townspeople will not be so pleased 
over it that they will put up with the 
present small location. The place is not 
objectionable but the lot is much too 
small. 

In the first place Washington street 
should be widened from Temple street 
to Revere road, and the street railway 
tracks placed in the middle of the 
street. Maple street is narrower than 
it should be, bowever that is done and 
too late to remedy. 

The lot for the bhilding should ex- 
tend back further into Maple street and 
toSthe corner of Temple street. The 
building should not be a square box set 
down on a lot flush with the sidewalk, 
but should bave good grass plots same 
as the City Hall at Cambridge, the 
Town Hall at Revere, and other attrac- 
tive buildings. 1 

The government building now in 
process of erection at Marblehead is 
very unattractive, being on too small a 
lot and looks crowded, as the perspec- 
tive is poor. 

With the Public Library and its 
beautiful lawn; the Y. M. C. A. 
building, which we hope some day will 
own the whole corner; Sthe tone church 
and the proposed government building, 
it should make an imposing group of 
public buildings, provided care is taken 
in the matter of a larger lot for the 
government building. 

Quincy should now build for the 
future and look well ahead, having an 
eye to convenience, at the same time 
not forgetting the artistic and the 
beautiful. When we see what the 
Crane family has done and is doing for 
Quincy, we wonder how the citizens 
cap be content to drift along. It should 
arouse their interest to make the city 
more attractive. 

Perhaps the appropriation of $80,000 
just made by Congress is large enough 
to permit of the expenditure of $10;000 
or $20,000 for enlargement. If not, 
cannot the city buy more land, or citi- 
zens subscribe, 

Will not our Board of Trade, the Citi- 
zens’ Association and clubs have a dis- 
cussion on the subject and see what is 
best. Won't others also express their 
opinion through the press, that we may 
give the matter carefal investigation be- 
fore the building is started,

WILL PUSH MURDER CASE 


Accused Man’s Counsel Says Mrs 
Thaw’s Story Will Open Eyes 
of World- GirlsWere Weighted 
With Gold at Nocturnal Revels 


New York, July 2.—Important de- 
velopments in the Thaw murder case 
are expected this week. District At- 
torney Jerome has returned from a 
fishing trip to Cape Breton especially 
to direct the work of preparing the 
prosecution’s case against Thaw and, 
acting under his orders, all the circum- 


stances surrounding the killing of Stan- 
ford White will be gone into thorough- 
ly. 

Realizing that the attorneys for 
Thaw are plentifully supplied with 
funds to bring out all evidence favor- 
able to tag defense, the district attor- 
ney’s office is working rapidly to get all 
reliable evidence bearing on the events 
of the several weeks before the shoot- 
ing. As there are 18 murder cases 
ahead of Thaw’s, the Thaw trial prob- 
ably will not be reached before October. 

“Mrs. Thaw will be the principal wit- 
ness in her husband’s defense. She will 
tell a thrilling and tremendous story. 
I can’t make the detalls public now, but 
her testimony will open the eyes of 
New Yorkers and people all over the 
world.” 

Former Judge Olcott, counsel for 
Harry K. Thaw, made the above state- 
ment at his office. Olcott further de- 
clared that a prominent New Yorker, 
one of the companions of Stanford 
White, had already sailed for Europe, 
and that a man who had arranged all 
the supper parties for White had dis- 
appeared.

Seven stbpoenas have been issued 
from the district attorney’s office for 
men said to be high in mercantile, pro- 
fessional and banking life to give their 
versions of stories told in the last four

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English Train Carrying Americans | 
Is Badly Wrecked 


TWENTY-SEVEN KILLED 


Man Who Occupied Compart- 
ment Given Up by Mayor of| 
New York Among the Dead, as 
Is a Man on Wedding Trip | 


London, July 2.—The American = 
special from Plymouth, carrying 47 
passengers who had debarked Saturday 
night from the steamer New York, | 
from New York, was wrecked at oad 
bury, 83 miles from London, at 20’clock 
Sunday morning. Twenty-three pas- | 
sengers and four trainmen were killed 
and seven were injured. 

The train had passed the Salisbury | 
station platform at very high speed 
At a sharp curve just outside the sta 
tion the locomotive jumped the track, 
and, plowing up the rails, crashed intoa 
west-bound freight train. The engine 
mounted the girders of the railway | 
bridge over the River Avon and turned 
turtle. 

There were three passenger coaches | 
In the train. The first of these shot 
past the locomotive and crashed into! 
the railway bridge and was smashed 
into splinters, portions of the wreck 
being hurled completely over the bridge. | 
The second and third passenger cars | 
were toppled over on the line and com- 
pletely destroyed. The conductor's van, 
containing a cook’s kitchen, was saved 
by the conductor, who promptly ap- 
plied the brakes. 

Rescue parties set at work instantly 
but to little purpose, and the injured | 
were forced to remain buried in the de- | 
bris a long time. i 


As the bodies of the | 
dead were extricated they were laid in 
rows on the station platform awaiting 
identification. 

It was necessary to saw parts of the | 
compartments of the rallway coaches In 
order to release the survivors and to se- 
cure the bodies of the dead. In one 
compartment all of the passengers ex- | 
cept two were killed, and the rescue of 
the survivors was exceedingly difficult. 

By the merest chance Mayor McClel- 
lan of New York was not on the wrecked 
train. He Had an appointment to keep 
in London yesterday, and, although the 
steamer was late in arriving at Plym- 
outh, he decided to come direct to Lon- | 
don instead of going to Cherbourg with 
Mrs. McClellan, who was booked 
through to Paris. His hand baggage 
had been transferred to the tender to 
land at Plymouth, and he was going on 
board the tender when an officer of the 
steamer whom Mrs. McClellan had | 
been asking to urge her husband to ac- | 
company her to Cherbourg told the | 
mayor he could still reach London in 
time to keep his appointment if he went 
on to Cherbourg and thence to South- 
ampton. Just before the tender left | 
the ship's side McClellan changed his! 
mind, and the ship’s steward threw his 
baggage back on board the New York | 
as the tender was casting off her lines. 

John E. McDonald, the New York 
horseman, best known as’ “Jack” Me- | 
Donald, who is among the dead, was 
given the compartment on the special 
train which had been reserved for Mc- 
Clellan and so the mayor’s escape was 
indeed the narrowest. McClellan will 
remain in London a week and then will 
join his family in Paris. 

“I have been accustomed,” 
George A. Strachan of Boston, 
with his aunt, Mrs. J. H. Whiton, was 
on the wrecked special, “on the broad 
guage railroad lines of America to 
speedy traveling and know what is a 
good swinging pace; but it seemed to 
me as we sped along last night that the 
old country could go us one better after 
all. I cannot remember ever haying 
been carried along at such a rate be- 
fore.

They traveled in company with 
friends, who on the arrival of the New 
York at Plymouth did their best to per- 
suade the young couple not to leave the 
ship at such a late hour, but to proceed 
to Southampton.

Spoils Captured From Russians 
Shown In a Tokyo Park. 


FIELD GUNS BY THE HUNDREDS 


Greatest Collection of the Kind In 
the World, Says E. W. Clement—Ri- 
fles and Swords by the Thousands. 
List of Curious Articles Captured 
on Many Battlefields, 


Tokyo now has the largest collection 
of war trophies to be found in the 
world, says E. W. Clement, the special 
correspondent of the Chicago News at 
Tokyo. Not even that in the square of 
the kremlin at Moscow, dating from 
the invasion of Russia by Napoleon, 
can compare with it either in size or 
interest, The place where the spoils 
captured in the war with Russia are 
kept is a large park just below the im- 
perial palace and outside the Nijubashi 
and Sakashita gate. The ground has 
been turned into a gigantic field of tro- 
phies, consisting of guns of large and 
small caliber, rifles by the thousands, 
shot cases, ammunition trains and vari- 
ous other kinds of military supplies. 
The sight as one enters by the new 
Hibiya boulevard is thus described in 
one of the local papers by a Japanese 
writer: 

“Within the stone faced embankment 
of the moat the sight is at once war- 
like. On the right is a park of eighty- 
five three-inch quick firing field guns, 
with 8,000 stands of rifles at the rear. 
On the left is another row of twenty- 
four cannon of seventeen centimeter 
caliber, with shoals of ritle chests for 
the background. Then come fifty-seven 
eighteen-centimeter heavy field guns on 
the right and seventy-seven forty-sev- 
en-millimeter guns. So on down the 
broad way and through the crossways 
and all round the borders of the exten- 
sive plots of ground it is all a grand 
coneourse of death dealing weapons in- 
terspersed by intelligence wagons, tele- 
graphic apparatus and even a captured 
balloon. The place of honor is given to 
the seven stands of twenty-three centi- 
meter cannon mounted in a row just 
outside the Nijubashi, and across the 
road in front of them lie in awful sl- 
lence thirteen monsters—eleven fifteen- 
centimeter, one twelve-centimeter and 
one twenty-four centimeter cannon— 
while behind the seven cannon first 
mentioned is a veritable bazaar of 
swords and lances. 

“To sum up, one may see distributed 
and carefully arranged over seven sec- 
tions of the open space and a side 
stand 85 lances, 70,000 small arms, 281 
field guns captured in the field engage- 
ments commencing with the battle of 
Yalu and ending with that of Mukden, 
§ fortress guns found at the batteries 
of Port Arthur, 30 fifteen-centimeter 
cannon and mortars secured also in the 
different fortresses of Port Arthur, 140 
guns below twelve centimeter caliber, 
including 11 machine guns, found prin- 
cipally in the landward fortresses at 
Port Arthur; 41 Maxims, 1,538 ammu 
nition wagons, 624 wagons of other de- 


scriptions, 11,612 gun cartridges and a 
balloon captured at Port Arthur. Of 
course these are not all the trophies of 
war secured during the late campaign, 


as the great guns and other exhibits 
at Kudan and other places show. But 
partial as they are it may not be too 
much to say that such a display of cap- 
tured arms in one place as a souvenir 
of one war will not be easily found 
elsewhere in the world, and we believe 
it is a sight worth seeing for any- 
body.” 

It is now possible to give accurate 
statistics of the spoils of war that fell 
{nto the hands of the Japanese in the 
war with Russia, As will be seen, not 
all the material is exhibited in the park 
in Tokyo. The figures are as follows:

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—~THE FIRST BALLOON. ~ 


Result of the Experiments of the 
Montgolfier Brothers, 

Proceeding on the principle that heat- 
ed air expands and so becomes lighter, 
bulk for bulk, than air at the ordinary 
temperature, the brothers Stephen and 
Joseph Montgolfier filled a paper bag 
with heated air, which rose to the ceil- 
ing of the room. This preliminary suc- 
cess was rapidly followed up, and they 
gradually Increased the size of the bal- 
loons experimented with until they 
were so satisfied with their progress 
that in 1783 they gave a public exhibi- 
tion, sending up a linen balloon 105 feet 
in elrcumference, which was inflated 
over a fire supplied with small bundles 
of chopped straw. The balloon succeed- 
ed beyond their utmost expectation, and 
after rising to a height of over 6,000 
feet it descended ten minutes after in 
a field a mile and a half away. The 
next balloon carried a car, in which 
were a sheep, a cock and a duck. 

The success of this further experi- 
ment induced M. Pilatre de Rozier and 
the Marquis d’Arlandes to risk their 
lives by making the first ascent in the 
new and wonderful machine.

The first 
venture was followed by others, and 
De Rozier, the first to ascend, was also 
the first to meet his death In this man- 
ner, having been killed, with a com- 
panion, by the burning of his balloon 
near Boulogne.

Our enlarged High 
schoolhouse will be useless in Septem- 
ber unless an appropriation is made 
for furnishings, and there are large 
assessments for the Fore River bridge 
and the Hancock street railroad bridge 
which are weekly expected. There 
must also be a safe margin within the 
debt limit for emergencies, like the 
$80,000 needed a few years ago because 
of unpaid taxes. 


The proposed amendment to the 
Sewer ordinance, requiring all estates 
abutting a sewerto enter within one 
year, will do more to increase the water 
receipts of the city than the recent ac- 
tion of the City Council in favor of 
water meters. At the same time it 
will cause owners of hoisesa big ex- 
pense, which to many will be a burden. 
The health and appearance of the city 
will undoubtedly be improved, but is 
notone year too limiteda time? The 
year a sewer is constructed in a street 
there is an assessment upon the land, 
and the added expense of making con- 
nection is almost too much, especially 
upon old estates which net but a small 
income. 

Many estates now have but one water 
faucet, at an expense of $6 per year, 
but when connected with the sewer 
their water bills will jump to $11, $15 
or $18, and extra if a sill cock is added. 
Yet many wonder why rents advance, 
and there is so little building.

Trial Will Not Be Advanced on 
the Court Calendar 


SLAYER’S VALET IS DEAD 


Had Made Statement to District 
Attorney’s Office That Employ- 
er Was Not Addicted to Drug 
Using--Detectives Examined 


New York, July 3.—That there is no 
prospect of a speedy trial for Harry K. 
Thaw was announced by District Attor- 
ney Jerome, who returned to town for 
two days to devote his personal atten- 


tlon to the case. Owlng to the fact that 
during the summer there are only two 
parts of the court of general sessions in 
session, and that the trial would prob- 
ably last two or three weeks, Jerome 
decided that it would be unfalr to other 
prisoners who are awalting trial to ad- 
vance the Thaw case on the calendar. 
For this reason it is hardly probable 
that Thaw will be arraigned before 
October. 

The death yesterday of Thaw’s valet, 
Wililam Bedford, in the Presbyterian 
hospital, from complications following 
an operation for appendicitis, removed 
an Important witness from the case. 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
gave out the substance of the last state- 
ment made to him by Bedford. 

From Bedford Garyan said he 
learned that Thaw was not addicted to 
any drug. Bedford declared that he 
had not acted as the “go-between” for 
White, to get notes to Mrs. Thaw. He 
had seen no notes passed, he alleged. 
The Thaws, he said, nevet quarreled. 
As to the revolver, the valet supple- 
mented his previous statement that 
Thaw had carried a revolver for three 
or four months by stating that Thaw 
had carried a weapon for about two 
years. In connection with the Euro- 
pean trip of Thaw and Miss Nesbit, he 
said he had accompanied Thaw and 
that Thaw and Miss Nesbit had occu- 
pied adjoining, connecting rooms. The 
only marriage he hi heard of, he said, 
was that one that i taken place at 
Pittsburg. White, he Said, never called 
upon Mrs. Thaw to his knowledge. 

Mr. Garvan examined yesterday P. 
L. Bergoff, a private detective, who 
says that for many months he was em- 
ployed with three assistants by White 
to guard him and to keep watch on a 
corps of detectives employed by Thaw. 
Three detectives employed by Thaw to 
watch White for about six months were 
also examined. They were J. W. Rorke, 
William McDonald and Harry Raleight. 
According to Garvan, they had been in- 
structed by Thaw to follow White toa 
steamship pier and to engage men to 
pick quarrels with him at the pier in or- 
der to annoy the archiiect. 

Former Judge Olcott, of counsel for 
Thaw, spent nearly all yesterday after- 
noon in the prison in consultation with 
his client. Much of the time was spent 
in going over letters which have been 
received by Thaw since his imprison- 
ment. His mail is increasing in size 
dally and many of the writers declare 
themselves ready to disclose certain in- 
formation concerning Thaw’s victim 
which they think may be-of use to the 
defense. 


Iicemen’s Attorneys In Contempt 

Toledo, July 3.—Judge Kinkade sen- 
tenced Clarence Brown and T. H. Tracy, 
attorneys for the icemen, to 10 days 
each in jall for contempt of court in fil- 
ing a motion charging the judge with 
misconduct. Alexander Smith, another 
attorney, was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$250 for contempt of courtin filing a 
motion charging the judge with miscon- 
duct in the trial of the icemen. The 
sentence was suspended until Thursday 
to give the attorneys an opportunity to 
show to the cireuit court that their 
charges against Kinkade are true. 


Murlatic Acid In Candy 

New York, July 3.—Eight children 
were poisoned in Brooklyn by eating 
lemon candy supposed to have con- 
tained muriatic acid. The candy was 
given to the five children of the Meiner 
family by the grandfather, Lawrence 
Lynn. Three children with whom the 
Meniers had shared their candy were 
also taken sick. Lynn was unable to 
remember where he had bought the 
candy, but the police are searching for 
the place. All the children will prob- 
ably recover. 


Meat Inspectors’ Examination 

Washington, July 3.—To carry into 
effect the meat inspection law recently 
enacted by congress, the civil service 
commission announces an examination 
of inspectors to be held on July 21. The 
inspectors must, from experience, be 
qualified to determine whether or not 
meat is sound, wholesome and fit for 
human food. The entrance salary is 
$1000 per annum. 


Six Hundred Killed In One Fight 

Durban, Natal, July 3.—The Natal re- 
volt continues to be serious. A heavy 
engagement occurred Sunday outside 
Noodsberg, a force of Natal volunteers 
being In a difficult position and disaster 
‘being averted only by the timely ar- 
rival of the main body of the volunteers. 
The rebels were finally dispersed, with 
a loss of 600 killed.

TRAIN’S RECKLESS SPEED 


An Attempt to Lower Record ot 
Competing Line the Probable 
Cause ot Sending Passengers 


to Death--A Fireman’s Pluck 


Salisbury, Eng., July 3—The em- 
balmers have been busy and the ma 
jority of the bodies of the score of 


Americans who lost their lives in the 
wreck of the Plymouth express have 
been prepared for their return for burial 


in the land they so recently left. 


The inquest was a prolonged and 
tedious formal@y which utterly failed 
to give any idea of the cause of the acei- 
dent. No questions on that point were 
asked and the subject seemed to be 
avoided—a strange proceeding to the 
many Americans present, but it ts 
thought to be due to the queer formal- 
ism that seems characteristic 


eases in this country. The 
were solemn, sad and mor i 
much so that spectators surprised a 
juror by asking what necessity there 


was to adjourn the inquest fora fort- 
night. No answer wus given. The de- 
lay is believed to be due to the de 
clared Intention of the board of trade to 
Institute an Independent investigation 

It seems strange to on s that, 
while the population of is 


shocked by the disaster, practically no 
emotion is displayed. It would seem as 
if such accalents were an every day oc 
currence, and yet nothing even remote 
ly approximating it has heretofore dls- 
turbed the peace of this slumberous 
city. There ts sorrow, no doubt; but 
beyond the forma! official expression, 
It has not yet been translated into a 
tion. 

One of the most Interesting cases at 
the infirmary is that of Robert S. Critch 
ell of Chicago. He has been prac- 
tically unconscious since the accident 
with occasional evidence of sem!-con- 
sciousness in which he expresses a 
chivalrous desire to help someone whom 
he thinks In danger. This very chivalry 
adds to the sympathetic Interest In the 
case by the doctors, who have uot yet 
abandoned hope of his recovery 

The latest information makes the 
cause of the disaster the result of reck- 
less running in an attemptto make a 
new record against a competing read 
There has been competition for the last 
two years between the Great Western 
and London and Southwestern on the 
time to Plymouth. The Great Western 
last week took a party of German edi 
tors from London to Plymouth, 246 
miles, in about 4% hours, establishing 
a new record. rhe Southwestern at 
tempted to beat this, with the resulting 
death roll. 

The distance run from the start to the 


place of the accident, 146 miles, occu 
pied 147 minutes. The first part of the 
journey, from Plymouth to Exeter, is 
over heavy grades, where the speed was 
necessarily lower. There is a straight 
run of 12 miles before Salisbury is 
reached, and this was taken at a flying 
pace. There is a long but net shart 
curve at the station, and it was In the 
middle of this that the train jumped 


the track. It is clear that the 
was not reduced and the comparatively 
light English engine and cars could not 
stand’ the strain. 

Some of the railroad offici 
bury, in conversation with a prominent 
Englishman who went there to identify 
a friend among the dead, estimated that 
the speed of the train at the time of the 
accident was 74 miles an hour.

The doctors had just ar 
rived with a few stretchers, but the 
fireman said: “Look to the others, who 
are worse hurt than me- 
Deceived by his fortitude, the doctors 
allowed him to go, and the plucky fel 
low actually walked to the infirmary, 
where he collapsed at once. When he 
recovered he asked immediately after 
the injured. He died at 1:30 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon.

“CRUEL MONOPCLY” 


Gotham Aldermen Take Steps 
Toward Prosecuting Icemen 
New York, July 3.—The board of 

aldermen adopted a resolution request- 
ing the district attorney to begin crim- 
inal proceedings against the officers of 
the American Ice company for crim- 
inal conspiracy to advance the price of 
ice.

Councilman Chase said the city ex- 
pends a great deal of money on its Po- 
lice department. The general law does 
not discriminate in the transportation 
of liquor. The present law was passed 
because of complaints against transport- 
ation of liquor. Quincy’s vote on li- 
cense leaves no doubt as to its stabd on 
the liquor traffic. The idea is to give 
all legitimate expressmen a permit, but 
not peddlers. While a majority of the 
committee has reported in favor of all 
he did not think all should be granted. 
The names he moved to strike out are 
not recognized as expressmen. 

Councilman Hobbs moved to amend 
the amendment so as to allow the name 
of W. B. Gerry to remain in the order. 
He was the only expressman at Atlan- 
tic. He knew Mr. Gerry to be an 
bonest man who would live up to the 
law. 

Councilmau Donovan spoke in favor 
of John Callahan.

Taken asa whole the night before 


Night Gowns, 50c. up the Fourth in Quincy was the quietest 


that it has been for several years. This 
was in ameasure due to the rain that 
fell in torrents at frequent intervals 
during the night and to the energy of 
the police to keep the lid on as long 
as possible. 

There had been no general orders to 
keep the boys quiet until after mid- 
night aud they did as they pleased as 
long as they did not overstep the 
bounds of innocent celebration. Dur- 
ing the early evening, and in fact all 
night, there was frequently heard loud 
explosions but they did no harm. 

There was a notable absence of bell and 
still alarms of fires and while in other 
years the alarms bave been frequent, this 
year there was not a single false alarm, 

All of tbe keys of the fire boxes had 
been taken out and placed in the hands 
of the police and before an alarm was 
sounded they had to be certain that 
there was a fire. 

There were five bell alarms between 
11.45 and 6.30 Wednesday morning and 
in every case they were for fires. There 
was but one serious fire, and that was 
in the Keating block of buildings on 
Canal street. The loss here was up- 
wards of $1,500 and was due to incendi- 
arism. Two of the five alarms were for 
this fire. 

In addition to the regular force of 
policemen on duty, thirty specials, or 
constables were sworn in fer duty on 
July 5and4 and in addition an auto- 
mobile was kept at headquarters to 
be used as a patrol wagon in addition 
to the regular wagon. Neither of these 
however were overworked. Up to 
midnight the wagon had received but 
one call, This was from West Quincy 
and was for the purpose of taking 
Donato Sachetti of 32 Centre street who 
had been arrested by Officer Curtin 
for assault with a dangerous weapon 
on Michele Coletti. It was alleged 
that Sachetti had hit Coletti with a 
beer bottle during a dispute cutting 
his hand so badly that it had to be 
dressed by a physician. 

Two boys who got too near the muz- 
zle of a toy cannon had their hands 
injured and after being dressed at the 
hospital were sent home. John Fitz- 
patrick of Brackett street had a hole 
blown through his left hand by a pis- 
tol ball aud had his hand dressed at 
the City Hospital by Dr. Jones. 

There were probably other accidents 
of which the police were not informed 
and doubtless some of the boys will 
be favoring sore fingers for a few days. 

There was also an alleged assault at 
Quincy Point where a woman told the 
police that her husband had hit ber 
with a bottle. The case will probably 
be heard in court. 

FIRE ALARMS. 

The first alarm of fire was sounded 
from Box 42 at 11.45. This was fora 
fire that started from some unknown 
cause ina Finn printing office opposite 
the street railway turnout on Copeland 
street. The fire loss was small. 

Shortly before this a hugh bon-fire 
had been lighted near the Quincy 
Adams depot and many thought the 
alarms was for this fire. ; 

Box 25 was the next to be sounded. 
This came in at 12.45 and was for the 
fire of the night. It was in the lower 
end of the Keating building on Canal 
street occupied asa storehouse. The 
fire which probably stayted from the 
torch of some person unknown had 


a good start and was burning fiercely] P 


when the department arrived. 

They made a good stop and prevented 
a conflagration in the several fire trap 
buildings on this corner. As the de- 
partment were on their way home one 
of the members happened to look be- 
hind as the apparatus was going up 
Revere road. He saw that the building 
was again blazing briskly and they 
turned back and put the fire out a 
second time. 

Just before the second fire a man 
was seen to ruu from the building. 
Officer Phillips gave chase. He ordered 
the man to stop or he would shoot. 
The man did not stop and the officer 
shet but-did not bit the man; desiring 
only to frighten him, Asthe man was 
known however he may hear from it 
later. —~ 
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It was later said that the man had 
been seen to enter the building with 
acan under his arm. While the fire- 
men were here it rained great guns 
and they got thoroughly soaked. The 
fire was hardly under control the second 
time when an alarm was sounded from 
Box 76. This was at 1,51. 

Chief Litchfield pressed in the recall 
and sent the ladder truck back to the 
Station. For some reason however the 
bells did not strike in the West Quincy 
house and when 76 came in it was tak- 
en for a second alarm. The West Quin- 
cy truck started for the centre and made 
a record breaking run to the corner of 
Water street and Quincy avenue where 
they were stopped by the Centra! sta- 
tion men and sent back. 

The alarm from Box 76 was for a fire 
in the old Hayden house near the Quin- 
cy Point bridge. The house was un- 
occupied and was soon to be torn 
down. The fire bad made good head- 
way and the interior was quite badly 
gutted. Incendiarism is given as the 
cause of the fire. 

At 3.40 an alarm was sounded from 
Box 27. This was for another fire in 
the Keating building in a lounge and 
probably started from the embers of the 
other fires. 

The last alarm of the night was 
sounded at 6.30 Wednesday morning 
from Box 42. This was for a slight fire 
in a Chinaman’s shop at Brewers corner 
and did but little damage. ‘The fire 
was probably due to accidental causes. 

Notwithstanding the rain a large 
crowd collected at midnight of July 3d 
at the corner of Faxon and Billings 
roads where a tremendous bonfire was 
set off. For weeks men have been 
around collecting barrels for the pile, 
and all the boys of Wollaston and 
Norfolk Downs bad been anticipating 
the fire with great pleasure. 

THE FOURTH. 

Wednesday the Fourth was very quiet 
in Quincy. Many who bad been out the 
night befure improved the opportuo- 
ity to catch up on the sleep problem and 
there was, little doing. The frequent 
rains during the day also aided material- 
ly in keeping things quiet. 

There were some out of “dodr sports 
advertised but the rain took the fun all 
out of these. There were many social 
house parties during the day and nearly 
everybody kept open house and enter- 
tained more or less guests. 

The Finnish people held their regular 
holiday picnic at Merrymount park 
taking their band with them and they 
had a good time in spite of the rain. 

Extra cars were run on all lines of the 
street railway during the day and it 
was a noticable fact that there were a 
large number of people travelling by 
cars, 

NIGHT OF FOURTH. 


Although the night of the Fourth was 
pleasant it was free from excitement.

lons per capita below the average. 
Boston used 149 gallons, but all the 
other cities used less than Quincy. 

There seems to have been no cause 
for the anxiety over the supply giving 
out, which frightened Quincy into an 
appropriation of $10,000 for meters, for 
the Boston Transcript says: 

There is a lot more water in the Met- 
ropolitan reservuirs at present than 
there was a year agoat thistime. Then 
the top notch of the general rise occa- 
sioned by the winter thaws and spring 
rains was reached on May 1. This year 
heavy rains kept the water flowing in- 
to the storage basins throughout May 
and June, and now with July opening 
and the real stress of summer about 
due, the water is still rising. 

The high level reached on May 1, 
1905, was 33,708,200,000 gallons. This 
total, with minor accessions such as are 
usual in midseasun, had to stand the 
heavy drain of summer usage for the 
Metropolitan district. This year, while 
the early spring was comparatively dry 
in the neighborhood of Boston, the flow 
into the reservoirs was pretty steady and 
so copious that even on May 1 the total 
amouut of water in storage was almost 
10,000 million gallons more than on the 
same date of the previous year. 

And the inflow did not cease then. 
It continued through May, and in the 
last two or three days of that month, 
under the influence of heavy rains, made 
a jump of about 3,300 million gallons; 
so that June opened with a total of 
water in storage of about 47,200,000,000 
galions. There was rain enough through 
June, also, to maintain the general in- 
crease; and with the opening of July, 
the total is about 49,000,000,000, and 
still gaining.

As to teaching music in the 
schools, 4,726 were favorable, and 173 
unfavorable ; as to drawing, 4,663 were 
favorable, and 222 unfavorable; to 
gymnastics, 4,651 were favorable, and 
231 unfavorable. Manual training and 
nature study were less popular among 
the parents, but nature study was fav- 
ored by 3,844, with 1,004 dissenting,

WITHOUT MALICE 


The Proper Way For Us to Over- 
come Evil Doing 


LESSONS FROM LINCOLN 


Many of Our Citizens Are Of- 
fenders Only Through Force of 
Circumstances--The President 
Talks to His Neighbors 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 5.—Presl- 
dent Roosevelt was pleased to justify 
his stewardship in a review of the year 
for the benefit of his neighbors yester- 
day. He spoke in the open air and 
nearly all his important utterances 
were delivered during a heavy down- 
pour of rain. When he had finished 
both himself and his holiday-clad audi- 
tors were drenched. The president 
sald in part: 

“There are two or three things about 
which I want to talk to you today, and 
I shall take as my text the words of 
Abraham Lincoln, which he spoke ina 
remarkable little address delivered to a 
band of people who were serenading 
him at the White House just after his 
re-election to the presidency. He said: 

“In any great national trial here- 
after, the men of that day as com- 
pared with those of this will be as weak 
and as strong, as silly and as wise, as 
bad and as good. Let us therefore 
study the incidents of this as philosophy 
from which to learn wisdom, and not as 
wrongs to be revenged.’ 

“And he added later in the speech a 
touching and characteristic expression 
of his, saying: ‘So long as I have been 
here, I have not willingly planted a 
thorn in any man’s breast.’ 

“Now, friends, remember that Lin- 
coln faced the greatest crisis that this 
nation has seen since the Revolution- 
ary war, as great a crisis as the nation 
ean ever face. We haven’t got the 
same problems nor as great problems 
as those with which the men of Lin- 
coln’s generation were brought face to 
face, and yet our problems are real and 
great, and upon the way in which we 
solve them will depend whether or not 
our children have cause to feel the pride 
or shame as American citizens. 

“There are old soldiers in this, as in 
every other audience that I address, and 
these men know that first and foremost 
it was necessary to have the power o? 
love for the Union, of love for the na- 
tion and that next it was necessary to 
have the courage to make that love 
good. In the same fashion we citizens 
of these peaceful days need first and 
foremost the moral quality; and next, 
back of that moral quality the courage, 
moral and physical as well, that makes 
the moral quality count. And yet back 
of them all we must have the sanity; 
the common sense, the just judgment, 
which neither hysterically over-em- 
phasizes nor blindly refuses to acknowl- 
edge the wrongs that exist and the ways 
in which those wrongs must be cured. 

“We have heard a great deal during 
the past year or two of the frightful in- 
iquities in our politics and our business 
and the frightful wrong-doing in our so- 
cial life. Now there is plenty of in- 
iquity in business, in polities, in our so- 
cial life. There isevery warrant for our 
acknowledging these great evils, but in 
speaking about it, do not let us lose our 
heads, and above all let us avoid the 
wild vindictiveness preached by certain 
demagogues, a vindictiveness as far as 
the poles are asunder from the wise 
charity of Abraham Lincoln. 

“Let us remember that many of the 
men who do the things of which we 
complain are American citizens with 
much the same tastes, tempers and 
characters we have, but who have 
been exposed to special temptations 
and are wrongdoers only through force 
of circumstances. Try to remove the 
causes of their wrongdoing; remove as 
far as may be both the power and the 
temptation to do wrong; but do not 
cultivate toward them a spirit of rancor- 
ous hatred which in the end will react 
most surely upon ourselves. 

“The poorest of all emotions for any 
American citizen to feel is the emotion 
of hatred toward his fellows. Let him 
feel a just and righteous indignation 
where that just and righteous indigna- 
tlon is called for; let him not hesitate 
to inflict punishment where the punish- 
ment is needed in the Interest of the 
public, but let him beware of demand- 
ing mere vengeance, and above all of 
inviting the masses of the people to 
such demand. 

“There is wrong, and enough to fight. 
Fight it, cut it out, and, having cut it 
out, go your ways without either 
hatred or exultation over those at whose 
expense it has been necessary that it 

should be cut out. 

“This year in congress our chief task 
has been to carry the government for- 
ward along the course which I think it 
must follow consistently for a number 
of years to come—that is in the direc- 
tion of seeking, on behalf of the people 
as a whole, to exercise a measure of su- 
pervision, control, and restraint over 
the individuals, and especially over the 
corporations, of great wealth, insofar as 
the business use of that wealth brings 
it within the reach of the federal goy- 
ernment. - We have accomplished a 
fair amount and the reason that we 
have done so has been, in the first place, 
because we have not tried to do too 
much, and, in the next place, because 
| we have approached the task absolutely 
free from any spirit of rancor or hatred. 
In any such movement a man will find 
that he has allies whom he does not 
You cannot protect property 
t finding that you are protecting 
the property of some people who are not 
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very straight. You cannot war against 
the abuses of property without finding 
that there are some people warring be- 
side you whose motives you would 
frankly repudiate. But in each case 
be sure that you keep your own mo- 
tives and your own conduct straight. 

“When it becomes necessary to curb 
@ great corporation, curb it. I will do 
my best to help you doit. ButI will 
do it in no spirit of anger or hatred to 
the men who own or control that cor- 
poration; and if any seek in their turn 
to do wrong to the men who own those 
corporations, I will turn around and 
fight for them in defense of their rights 
just as hard asI fight against them 
when I think they are doing wrong. 

“Distrust as a demagogue the man 
who talks only of the wrong done by 
the men of wealth. Distrust as a dema- 
gogue the man who measures iniquity 
by the purse. Measure iniquity by the 
heart, whether a man’s purse be full or 
empty, partly full or partly empty. If 
the man is a decent man, whether well 
off or not well off, stand by him; if he is 
not a decent man stand against him, 
whether he be rich or poor. Stand 
against him in no spirit of vengeance, 
but only with the resolute purpose to 
make him act as decent citizens must 
act if this republic is to be.”

POLITICAL TILTS 


Bryan and Reid Amuse a Big 
London Audience 


GREAT FOURTH BANQUET 


Nebraskan Delivers a Speech on 
the White Man’s Burden, Say- 
ing We Must Educate the Ig- 
norant--The Dignity of Labos 


London, July 5.—William J. Bryan 
was the central figure at the annual 
Independence day dinner of the Amer- 
ican society at the Hotel Cecil last night. 


Nearly 500 members and guests sur- 
rounded the society’s board and cheered 
patriotic sentiments with the peculiar 
zest born of exile. Ambassador Reid 
and Bryan engaged in some sharp but 
good-natured raillery and banter over 
political differences, the crowd evinc- 
ing its enjoyment of the sport with 
cheers and shouts of laughter. 

Mr. Reid said with reference to 
Bryan: “At home, as a citizen, 1 have 
openly and squarely opposed him at 
every stage of his conspicuous career. 
I am reasonably sure that when I re- 
turn home-I shall continue to do the 
same. I believe he tonight is as well 
satisfied as I am, though by different 
reasoning, that the country we both 
love and try to serve has not been 
ruined by its gold. Abroad, as the offi- 
cial representative of the American 
people without distinction as to party, 
[ am glad to welcome him here as a 
typical American, whose whole life has 
been lived in the daylight and one 
whom such‘a great host of my country- 
men have long trusted and honored.” 

Mr. Bryan, arising amid laughter and 
cheers, said: “The temptation to make 
a political speech is strong within me. 
I have not had a chance to do so for 10 
months. However, I will restrain my- 
self. With reference to the ambassa- 
dor’s remarks on gold, I wish to say 
that when I see the progress my coun- 


wonder what it would have done walk- 
ing on two legs. It is pleasing to testify 
that the ambassador not only has fought 
me, but that he has done it well. No 
American rejoices more than I that he 
is 3000 miles from his base. While 
abroad I have met many good Republi- 
cans—holding office—and I only wish 
there were enough offices abroad to take 
all the Republicans out of the country.” 


Mr. Bryan took for his subject “The 
White Man’s Burden,” and after quoting 
a stanza of Kipling’s poem, he said in 
part: 

“I take it for granted that our duty 
to the so-called inferior races is not dis- 
charged by merely feeding them in 
times of famine or by contributing to 
their temporary support when some 
other calamity overtakes them. 

“Among the blessings which the 
Christian nations are at this time able— 
and in duty bound—to carry to the rest 
ef the world, education comes first, and 
in nothing have the United States and 
England been more clearly helpful than 
in the advocacy of universal education. 

“No one questions that Japan's influ- 
ence has been a beneficent one since she 
has emerged from illiteracy and en- 
dowed her people with public schools 
open to all her boys and girls. The 
transition from a position of obscurity 
into a world power was scarcely more 
rapid than her transition from a menace 
into an ally. 

“China is entering upon a similar ex- 
perience, and I am confident that her 
era of reform will make her, not a yel- 
low peril, but a powerful co-laborer in 
the international vineyard. In India, 
in the Philippines, in Egypt and even 
in Turkey, statistics show a gradual 
extension of education. 

“The Christian nations must lead the 
movement for the promotion of peace, 
not only because they are enlisted un- 
der the banner of the Prince of Peace, 
but also because they have attained 
such a degree of Intelligence that they 
can no longer take pride in a purely 
physical victory. 

“The belief that moral questions can 
be settled by the shedding of human 
blood is a relic of barbarism; to doubt 
the dynamic power of righteousness Is 
infidelity to truth itself. 

“Our country has reason to con- 
gratulate itself upon the success of 
President Roosevelt in hastening peace 
between Russia and Japan. Through 
him our nation won a moral victory 
more glorious than a victory in war. 
King Edward has also shown himself 
a promoter of arbitration and a large 
number of members of parliament are 
enlisted in the same work. It means 
much that the two great English- 
speaking nations are thus arraigned on 
the side of peace. 

“Let me appeal for a clearer recogni- 
tion of the dignity of labor. The odium 
which rests upon the work of the hand 
has exerted a baneful influence the 
world around.

POSITIVE BLOCK SYSTEM. 


Burlington Railway’s Plan to Insure 
Greater Safety For Passengers. 

All main lines of the Burlington rail- 
way, approximating 4,000 miles, are 
now operated under the positive block 
system. The last sections to be in- 
stalled were between Kansas City and 
Council Bluffs and on certain of the 
lines west of the Missouri river. It 
was with considerable satisfaction that 
officials of the road recently made the 
announcement, as the work has been 
going on for some years. 

Under the positive block system of 
operating trains the sections between 
stations, averaging from six to eight 
miles in length, are designated as 
blocks. Telegraph operators are con- 
stantly on duty at all stations, hand- 
ling trains under orders from the chief 
dispatcher. A train cannot enter a 
block until that block is reported clear 
by the operator. The result is that ac- 
cidents are practically impossible. 

The cost is much greater than under 
the old train order system, as may be 
seen from the fact that ten operators 
in addition to the large number already 
in the service are required for the 128 
miles of road between Council Bluffs 
and St. Joseph. It is considered, how- 
ever, that the increased safety to the 
road’s patrons is worth many times 
the cost of the new system. 


CATS AS SCARECROWS. 


Jersey Woman Protects Her Cherries 
With Two Well Trained Pets. 
Mrs. Basse of Middletown, N. J., has 
hit upon a novel plan of protecting her 
cherries from catbirds and robins, says 
a special from Redbank, N. J., to the 
New York Times. Some cherry grow- 
ers have adopted the plan of covering 
the trees with mosquito netting. Mrs. 
Basse’s plan is much easier and less 
expensive. She has trained her two 
cats, Tommy and Jim, to do the work. 
Every morning she takes a broom 
and, waving it at the cats, orders them 
up the cherry trees, The cats have be- 
come so well trained that they now 
run up the trees as soon as they see 
Mrs. Basse start for the broom. The 
broom is set against the tree to threat- 
en the cats if they come down. When 
the broom is removed the cats take it 
as a signal to give up their day’s vigil 
over catbirds and robins. 
The plan has proved very successful. 
Not a bird comes near the tree as long 
‘as the cats are around. 


Simple Life Project In Chicago. 

A. Gluck, an Austrian physician, has 
started a new simple life colony In 
Chicago, says a dispatch from that 
city. The women who join the colony, 
| married or single, will work only eight 
hours a day. Married persons with 
children are not wanted. The plan is 
to establish industries, provide pure 
food, establish eating houses and 
, health and bathing resorts. No one 
; will be paid for his labor. One day 
each week each member of the com- 
munity will fast and rest. A strict veg- 
‘etarian diet will prevail. Dr, Gluck 
, has given hig fortune of $30,000 to the 
society.

UNCLE SAM AS ARBITER 


Has Already Taken Steps to 
Check Any Combination In 
Central America to Overthrow 
President of Guatemala 


Washington, July 6.—Guatemala and 
Salvador are making overtures for the 
arbitration of their troubles resulting 
from the alleged activity of Salvador in 
support of the revolutionary movement 

against President Cabrera of Guate- 
mala and it is likely that the United 


States will be selected as the country 
to act as peacemaker. 

The state department has been ad- 
vised of the desire of the two countries, 
which are almost at the point of mak- 
ing war against each other, to have 
their differences settled by arbitration, 
and although formal negotiations have 
not been made as yet, there seems to be 
but little doubt that an amicable settle- 
ment of the points of difference will be 
finally effected through arbitration. 

At the first intimation of outside in- 
terference in Guatemalan affairs the 
state department sent the Marblehead 
from Panama to prevent meddling, and 
Mexico and the United States both 
made it clear that they would look with 
disfavor upon any combination of any 
Central American powers to overthrow 
President Cabrera of Guatemala. 
When the position of the United States 
became known Salvador announced the 
appointment of a special envoy to pre- 
sent the Salvadorean position to Amer- 
jean authorities and prevent any seri- 
ous international complications. The 
state department has been advised of 
the departure of Mr. Pacus, the special 
envoy, for this country, but it is not be- 
lieved that he will arrive in Washington 
for several weeks, because of the diffi- 
culties of reaching this country from 
Salvador. 

Guatemala has complained _ bitterly 
to the United-States of the conduct of 
Salvador, and charges that the latter 
government has taken every means to 
forward the cause of the revolutionary 
general, Barillas, and to hasten the 
downfall of President Cabrera. It is 
charged that Salvador not only winked 
at all expeditions which crossed her 
borders into Guatemalan territory, but 
actually sent troops into Guatemalan 
territory and committed many acts 
which cannot be regarded as less than 
the invasion of the territory of a friend- 
ly power. 


Challenge Cup Goes to Beigium 

Henley, Eng,, July 6.—The crew rep- 
resenting the Club Nautique de Gand 
(Belgium) defeated Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, by three lengths in the final for 
the grand challenge cup. ‘Time, 7:09. 
The cup thus leaves England for the 
first time in its history, and for the next 
12 months will adorn the headquarters 
of the Belgian rowing organization. 
The ease with which the Belgians beat 
the crack British crew was a rather 
rough shock to the complacency of the 
home oarsmen. 


Wellman Starts For Spitzbergen 

Tromsoe, Norway, July 6.—The Well- 
man-Chicago Record-Herald Arctic ex- 
pedition sailed yesterday on the steam- 
er Frithjof for its headquarters at 
Spitzbergen. Steamer. Kong Helge 
sailed today with the remainder of the 
material for gas-making and erecting 
dwellings. Wellman is on board the 
Frithjof with his principal assistants. 
He hopes to make his first wireless test 
in about a fortnight. 


A Mountain-Ciimbing Feat 

Rome, July, 6.—King Victor Em- 
manuel has receiv eda telegram from the 
Duke of Abruzzi, his cousin, filed at 
Uganda, Central Africa, announcing 
that on June 18 he had succeeded in 
reaching the summit of Mount Ruven- 
zori, which had never been climbed. 
The mountain is situated between Al- 
bert Nyanza and Albert Edward Nyan- 
za and is about 18,000 feet above the 
level of the sea.

Torrington, Conn., July 6.—An insur- 
ance agent giving the name of Frank 
McKay was arrested here at the re- 
quest of the police of Boston, charged 
with the larceny of sums amounting to 
about $700. The man is said to be 
Frank Mackewiecz, 26 years of age, 
with a wife and family living at Hyde 
Park, Mass.

At the time we see the meteor it 
traverses a distance of more than 
twenty miles a second. Such a velocity 
is almost impossible near the earth’s 
surface. The resistance of the air would 
prevent it. Aloft in the emptiness of 
space there Is no air to resist ite 
In the course of its wanderings the 
body may come near the earth and 
within a few hundred miles of its sur-

It May Be Forced by Fanaticism

A PROBLEM FOR ENGLAND 


Foreign Secretary Grey Admits 
That It Is a Serious One--Dis- 
cusses Congo Question and the 
Proposed Visit of British F leet 
te Russian Waters 


- London, July 6.—Parliament and the 
country were given a surprise last n ght 
by an unexpected and sensational 
speech by Sir Edward Grey, the fore! gn 
secretary, on the situation in Egypt 
An interesting debate on foreign affairs 
had been anticipated when the house 
of commons took up the foreign esti 


mates, but on account of Russia and the 
Congo affairs rather than Egypt. 

All other subjects, however, were 
temporarily forgotten when the house 
realized the momentous character of 
Grey’s deliverance with regard to Egypt. 


Speaking in a solemn tone 
tense silence, the minister 
the recent attack on Br 
Tantab was not accid:

cially distasteful to the Liberal govern 
ment. 

With regard to the Egyptian affair 
Sir Edward said he accepted full re 
sponsibility, and pointed out that dau 
ger might accrue when dealing with 
eastern peoples, through discussions of 
this kind. The secretary proceeded 
to refer to the great growth of fanatical 
feeling in Egypt and throughout North 
Africa recently, which might necessi 
tate even further measures to protect 
Europeans in Egypt, and, speaking ina 
solemn manner, sald: 

“As things are now I say deliberately, 
and with a full sense of responsibility, 
that if parliament does anything at this 
moment to weaken or destroy the au 
thority of the Egyptian government you 
will come face to face with a very seri 
ous situation, for should fanaticism get 
the better of constituted authority, 
there might arise the necessity for ex- 
treme measures.” 

Dealing with the Congo question, 
Grey said he distrusted the proposed 
reforms because the system was wrong. 
He disliked trading companies, and be 
lieved the root of the whole mi 
was in the system under which the stat 
itself was a trading company ant 
nopolist companies held administrati 
power. If other powers would join 
Great Britain in insisting on reforms 
the government would welcome them 
If the Congo state talked of its rights 
Sir Edward said, Great Britain also had 
rights. The question of the reserva- 
tion of enormous areas for private prop- 
erty must be dealt with, and [f any dis 
pute arose there was The Hague tri 
bunal. He believed it would lx 
ficial to resume British consular juris 
diction, but this would be discot uraging 
Belgium from taking over the Congo

Government Adopting Double

Queer Moscow Proclamation 


St. Petersburg, July” 6.—Dispatches 
received here from Samara State that 
two regiments garrisoning that im- 
portant provincial capital mutinied and 
presented a series of political and ser- 
yice demands. The officers promised to 


satisfy the service demands if the mu- 
tineers would return to duty, but the 
men replied that they would be satis- 
fied only with compliance with all of 


thelr demands. The mutineers still 
command the situation, but are not in- 
dulging in excesses. The situation is 


complicated by the fact that in Samara 
the revolutionists are pushing a move- 
ment to proclaim a republic in case a 
general strike is declared and may 
seize the present opportunity to further 
their aims. 

The ferment among the soldiers and 
sailors at Odessa and Sebastopol con- 
tinues. 

No inkling of the reported rioting and 
pillage at Vladivostok has reached the 
Russian public, but the military au- 
thoritles, who control the telegraph, 
would be able to withhold for days any 
news of such conditions, as they did of 
the last uprising there. 

rhe double method which the govern- 
ment Is adopting to counteract the revo- 
lutionary spirit among the workmen is 
illustrated by a proclamation issued 
yesterday by the prefect of police of 
Moscow. While prohibiting, under 
heavy penalty, open-alr meetings, the 
carrying of arms and the inciting of 
strikes, it orders employers of manual 


artisans, such as bakers, carpenters 
and shoemakers, to introduce the 10- 
bour day instead of the 12-hour day, not

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BORGES SENTENCED 


At Least Ten Years For His Part 
In Ubero Plantation Scheme 
Boston, July 6.—Ferdnand B. Borges 

was sentenced to from 12 to 15 years in 

state prison, the first day in solitary 


confinement, for his connection with 
Ubero Plantation company operations. 
In passing sentence the court adjudged 
Borges to be a common and notorious 
thief. The supreme court, with Judge 
White on the bench, was in session all 
day hearing a plea for mercy. 

The attorney for Borges asked that 
the larceny counts be set aside and the 
Prisoner sentenced on the conspiracy 
count only, which would have amounted 
to perhaps three years, but Judge 
White ordered the conspiracy charge 
Set aside and based the sentence upon 
the larceny charges. 

Justice White listened to a witness 
In behalf of Borges, the reading of a 
long statement and the argument for 
mitigation of the defendant’s sentence, 
he having been previously found guilty 
on 73 counts of larceny and one of con- 
spiracy in connection with the Ubero 
schemes. 


Miss Keller on Biind Commission 

Boston, July 6.—Governor Guild has 
appointed Miss Helen Keller, the fa- 
mous deaf, dumb and blind girl, a mem- 
ber of the new commission for the in- 
dustrial education of the blind, which 
had long been advocated by her and 
which was recently authorized by the 
legislature. The commission may es- 
tablish a bureau for the . employment 
and registration of the blind, for the 
education of adults in the useful arts 
and trades, and for the establishment 
of workshops in which the blind may 
be employed and made self-sustaining. 


Moran Evidently Means Business 

Boston, July 6.—District Attorney 
Moran has engaged at his own expense 
an attorney who will compare the testi- 
mony of every one of about 300 wit- 
nesses given in the bribery investiga- 
tion which resulted in the expulsion 
of Representative Gethro from the leg- 
islature.

The youngster struggled desper- 
ately and Riley had to punch Schrevene 
into insensibility before he could tow 
him ashore. Both were exhausted 
when they landed on the beach. 


Four Men Lost With Vessel 

Machias, Me., July 6.—The loss of his 
crew of four men and the wrecking of 
his three-masted schooner Ella G. 
Eells of Rockport, Me., were reported 
in a message sent here by Captain 
Breen, who was the only survivor. The 
schooner was wrecked on one of the 
outer islands of Machias bay. Breen, 
while clinging to wreckage, was thrown 
upon the rocks and rescued by lifesay- 
ers.

Mrs Thaw Went Riding on Two 


Occasions } 


STORY OF A CHAFFEUR 


———_ 


On One Occasion He Heard the 
Wife ot Address His 
Employer as **Stannie’’--A De- 


nial From Thaw’s Counsel 


Slayer 


New York, July 7.—That Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw was on amicable terms with 
Stanford White since her marriage to 
Harry K. Thaw was yesterday estab- 
lished by a statement from John Burns, 
chauffeur to White. Mrs. Thaw dined 
in the company of White at Rector’s 
one night last September and then rode 
to her hotel in White’s electric han- 
som. 

Thaw and the former chorus girl were 
married in Pittsburg on April 4, 1905, 
five months previous to the episode at 
the Broadway restaurant recalled by 
Burns. 

The following statement was dictated 
by Burns and signed by him in the 
presence of witnesses: 

“I entefed the employ of Stanford 
White the latter part of January, 1905, 
driving his electric hansom between 
the hours of 5 p. m.and3a.m. I was 
White’s night chauffeur until the latter 
part of September, 1905, when he dis- 
continued using the machine, as I un- 
derstood at the time, because of the per- 
sistent following of the electric han- 
som by men riding bicycles, on foot and 
aiso in horse hansoms, runabouts and 
automobiles. 

“In those nine months, taking out the 
time Mr. White was in Europe and 
Canada, my employer never once en- 
tered the electric hansom in the com- 
pany of a woman other than Mrs. 
White, whom he frequently took to 
Sherry’s for dinner. 

“Evelyn Nesbit rode in Mr. White’s 
electric hansom on two occasions, which 
I well recall. She was alone on one oc- 
ecasion aud with a lady friend on the 
other. 

“The first time I ever saw the present 
Mrs. Thaw was in February, between 
12 and 1 o'clock in the morning, stand- 
ing with a company of men and women 
on the sidewalk in front of Rector’s. 
Mr. White escorted her to the machine 
and put her in, saying to me: “Take 
this lady home and then come right 
back for me.’ 

“Miss Nesbit was then living at the 
Hotel Wolcott, if my memory serves 
me right. She impressed me as having 
brought about the situation. I took 
her to the hotel and then went back and 
took Mr. White to the Brook club, 6 
East Thirty-fifth street. 

“Several weeks passed before I saw 
Miss Nesbit again. In the nee a 
February or the first of March, on 
very cold Sunday night, I took Mr. 
White to Car! Berger's catering estab- 
lishment, 7 West Thirty-ninth street. 
He was going to attend a dinner and it 
was between 8 and 9 o’clock when he 
alighted from the hansom. I had pulled 
in from Fifth avenue. 

“Hardly had Mr. White reached the 
sidewalk when a horse hansom ap- 
proached from Broadway, pulled up and 
Miss Nesbit jumped to the sidewalk 
and approached Mr. White, saying as 
she held out her hands: ‘Hello, Stan- 
nie! How have you been?’ 

“Mr. White shook hands. He 
seemed anxious to get up the stoop. 
They talked for a few minutes and ea| 


bade her good night. He then hurried 
into Berger's place and she got back 
into her horse hansom and was driven 
off.” 

Former Judge Olcott, after reading 
the statement given out by Burns, said 
he wished to deny absolutely that Mrs. 
Thaw, since her marriage, had been a 
guest of White and had used his auto- 
mobile. “There isn’t one chance in a 
million of it being true,” said Olcott. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
said that although he had examined 
Burns in connection with his investi- 
gation of the Thaw-White tragedy, he 
never had heard of Mrs. Thaw’s rides 
m White’s automobiles until now. 
Burns told him nothing whatever dur- 
ing the examination concerning White 
having entertained Mrs. Thaw, he said. 

The widow of Stanford White was 
paid yesterday by the Equitable Life 
Assurance society $149,040, the value 
of a single policy White had carried on 
his life for a number of years. There 
are several policies for amounts aggre- 
gating about $50,000, on which no 
claim for payment has yet been pre- 
sented. 


Admiral Was Out of His Head 

Cronstadt, July 7.—At the court mar- 
tial trial of Admiral Rojestvensky for

How much further the parallel may 
go who can tell? Already the douma 
is breaking with the czar, as the 
French convention broke with the 
king. Wilil the drama be re-enacted to 
the end? Will the wrongs of ages be 
avenged in one earthquake year of ter- 
ror and the new day be ushered in 
through a red and smoky dawn? 

The initial work, which is the real 
and important work in all revolutions, 
is accomplished in peace. Afterward 
the reactionary, elements attempt a 
counter revolution, and it is that which 
brings bloodshed. Signs are already 
to be seen in Russia of such a denoue- 
ment. The actual revolution, that in 
the thought of the nation, was accom- 
plished when the Constitutional Dem- 
ocrats and other advanced elements 
captured practically every seat in the 
douma. It is now that the bureaucrats 
and aristocrats, tawdry, contemptuous, 
licentious, befouled by graft, their 
hearts black with hatred of the people 
and their hands red with Jewish mas- 
sacres, seek to influence the spineless 
ezar and to create turmoil and confu- 
sion that they may retain their an- 
cient privileges.

The meaning of the word douma is 
thought. The douma, then, is “the 
thought” of the Russian empire. It is 
a fitting term, a higher concept of the 
origin of a legislature than has ever 
been expressed by a name in any other 
land or tongue. It makes the congress 
an outward symbol, representative of 
the inward purposes and aspirations of 
the nation, the spirit of a people in- 
carnated in a parliamentary body.

A Selectman

ORDERED: That the said City Council hereby ap- 
proves of the exercise by the said Old Colony Street Railway 
Company and its successors or assigns of the rights granted 
and permitted by said Acts, to act as a common carrier of 
baggage and freight as petitioned for, over and upon its tracks 
located within the City of Quincy, from the Braintree 
line on Independence avenue, Franklin, School and Hancock 
streets to the Boston line. 

This approval is granted subject to the following regu- 
lations and restrictions : 

First. Said company shall not engage in the business 
of a common carrier under the authority of said Act and this 
approval until, and then only to the extent that the- Board of 
Railroad Commissioners upon petition shall certify that public 
convenience and necessity require. 

Seconp. Said company acting under said authority shall 
be subject to such regulations and restrictions as may from 
time to time be made by said City Council with the approval 
of said Board of Railroad Commissioners. 

Tuirp. Said company shall also. be subject to the pro- 
visions of all laws now, or hereafter in force relating to com- 
mon carriers so far as they shall be consistent herewith and 
with these regulations and restrictions. 

Fourtu. The exercise of the authority under said Act 
by said company shall not in any way alter or abridge the 
duties and obligations of said company imposed by law relative 
to the transportation of passengers upon its tracks within said 
City of Quincy, nor delay the cars for passenger service, nor 
reduce the facilities for such service. 

Firtu. While acting as a;common carrier said company 
shall not run its baggage or freight cars at any time at a 
higher rate of speed than is consistent with public safety or 
than it runs its cars for the transportation of passengers; and 
all such cars shall be in charge of an adequate number of 
employees. 

Sixru. This franchise or authority is granted for the 
term of five years from the date of the passage of this order. 
It shall not be operative unless accepted within sixty days 
hereof, nor unless exercised within six months. : 

SEVENTH. All such baggage and freight shall be carried 
in closed cars. 

Eicutu. No freight car shall be allowed to make stops 
on public streets, except when its movements are obstructed 
by other vehicles or passenger cars, and except in cases of 
emergency. : 

NintH. No more than one freight car shall be run at 
one time; nor shall it be run in said highways between the 
hours of 10 P. M. and 5 A. M.; nor shall such cars be run 
Sundays, except through baggage cars, coming from connect- 
ing lines to carry personal baggage. 

TentH. Said company shall not in doing its freight 
business, make or give any undue or unreasonable preference 
to or in favor of any person, firm or corporation, nor subject 
any person, firm or torpt ration to any undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage. 

This order shall be construed to grant approval for the 
carrying and transporting of such kinds of packages, parcels, 
goods and merchandise, of such bulk, size, weight and 
dimensions, as are ordinarily carried and transported by ex- 
press companies in wagons, upon and over highways, and not 
for the transportation of heavy freight nor to any articles, 
Soods or merchandise deemed by said company dangerous to 
public travel or the safety or comfort of passengers, such as 

dynamite or other explosives of a dangerous nature, or such 
as would be likely to interfere with the conduct of its business 
as a common carrier of passengers.

LANDED IN A DORY 


Noted Aeronaut Has a Most Thril- 


ling Experience 


BLOWN FAR OUT TO SEA 


Was In Perilous Plight After 

2assing Beyond Limits of the 

Coast--Rescued by Fishermen 
After Spending Night In Air 

Boston, July 7.—After one of the 
most remarkable experiences in the his- 
tory of aerial navigation, James K. Al- 
len, the aeronaut, who made a balloon 
ascension at Providence on the Fourth 
of July, was brought to this port last 
evening on the fishing schooner Francis 
V. Sylvia, having been picked up at sea 
off Block Island Thursday morning. 

Allen had a narrow escape from 
death by drowning, the winds that pre- 
vailed Wednesday having blown his 
balloon far out over the Atlantic. Un- 
ti] news of his arrival here became 
known it had been thought that he had 
met his death, as it was known that at 
the last time he was sighted on Wednes- 
day evening he was traveling out tosea. 

That Allen is alive is due wholly toa 
fortunate shift of the wind. When he 
made his ascension at Providence on 
Wednesday the wind was blowing a 
brisk breeze from the southwest. The 
aeronaut was carried in his balloon in 
a@ northeasterly direction and passed 
over the town of Attleboro. He had his 
balloon under perfect control at that 
time, and while in the vicinity of Attle- 
boro he descended twice, and twice he 
reascended. 

From Attleboro the airship traveled 
in the direction of Brockton, and the 
last seen of the aeronaut by observers 
on shore was when he passed over 
Scituate early in the evening. At that 
time the balloon was headed straight out 
to sea. When Thursday dawned with- 
out any news being received from Allen 
and it became known that the last time 
he was seen was when he was on the 
ocean shore headed out to sea, it was 
then believed that he would never re- 
turn and that another chapter would 
be added to the list of tragedies con- 
nected with saerial nav igation. 

After Allen passed beyond the limits 
pf the coast his plight was most peril- 
“ous. Unless the wind shifted the aero- 
naut could not hope to reach land, as 
there was not enough gas in the balloon 
to carry him across the Atlantic. 

Fortunately the shift of wind came. 
It was during the night that the air 
currents over the ocean turned their 
course from southwest to northeast, 
and the car retraced its course.  In- 
stead of returning to Providence, the 
starting point, the wind carried the bal- 
Joon considerably to the southward and 
when daylight dawned Allen was off 
the southern coast of Block Island. 

When the balloon descended Allen 
was picked up by the Boston fishing 
schoouer Francis V. Sylvia and brought 
here. The balloon was also saved and 
taken on board the fisherman. As soon 
as Allen landed he telegraphed his 
family and friends in Providence, 
ing them that he was safe. 


tell- 


Allen appeared to be none the worse 
for his experience. He said that he 
was cool at all times and would have 
remained over the land had he not lost 
his bearings in the clouds after pass- 
ing over Attleboro. At Attleboro he 
bumped against a house and later his 
ropes struck a flagpole in that town. 
His outfit was not damaged and after 
leaving Attleboro he ascended to a 
height of two miles. He found a high 
carried through the 
clouds at a rapid rate. He lost his reck- 
oning and was carried further to the 
southeast than he anticipated. A heavy 
rain and mist completely obscured his 
vision until nearly dark. About dark 
Wednesday night he passed over Prov- 
incetown, but not ata great height. He 
was unable to make a landing and the 
wind, which shifted to the eastward, 
carried him down the Cape Cod coast. 

“I knew I was over the water,” 
Allen, “and I knew I was pretty low, 
but it was terribly dark and I couldn't 
see a thing. It must have been soon 
after midnight when I got my first duck- 
ing. The wind carried my _ basket 
against the water. The minute I 
touched the water I grabbed the ropes 
over my head, and I was none too 
quick, for the basket was almost sub- 
merged. I threw out some sand and 
went up again to about 100 feet, I 
guess, but about an hour later I struck 
the water again and got another soak- 
ing. I then threw out a little more 

sand and went up again, but came down 
ouce more and struck the water. I 
held onto the ropes. I didn’t see a 
thing until dawn. Then I saw a steam- 
er. She was going way and I the 
other. I shouted, but I guess she didn’t 
see me, for she paid no attention. 

“About an hour after this I met a tug 
with several barges. I shouted again 
and the tug cut loose from the barges 
and chased me, but soon gave it up, as

I was going too fast for her. I was 
about 100 feet above water. The Tope 
and anchor were still in the sea, but 


she’s a big balloon and as the wind con- 
tinued to blow stiffly I went tearing 
along at a pretty good pace in spite of 
the drag. At this time I had the balloon 
under perfect control and felt no dan- 
ger. About 7:30 Thursday morning I 
sighted a fishing schooner and was res- 
cued.” 

Allen said that when the men in one 
of the dories made his rope fast the bal- 
Joon pulled the dory some distance, but 
when he let the gas out there was no 
difficulty in descending.

Werrants In Hartje Divorce Case

Comiskey Tells How First 
Baseman In Particular 
Should Cover His Posi-|

By CHARLES A. COMISKEY, | 
President of the Chicago Americans. 
The only players who become suc- 

eessful infielders are those with a nat- | 
ural aptitude for baseball. 

A good mechanical player who can | 
hit at a fair clip may make good and 
hold a position in the outfield, but 
when he comes in to the diamond he 
must be a quick thinker, a fast fielder | 
and a natural player as well. 

I wonder how many baseball fans 
have thought of the build of these | 
infielders and the part that plays in 
determining a man’s qualification for 
a certain position. 

For instance, the first baseman must 
be a tall, rangy fellow who can cover 
ground, but more especially one who 
has a reach to catch throws a trifle 
wild. 

Then again height and reach are 
valuable in stepping forward to meet 
thrown balls. Many a first baseman 
who understands his position robs bats- 
men of hits merely by stretching out 
and meeting the ball. 

In the course of a season this one or 
two feet advantage will mean a score 
or more less base hits. Now the sec- 
ond baseman and shortstop, on the 
other hand, the latter especially, should 
be short, chunky men, something of the 
dachshund order, for they have to 
gather the ball in from all positions 
while on the run, so the lower they are 
to the ground the better.

It seems entirely clear to most peo- 
ple that this Gethro matter, with its 
sensational and preposterous charges, 
is being used to promote the political 
ambition of John B. Moran in his can- 
vass for the governorship of this com- 
monwealth. It will be a sorry day for 
the old Bay State if a man of the char- 
acter of John B. Moran should be 
elected as its chief magistrate. Let us 
j hope that it will be many years before 
a man politically irresponsible and with 
; the brass-band-methods of Mr. Moran 
| could be elected to the highest position 
in the gift of the people of this state. 


Power of Unscrupulous Men 
In becoming the instrument of irre-

Of the two, 
the briber and the bribed, the former 
must be considered the greater offender. 
No doubt there are men in the legisla- 
ture who have sold their votes.

He cannot justify 
himself by smirching others. It will 
| be difficult to make the public believe 
other members of the legislature are 
j guilty on the mere say-so of this man, 
|Gethro. The word of a perjurer in a 
| court of law has very little weight. It 
will be extremely difficult for him to 
| pose either as a penitent or a martyr. 
However, that politics has entered 
into this question of corruption in the

How to Save the Small Boy After the | 
Fourth of July. | 

Perhaps this may seem like seeking | 
trouble, but if mothers would act upon 
these hints they might save themselves | 


many unavailing tears and regrets, for 
boys will burn hands and faces on the | 


glorious Fourth of July. And lockjaw | 


is but too apt to follow such burns. | 
This dread malady comes not so much ; 
from the burns as from carelessly | 
dressed wounds. | 

It is better not to dress a wound at | 
all than to touch it with unsterilized | 
hands. Do not permit a wound made | 
by a firecracker or toy pistol to heal 
until you have a surgeon’s word that 
it is safe todo so. Many a lad ties up | 
his wounded hand himself, and it is | 
thought little of, but so long as a bit ! 
of the wadding is left in the wound | 
there is danger. If the germs of lock- | 
jaw are present in the blackened wad- | 
ding the danger is too grave to disre- 
gard. So it is a wise precaution for | 
mothers to obtain proper antiseptic | 
washes and bandages. It is not always | 
possible to find a surgeon at once, and | 
so a wound may be made innocuous if | 
properly dressed until a doctor can be 
found in case the wound is dangerous. | 
And all toy pistols with their poisonous 
wadding are as deadly as bullets. 
More so, for a boy will go to a doctor 
if wounded by a ball, but he counts 
the wadding as nothing and dies of 
lockjaw. 

Every mother should have a porce 
lain pitcher and basin handy, some 
safety pins, a package of absorbent 
cotton and one of iodoform gauze, a 
solution of linseed oil and limewater, 
a solution of boric acid, flaxseed for 
poultices and a surgeon’s probe. The 
carbolic solution has one teaspoonful 
of carbolic acid to a pint of water. The | 
boric solution means a teaspoonful of | 
the acid to a glass of warm water. 1 

Burns are the most frequent injuries. | 
The pain is great. Girls and boys 
should en this day be dressed in wool- | 
en garments so far as is possible. More | 
than half the burns are received be- | 
cause of the filmy nature of the dresses | 
worn on this day. A spark sets them 
afire. If any one is set on fire he or 
she should be thrown to the ground | 
and a shaw] or rug or some other, wool- 
en article thrown about the victim. 
This is to protect the person from in- | 
haling the fire. After the fire is out 
dress the burns at once with the solu- 
tion of linseed oil and water, a little at 
a time, excluding the air. If the cloth- 
ing sticks to the burned spot wet it 
with a little oil and cut it away from 
the wound. Cover the burned place 
with the solution.of linseed oil and! 
limewater and swathe it in the anti- 
septic gauze. If the patient suffers 
from the shock the body will grow cold, 
pulse grow feeble and eyelids close, | 
and sometimes complete insensibility 
supervenes. In that case apply hot 
bottles around the body, rub the arms 
and legs and apply mustard plasters to 
the wrists and soles of the feet. If the 
patient is conscious give milk or coffee, 
but no liquor of any kind, and send for 
the family doctor at once. 

When an explosion tears the palm or | 
inside of the hand the danger is great- } 
est and calls for drastic measures. The 
mother must be firm in this moment. 
Here she saves her boy from lockjaw. 
The wound must not be touched by 
anything but sterilized implements and } 
fabrics. The basin is to be put over a 
flame and the probe in the water and 
allowed to boil five m{nutes. In the 
meantime the hands are to be washed 
in water as hot as can be borne with 
antiseptic soap and touching nothing 
that has not been sterilized. Remove |} 
the wadding with the sterilized probe, 
bathe the wound with the sterilized 
water, with carbolic in it. Use absorb- 
ent, antiseptic cotton to cleanse the 
wound and throw each piece aside aft- |

er using, but not in the water. After 
the wound is cleansed of all substances 
wrap it in ijodoform gauze and leave 
the rest to the surgeon. Linseed and 
oil would calm the pain, but as they 
are not entirely antiseptic it is better 
to wait the arrival of the physician. 
The prompt cleaning of the wound and 
the use of germicides in the solutions 
are far more important at this time 
than relief from pain. | 
If these simple but necessary pre- | 
cautions are taken the long death list 
of our children would be made very | 
much smaller.

Main’s circus, menagerie sand 
hippodrome combined with Cummin’s 
Wild West Show arrived in Quincy 
bright and early Sunday morning, up- 
wards of thirty cars being required to 
transport the animals and equipment 
of the enterprise.

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Schidlofski, Wife Murderer, Pays 
Extreme Penalty 


EXPRESSES REPENTANCE 


Refuses to Speak to His Groth- 
ers Before Entering the Death 
Chamber--Electrocution Pro- 
nounced to Be Successful 


Boston, July 9.—John Schidlofski 
was electrocuted at the state prison 
here early this morning for the mur- 
der of his wife. Schidlofski was taken 
to the chair at 12:18 and was pro- 
nounced dead at 12:23%. 

The execution was successful in 
every way and was unattended by sen- 


sational features. Schidlofski was in 
a weak condition before he left the 
death house and had to be assisted from 
the death house to the electric chair by 
Rey. Robert Walker, chaplain of the 
Middlesex house of correction, and a 
guard. 

Schidlofski made no statement after 
he was placed in the chair, but he 
moaned softly until the application of 
the current. 

In the opinion of medical attendants 
and prison officials the execution was 
the most successful that has ever taken 
place at Charlestown. Whereas, in pre- 
vious executions, two and three differ- 
ent applications of the current have 
been necessary, only one application 
was made in Schidlofski’s case. 

Schidlofski entered the death cham- 
ber at 12:16%. He was ina state border- 
ing on complete collapse. As the con- 
demned man entered the death cham- 
ber he moved in an uncertain manner. 
His knees shook beneath him, but he 
uttered no sound other than a_ pro- 
tracted moan which was hardly audible, 
even in the stillness of the execution 
room. 

Chaplain Walker and the guard who 
were supporting the prisoner guided 
him to the electric chair and Schidlofski 
seated himself. He seemed uncon- 
scious of what was going on about him 
and, although his eyes roamed all over 
the chamber, he did not appear to see 
anything. The prison officials quickly 
adjusted his ankles in the lower part 
of the chair and buckled the straps. 
At the same time other attendants 
placed his head against the back of the 
chair, put the electrodes in their places, 
and buckled the arm straps. 

Schidlofski kept both hands closed 
and in one he clenched. *'htly a small 
crucifix that had: been sent him by 
e° who took an interest in his 
case. While he was being placed in the 
chair and during the adjustment of the 
straps and the electrodes, Schidlofski 
moaned continually in an almost in- 
audible manner. 

At 12:18 o'clock Warden Bridges 
raised his hand as a signal to the elec- 
trician. The current was applied and 
instantly the body of the murderer 
sprang forward against thestraps. The 
current had a voltage of 1800, and was 
applied for 60 seconds. During this 
time, however, the intensity of the cur- 
trent Was gradually decreased, and at 
the end of the minute it was turned on 
to its intensity, kept at 1800 volts for 
five seconds and then shut off. 

The attending physicians then ap- 
proached the chair and endeayored to 
detect signs of life. Their examination 
consumed four minutes, but no sign of 
life could be detected. Even the faint 
pulsations which are generally noticed 
five or six minutes after the electric 
current has been applied could not be 
detected on Schidlofski. At 12:23 
o'clock he was officially pronounced 
dead. 

Schidlofski’s last day on earth was 
spent quietly in the death cell. Most 
of the time the prisoner was absorbed 
in prayer. During Sunday afternoon 
Rey. Mr. Walker visited him and con- 
versed with him for some time. The 
chaplain told the condemned man that 
he must die that night. Schidlofski re- 
plied that he welcomed death, because 
it would end his suffering. 

While Walker was in the death cell 
Schidlofski was visited by his two 
brothers, Dominick and Tony. The 
brothers told the prisoner that they had 
a message for him from their father in 
Lithuania. The condemned man did 
not speak to his brothers and tried to 
shut the sound of their voices out of his 
ears. Chaplain Walker begged Schid- 
lofski to listen to his brothers and to 
speak to them, but the prisoner per- 
sisted in his refusal and covered his 
head with a blanket from his cot. 
Finally he called to the prison guard: 
“Mr. Officer, put those fellows out; I 
don’t want to talk to them.” The 
brothers then left the prison. 

Chaplain Walker again visited Schid- 
lofski at 11:35, and remained with him 
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until the man was summoned to his 


death. Schidlofski said that he was 
ready to die. He expressed repentance 
for his crime and said that he had 
asked divine forgiveness countless 
Just before the summons came 
Schidlofski repeated the Lord’s Prayer 
and the Twenty-Third Psalm. 


The crime for which John Schidlof- 
ski was sentenced to die was the mur- 
der of his wife, Marciana, on July 12, 
1905: Schidlofski, a Lithuanian by 
birth, generally went by the name of 
John Cline. He was a barber by trade, 
and at the time of the murder he 


worked in South Braintree and lived | 


with his wife at 93 Martland avenue, 
Brockton. 
eh th 
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found on the golf links at Belmont, a | 
few miles to the west of Boston. The 
head had been nearly severed from the 
body iad the face had been so slashed 
as to be almost unrecognizable. The 
skull was crushed in, apparently by 
heavy stones. A woman's parasol, a 
bottle of liquor and a pair of blood- 
stained cuffs were found near the body. 
The woman was identified by means 
of a slip of paper found in her purse. 

It was known that a day or two before 
the murder the woman had drawn all 
her savings, amounting to about $300, 
from a sayings bank. Inasmuch as no 
trace of the money could be found, it 
was thought that the husband might 
have it and a search for him was in- 
stituted. It was known that Schidlof- 
ski had been desirous of going to Los 
Angeles, Cal., and inquiry among the 
ticket offices developed the fact that 
he had bought a ticket for California. 

A description of the fugitive was sent 
out and Schidlofski was arrested a few 
days later on a Pacific coast train at 
La Junta, Col. Schidlofski confessed 
his guilt and returned to Massachu- 
setts without extradition papers. 

On March 12 last he was placed on 
trial at Cambridge. His defense was 
that he had been drinking; that he had 
no recollection of the crime, and that 
it was unpremeditated. On March 17 
the jury, after two hours’ deliberation, 
brought in a verdict of guilty. On 
April 8 he was sentenced to death. 

According to Schidlofski’s own story, 
he killed his wife because she had mis- 
represented her age and the amount 
of her savings. He married her, he 
said, because she told him that she was 
only 28 years old and had more than 
$800. He later learned, to his rage, that 
she was 40 years old and had saved 
only about $300.

Brewton, Ala., July 9.—Fred L. Han- 
cock, murderer of Professor Jesse 
Troutman, and who figured in a sensa- 
tional trial for the crime, committed 
sulcide in his cell in jail last night by 
taking carbolic acid. Hancock made 
his escape from jail May 9 and had 
just been recaptured in Kansas City. 
He left a note in which he said he was 
going where he would receive a just 
trial.

Laredo, Tex., July 9.—Heavy rains 
have played havoc with the National 
railroad between this city and Villa- 
dama, 90 miles south of here.

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Boston, July 9.—Jobn B. Moran, who 
last fall was elected district attorney 
of Suffolk, through his own nomina- 
tion, has accepted the nomination as 
candidate for governor of Massachu- 
setts on a Prohibition ticket. In his 
letter of acceptance Mr. Moran says, in 


part: 

“Although for years a total abstainer, 
1 believe ‘local option’ to be the best 
practical solution of the liquor ques- 
tion, and when laws regulating It are 
rigidly enforced, the nearest possible 
condition to absolute prohibition at- 
tainable. 

“The dominant party in this state 
has long been free from the dictation 
of the liquor dealer, but in the recent 
past it has for political reasons af- 
filiated itself with that element, to 
which it was formerly opposed. By it 
the prohibition features of our license 
laws have been ignored. 

“In some towns our drug stores have 
become rum*shops. In our cities the 
aristocratic hotel keeper has become a 
violator of the law and is granted im- 
munity from punishment by law of- 
ficials.

rainfall, The lima bean is one of the 
legumes on whose roots are the tuber- 
cles that contain the nitrogen fixing 


bacteria, like the clovers and. alfalfa. | 
So, with crop after crop, the land only | 


becomes the richer by reason of the 
abundance of nitrogen brought into it 
from the atmosphere by the minute, 
living organisms on the roots. The 
dwarf lima bean is a shy bearer and 
has no friends here. The climbing bean 
is everywhere planted, but no attempt 
is made to supply poles. The ground 
is prepared in midwinter, for frosts 
are unknown, and the seed goes into 
the ground early. The fogs that come 
in from the ocean help to give the 
vines a luxuriant growth, and they 
| soon cover the ground. In the dry sea- 
son they are mowed like hay, raked 
into wind rows and thrashed in a spe- 
cial machine. The same industry may 
be seen upon the flat lands west of Los 


Angeles, where hundreds of acres are | 


devoted to beans. But the county of 
Ventura raises many other things and 
is reckoned one of the richest of the 
southern counties. Sugar beets are 
one of the profitable crops. The sea- 
son is long, with sunshine aplenty, 
and it is the sunshine that puts the 
sugar in the beet. A big factory makes 
beet sugar at Oxnard. Fruits of all 
kinds, English walnuts and almonds 
are other products of importance. 
The train presently comes to the 


ride upon the ocean cliff. A place of 
uncommon interest is Summerland. 
The oil seekers a few years ago dis- 
covered evidences of petroleum here, 
with the result that wells were sunk at 
the ocean’s edge. The rock formation 
was found to be such that if they put 
additional wells inland they would get 
nothing but “dusters.” The alternative 
was to go.out to sea, which they did. 
So here at: Summerland steel piles 
were driven in the ocean bed and plat- 
forms built out over the water. Wells 
were put down, and a generous produc- 
tion of oil resulted. The grove of 


black derricks planted thus over the | 


ocean, their thin legs reaching down 
among the waves, form an odd sight. 
The pumps are going twenty-four 
hours a day, and the oil flows steadily 
into the many tanks that encumber the 
| land all about. Half a dozen wells are 
pumped by the same engine by means 
of cables stretching out to each, a 
method common to all oil fields. 
Sea birds become companions to the 
flying train and easily keep pace with 
}it for miles. The sociable gull looks 
up from the sandy shore where it feeds 
on the tiny mussels and insects wash- 
| ea up by the waves. Flocks of snipe 
go scudding over the waves, all act- 
| ing in exact harmony, like a perfectly 
|trained company of West Pointers, 
and alight as one bird on the hard 
sand, there to play like a jolly com- 
pany of children. The California peli- 
ean is rarely out of sight, flying alone, 
|for it is an emblem of solitude and 
loneliness. No bird can skim the wa- 
‘ter more closely. It is the largest of 
| the ocean birds, with a great spread of 
wings and famed for its long sustained 
flight. Now and then you will see it 
poised in the air fifty feet above the 
water, and from that height it will 
drop straight as an arrow and pick a 
|fish from beneath the surface. The

coast, and for a hundred miles you} 


lent lunch that any of the hotels sets 
forth. The board of trade will load you 
with facts that charm your interest, 
and you barely escape from the spell 
that binds you to this realm of bliss. 
Here wealthy people from many snowy 
states have splendid homes and live in 
restful security and freedom from the 
vexations of an inclement season. 
| Many, too, are permanent residents. 
Most of those whom you accost are 
strangers in this vale of serenity, and 
this fact helps on a swift acquaintance- 
ship. 

| At midday you take the northward 
‘train to continue the ride along the 
coast. It is then you discover that the 
Santa Barbara valley is open at both 
'ends, a trough behind a long ridge 
| thrown up between the foothills and 
the ocean. As you get away from the 
' city you come again to great English 
' walnut orchards, clean of every weed 
' or deterrent plant, such as graced the 
sloping lands of Ventura county. Ye 
childless ones who would have a par- 
ent’s thoughts, plant an orchard! The 
care of trees, if you love them, is 
akin to a parent’s cares. The hopes 
| they inspire are only in less degree a 
| parent's hopes. 

| Here grow the showy pampas plumes 
‘that find a broad market in eastern 
' states. They stand in little gardens 
| among the orchards and help to make 
diversity in this uncommon farming 
while swelling the income by a consid- 
' erable item. 

Goleta placards herself as the “Pre- 
mium Section,” by which you are to in- 
fer that she has gone abroad in the 
world with her choicest products and 
won public and official acclainy at some 
of the great expositions. You cannot 
doubt it as you look upon these smiling 
lands where the total cloudy days of 
the whole year are but sixty and the 
rainy ones but half as many. The 
| natural rains supply but half the needs. 
The rest of the water required comes 
from the hills or from deep wells of 
great capacity. Yet without irrigation 
crop failures are unknown, Lemons 
and olives, oranges and deciduous 


beans and sugar beets from the fields. 
'A great field of squashes, the crop 
' still ungathered, reminds one of some 
bowlder strewn moraine. Alluvial 
lands are worth $100 to $300 an acre, 
the mesa and hill lands $25 to $75 an 
| acre. 

| Elwood is named in honor Jf Elwood 
| Cooper, a famous orchardist whose 
| hand has heiped to make the coast re- 
| gion so fruitful and whose fame has 
| gone beyond the buundaries of mere lo- 
| eality. : 

This hundred mile ride by swift train 
| upon the ocean’s edge has no counter- 
| part elsewhere. Far off shore are the 
| islands Ana Capa, Santa Cruz, Santa 

Rosa and San Miguel that mark the 

south side of Santa Barbara channel. 
The broad and sheltered waters are a 

favorite place for testing the speed of 
| Uncle Sam’s new war vessels. The sea 
and sky present an ever changing pano- 
rama.- Such a marine view is for the 
artist to describe in color thoughts. 
One quite forgets the land side of this 
incomparable journey, so taken is he 
with the attractions of the boundless 
ocean, the creatures on graceful pinion 
that soar on and on over the green 
and the blue of the undulating sea, the 
billows that crash on the sand and the 
rocks, the distant sail or some slender 
trail of smoke far off that marks the 
course of an ocean steamer. 

But there are things to be seen upon 
the land—the deep canyons and the live 
oaks, the little farms wherever water 
flows near a tillable acre or more, the 
herds of cattle and sheep and the 
herdsmen that salute the train. Two 
boys hold aloft the pelt of a wolf which 
|} they have captured half an hour be- 
| fore, a trophy of the chase that an 
;eastern hunter would not soon forget. 
| Behind the ridge that hugs the coast so’ 
\Llosely are other fertile lands. You are 
{on the far edge of the continent. The 
{land is sparsely settled, but where ag- 
{riculture in its strictest sense is not 
| practicable the cattle and sheep men 
j have established themselves, and the 
hills and mountain slopes produce a 
share of the flesh food of the nation. 

The ocean seems as still as a mirror, 
, but the hulk of vessels half buried In 
,the sand and the pieces of wreckage 
/that He along the shore remind you 
that this wide waste whose currents 
| tun round the world is not always of 

uch gentle disposition. Now and then 
| 4ittle settlements have sprung into ex- 
listenee by reason of good fishing 
grounds, and the many small sail boats 
riding at anchor off shore indicate the 
prosperity of the industry. In the lone- 
\liest of places are the coast light- 
‘houses. On Point Concepcion is one of 
| these, standing upon a rocky shelf. The 
‘homes of the lighthouse keepers are 
upon a lofty rock 250 feet high, above 
the lighthouse, surrounded by the 
white fences characteristic of govern- 
ment property. Back of Point Concep- 
cion is a vast cattle country. 

The station called Surf is back of a 
wide sandy beach which receives the 
full onset of the huge ocean biliows. 
A railroad runs up the fertile valley of 
the Santa Ynez river to Lompoc.- This 
is the mustard pot of the United 
States. Half the mustard seed of the 
{country comes from this broad valley. 
The Dutch lunch pays perpetual trib- 
ute to Lompoc, and the old fashioned 
hot plaster, such as grandmother used 
to make, is more readily available by

Washington, July 9.—About one per- 
son in every 1200 was blind and one in 
every 850 persons was deaf in the Unit- 
ed States in 1900, according to a spe- 
cial census report on the blind and deaf 
in the United States in that year, just 
issued by the census office. Of the 
blind whose parents were cousins 25 
percent were congenitally blind, while 
among the blind whose parents were 
not cousins the proportion congenitally 
blind -was only 6.8 percent.

New York, July 9.—Fire, following a 
collision in Coney Island last night be- 
tween an elevated railroad express 
train and a local trolley car, caused a 
panic in which six persons were more 
or less seriously injured by being 
trampled upon.

Then 
with a big fragment of the broken pane 
he cut his threet The man bled to 
death in a few moments, to the horror 
of a number of onlookers. 


Root Stops at San Juan 

San Juan, P. R., July 9.—Cruiser 
Charleston, with Secretary Root and 
party on board, arrived here yesterday 
afternoon. Upon Root’s arrival at the 
palace troops and the insular police 
lined the sidewalk approaches and pre- 
sented arm$ when the distinguished 
visitors passed them. The secretary 
subsequently reviewed the police from 
a baleony of the palace. 


Council Disagrees With Governor 

San Juan, P. R., July 9.—The execu- 
tive council has defeated the pier meas- 
ure proposed by Governor Winthrop. 
The members of the council have con 
strued the act of congress authorizing 
a franchise and the granting of pier 
concessions subject to the approval of 
the secretary of war as debarring the 
insular government from building its 
own piers. 


Guard of 14,000 Men 

Fort Worth, Tex., July 9.—As the re- 
sult of the labor riots last month at 
Cananea, Mex., the mining camp of W. 
C. Greene has been converted into a 
military stronghold and hereafter 14,- 
000 Mexican rurales will be quartered 
there. This action was taken by the 
military governor of Sonora to serve 
as a precaution against further  out- 
breaks. 


French Warships at New York 

New York, July 9.—The French 
cruisers Jurien de la Graviere and De- 
saix, which were sent to Venezuela dur- 
ing the recent trouble there, arrived 
here yesterday and anchored in the 
North river. Many of the sailors were 
given shore leave and Coney Island 
was crowded with French jackies.

Should Milton's 
Park Assessment | 
Be But One-Half 
That of Quincy? 


-Moat of the cities and towns in the 
Metropolitan Park district will pay 
smaller assessments this year under the 
new apportionment, than in past years, 
although the total tax is $906,435.04 
against $720,559.46 last year. 

The Quincy assessment will be $12,- 
147.74, where it was $9,448.59 in 1905. 
The other places which get soaked are: 
Bostun, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, 
Lynn, Melrose, Revere, Swampscott, 
Wakefield, Wellesley and Westwood. 

There are 28 cities and towns out of 
39 where the assessment will be less, yet 
they are taxpayers paradises and better 
situated to pay. Cohasset will have 
money refunded. ‘The Brookline as- 
sessment will be reduced from $43,384. - 
54 to $33,769.10, and that of Milton 
from $21,897.46 to $6,533.55. Milton 
has practically the same valuation as 
Quincy, and has received much greater 
benefits both from reservations and park- 
ways, yet her assessment is only one-half 
that of Quincy. 

For the same reason that Malden gets 
a reduction in water assessmeot, prob- 
ably, its park assessment will be re- 
duced to $12,116.87. 
Medford gets a similar decrease. The 
rich city of Newton will pay less than 
one-half what it paid in 1905.

The basis of apportionment is partly 
upon valuation and partly on better- 
ments, and, it is said, will stand for 
five years. Further, the assessment 
this year corrects some inequalities 
which were not adjusted befure the as- 
sessment last year. 

Had Quincey had as able representa- 
tives and shrewd financiers befure the 
commission as Brookline aud some of 
the other towns, the rich towns might 
not have escaped witha reduction in 
their assessments. Certainly Quincy 
should pay no more than Milton. 


Lower Tax Rate. 

The city of Haverhill is the first city 
to report its 1906 tax rate, and it is a 
decrease. The rate is $17.40. The 
valuation is $27,409,744, an increase of 
nearly half a million dollars, there be- 
ing being $21,884,600 real, and $6,025, - 
124 personal. There were 11,478 polls 
assessed. 

Lawrence also has a lower tax rate, 
the assessors reporting $16 a $1000, a 
decrease of 380 cents from last year. 
The rate is the lowest since 1902. The 
total valuation is $51,048,809, an in- 
crease of $4,863,841 over last year. 
There is a gain of 1541 in polls, the to- 
tal being 19,731.

Connecticut Man the Vict'm of 
a Brutal Murder

HEAD BADLY BATTERED 


Had Recently Sold a House and 
Robbery May Have Been the 
Motive For Crime--Warrant 
Out For Suspect’s Arrest 


Middletown, Conn., July 10.—When 
Jobn Anderson, a farmer, found the 
dead body of his friend, George Good- 
ale, in a room in the latter’s house last 
evening he discovered a murder which 
probably will bafile the local police for 
some time. 

Goodale was a fish dealer and lived 
alone in a small house in the West Long- 
hill district and recently sold a house, 
the sale bringing him in over $1000. 
Whether or not his money was stolen 
is not known, but it is not doubted that 
he was the victim of a brutal attack, 
his assailant using a blunt instrument 
which might have been a hammer or the 
back of anaxe. Goodale was sitting in 
a chair near a window. His forehead 
on the right side‘ was split open, the 
gash being a long one, and there were 
deep cuts over both of his eyes. The 
right side of his skull was also split 
open. 

The police authorities were notified 
soon after the murder was discovered 
and Chief Inglis and Coroner Davis 
went to the scene and made a thorough 
investigation. They found no clues 
and apparently the house had not been 
ransacked. Anderson was questioned 
and he said that he had not seen Good- 
ale for several days and went to his 
house to investigate. As soon as he 
opened the door he found the body of 
his friend. 

Medical Examiner Calef, after view- 
ing the body, had it removed to a local 
undertaker’s, where an autopsy was per- 
formed upon itlast night. . 

The police state that they have 
learned that Henry Bailey, who has 
been doing odd jobs around the city for 
some time, had worked for Goodale on 
Friday and that late in the day he was 
seen to drive away from Goodale’s place 
in the direction of Middlefield, in a 
team which Goodale used in his busi- 
ness. The police secured a warrant for 
Bailey’s arrest and Chief Inglis went to 
Durham, where Bailey is reported to 
have secured work on the farm of 
Henry Gaylord. Little is known of 
Bailey. 

Goodale was 45 years old and leaves 
a widow and five children. He did not 
live with his wife.

As Watterson Sees it 

New York, July 10.—Firm in his be- 
lief that the ticket in 1908 will be Roose- | 
velt against Bryan, Colonel Watterson 
again declares that on the third term 
issue he believes Roosevelt would lose 
Massachusetts. 

“It is never safe to foretell horse 
races and elections,” says Watterson. 
“There are plenty who argue as to eet 
President of the United States much as 
they would argue of the president of a 
bank—that is, because he is a good 
president, who not keep film as long as 
he is willing to serve? But such per- 
sons wholly forget the dangers in- 
evitable to prolonged tenure either of 
individuals or parties.

“That is the proposition which Mr.

On 
that proposition my confident belief is 
that he would lose Massachusetts.” 


Must Organize Without Delay 

New York, July 10.—The interna- 
tional policyholders’ committee, or- 
ganized to overthrow the present man- 
agement of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company and the Mutual Life In- 
surance company of New York, effected 
a permanent organization at a meeting 
here and elected officers. After the 
meeting the committee issued an ad- 
dress to policyholders. Reciting that 
the voting power has gradually been 
transferred from the policyholders to a 
few of the executive officers centered 
in New York, the address says that it 
is necessary for the 1,200,000 policy- 
holders to organize without delay, as 
this year, under the law recently en- 
acted, affords the policyholders their 
only opportunity to obtain complete 
control in one election, while hereafter 
only half the directors can be chosen!

“It may be noted that while Mr. Bry- 
an has been most emphatic and elo- 
quent in his description and denuncia- 
tion of trusts and abuses of corpora- 
tions, organizations and wealth, his 
suggested remedies for their prompt 
suppression have been very vague un- 
less indeed his proposal that the gov- 
ernment buy or condemn all interstate 
railways with their immense mileage 
and maintain and operate them is to be 
regarded as an immediate, ready, prac- 
tical and feasible remedy.” 

Mr. Taft, after explaining the in- 
crease in appropriations in the last eon- 
gress, declared that in spite of the in- 
crease there would be a surplus of $40,- 
000,000 in the treasury after all the ex- 
penditures have been made. 

Mr. Taft urged that the record of the 
present congress, enumerating its im- 
portant enactments, “confirm in the 
most convincing way the claim always 
made for the Republican party that it 
is an efficient party for the accom- 
plishment of good; that it does things, 
and that it carries out its promises.” 
He expressed the hope that the Philip- 
pine tariff bill now pending in the sen- 
ate will be passed at the next session. 

Mr. Taft argued against any reason 
for returning a Democratic majority 
in the next house, saying in conclusion 
that no party has ever taken more de- 
cisive steps to restrain the abuses of ir- 
responsible corporate wealth and pow- 
er than the Republican party. He said 
that, while the administration is strain- 
ing every nerve to secure compliance 
with the laws, it is prophesied that the 
“champion of this reform, the man who 
not by words, but by deeds, as President 
of the United States, has shown his 
adherence to the principles of equal pro- 
tection of the laws to all and his cour- 
age in resisting all claims of special 
immunity, whether for organized labor 
or capital,

An Alleged Embezzler Returns 
From South America 

Boston, July 10.—Charles F. Berry, a 
trustee of estates, for whom repre- 
sentatives of the property he managed 
have been seeking for a year or more, 
returned to this city and surrendered 
himself to District Attorney Moran. 
Shortly after this he was arraigned in 
court on the charge of larceny. Judge 
Bishop ordered him held in bonds of 
$15,000. Berry served as trustee of 11 
estates and funds aggregating in value 
about $1,000,000. He was indicted in 
April, 1905, on 74 counts, charging em 
bezzlement of $300,000 from the estates 
of which he was trustee. 

About three weeks ago a man called 
at the district attorney’s office and 
showed Moran a letter from Berry, who 
was at that time in South America. In 
the letter Berry said that he would 
come home if he was granted reasonable 
bail and fair treatment. 

Bail was furnished by six women 
relatives, and after being interviewed 
by Moran, Berry went to his home 
Neither he nor his counsel would make 
any definite statement, but it is thought 
that some restitution of the money al 
leged to have been stolen is under con- 
sideration.

MILL WAGES RAISED 


About 165,000 Operatives Ben- 
efited In New England 

Boston, July 10.—A raise of 5 per- 
cent in wages, benefiting 45,000 opera- 
tives in cotton mils of southern Massa- |» 
chusetts and Rhode Island, went into 
effect yesterday. Few nights of more 
general rejoicing have occurred than 
last night in the affected districts. 

M. C. D. Borden, controlling the Fall 
River Iron Works mills, has gone even 
a step further than his competitors in 
the Border City. He immediately made 
another advance, as soon as he learned 
that the wages in the other mills} 
equalled his. What the exact amount of 
the raise will be he has not yet stated. 

The latest advance is consistent with 
the movement started early in the pres- 
ent year to better the conditions of the 
laboring classes in the mill cities. Al- 
ready in the New England states 165,- 
000 operatives have had their pay ad- 
vanced from 5 to 14 percent. 

Of the total number, two-thirds work 
in the cotton mills and the other third 
in the woolen and worsted plants. 

The raise in the association mills in 
Fall River was made 10 percent in or- H 
der to bring the weaving schedules to| 
the basis that existed before the reduc- 
tion in 1904. 

All the cloth mills in New Bedford, 
employing collectively about 15,000 
hands, made an advance o7 5 percent in 
wages. 

The raise seems confined almost ex- 
clusively to the southern mills of New 
England, although a few in Maine and 
New Hampshire, it is understood, in- 
tend to follow suit.

George F. Hall, pastor of the inde- 
pendent congregation which worships 
in the Bush Temple theater, promises 
to carry the enterprise to a successful 
issue and to build in Chicago a “Chris- 
tian temple” at a cost of $5,000,000, 
says a Chicago special dispatch to the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

At his offices in the Security building 
Dr. Hall spoke enthusiastically and 
confidently of both propositions. 

The “Christian temple” is to be an 
eighteen story skyscraper on the North 
Side in the vicinity of Lincoln park. 
Dr. Hall, who is the originator of the 
idea, has planned a complete Christian 
city under one roof. The main pur- 
pose is to provide good society for the 
working young men and women of 
Chicago who are now compelled ta 
live in cheap rooms and are deprived 
of all social diversion. 

Five floors of the temple are to be 
devoted to a uhiversity which will ac- 
commodate 12,000 pupils who must 
obtain their education at night, if at 
all. 

In the building there will be 3,500 
rooms, and each room will be rented 
to two young men or two young wo 
men at a rate, per Individual, of $2.50 
a week. The young people will have 
their clubs, lodges, societies, parties, 
etc., all under one roof. 

The auditorium will be one of the 
most splendid in Chicago if Dr, Hall's 
plang are carried to fulfillment. It will 
seat 12,000 at one time, and will be 
so arranged that the stage will be in 
the center of the auditorium. 

In the eighteen story temple there 
will be banquet halls, restaurants, laun- 
dries, rooms for servants and attend- 
ants, a bank, chapels, recreation rooms, 
study rooms, etc. In fact, the young 
people need not go out of the temple 
to live a complete life. 

Dr. Hall declared he was in New 
York recently and talked with a bond- 
ing firm, and was assured that the 
money with which to finance the Chris- 
tian temple would be forthcoming 
whenever he decided to launch the en- 
terprise. 


TAFT MOST POLITE OF MEN. 


Gave His Car Seat to Three Women, 
Justice Brewer Told Yale Men. 

At the Yale alumni meeting the other 
day in New Haven Justice Brewer was 
one of the speakers, says the New 
York Sun. He began by referring to 
the many colored costumes which con- 
fronted him and added, “And those 
gentlemen in the striped garb would 
make us think perhaps that they had 
recently retired from the United States 
senate.” 

Speaking of Secretary Taft, he said: 

“Now, Secretary Taft is the politest 
man alive. I heard that recently he 
arose in a street car and gave his seat 
to three women.” 

In President Hadley’s address his 
main suggestion, that Yale have fewer 
professors and pay them better, was 
received with surprise, but with some 
enthusiasm. He said rather bluntly: 

“Yale would be better off if one-half 
of the faculty were to be dropped (I 
will not say which half) and the pay 
of the other correspondingly raised.” 

President Hadley told a new class 
room story of Professor Thomas 
Lounsbury in announcing the latter’s 
retirement from the faculty. He said: 

“Professor Lounsbury was teaching 
an inattentive class. He turned to 
them and said: ‘Gentlemen, bear with 
me a few minutes. I have yet a few 
pearls to cast.’ ” 


Areadia In Missouri. 

The Arcadia assembly is a new Mis- 
souri enterprise, says the Missouri 
Farmers’ Herald. Robertus Love is 
the organizer. Aug. 18 to 31 is the first 
annual encampment, and the summery 
section of the state, where the breezes 
blow ever from the southward, is to be 
the site. There are Chautauquas with- 
out number, but this Love affair is to 
be the Arcadia, which is entirely dif- 
ferent. The assembly would be an Ar- 
cadia even though it was held at Hobo- 
ken or Kalamazoo, It will be more so 
at a place so beautiful and banny as 
Arcadia. Some sort of organization 
will be effected by these forces which 
are working toward the restoration of 
the independence of men by inducing 
people to get out of the clutch of city 
slavery and live the natural life—the 
rural or the simple life. John Bur- 
roughs’ creed has been adopted as the 
shibboleth of the Arcadia, *

ow to Talk Properly and In an 
Entertaining Way. 
Be unaffected, be honest, in speaking 
and writing. Never use a long word 
where a short one will do. Call a 
spade a spade, not a well known ob- 
long instrument of manual industry. 
Let home be a home, not a residence; a 
place a place, not a locality; and so! 
of the rest, says the New York Journal. | 

Where a short word will do one al- 
ways loses by using a long one. One 
loses in clearness, in honest expression 
of the meaning, and, in the estima- 
tion of all men who are competent to 
judge, one loses in reputation for abill- | 
ty. Elegance of language may not be 
in the power of every one, but simplici- 
ty and straightforwardness are. 

One should write as he would speak; 
speak as he thinks. If with inferiors 
speak no coarser than usual; if with 
superiors speak no finer, Avyold all 
pidity of expression. No one ever was 
& gainer by singularity of words or in 
pronunciation. 

The truly wise man will so speak 
that no one will observe how he speaks. 
A man may show great knowledge of 
chemistry by carrying about bladders 
of strange gases to breathe, but he will 
enjoy better health and find more time 
for business who lives on the common 
air. When a person uses a queer ex- 
pression or pronounces a name in 
reading differently from his neighbor 
the habit always goes down, minus 
sign before. It stands on the side of 
deficit, not of credit. 

Avoid likewise all slang words. 
There is no greater nuisance in so- 
ciety than a talker of slang. Talk as 
sensible men talk. Use the easiest 
words in their commonest meaning. 
Let the sense conveyed, not the ve- 
hicle in which it Is conveyed, be the 
subject of attention. 

Once more, avoid in conversation all 
singularity of accuracy. One of the 
bores of society is the talker who is al- 
ways setting people right, who, when 
you read from the paper that 10,000 
men fell in some battle, says that it 
was 9,900. Truth does not consist in 
minute accuracy of detail, but in con- 
veying a right impression, and there 
are vague ways of speaking that are | 
truer than strict facts would be. When 
the psalmist said, “Rivers of water 
run down mine eyes because men keep 
not thy law,” he did not state the fact, 
but he stated a truth deeper than fact 
and also truer.

How to Reach Safety In Fires. 

Familiarize yourself with the loca- 
tion of windows and natural escapes. 

Learn the position of all stairways, } 
particularly the top landing and scut- 
tle to the roof. 

Keep the doors of rooms shut. 

Open windows from the top. 

Wet a towel, stuff it in the mouth, 
breathe through it instead of nose so 
as not to inhale smoke. 

Stand at window and get benefit of 
outside air. 

If room fills with smoke keep close 
to floor and crawl along by the walls 
to the window. 

Never jump unless the blaze behind 
is scorching you; not then if the fire- | 
men with scaling ladders are near. 

Never go to the roof unless as a last 
resort and you know there is escape to 
adjoining buildings. 

In big buildings fire always goes to 
the top. | 
Never jump through flames in a 
building without covering the head 

with a blanket or heavy clothing. 

Never get excited; try to recall all 
the means of exit. 


How to Keep Hats Looking Fresh. 

In traveling from one place to an- 
other in summer you may often be ata 
loss as to how to keep your hats fresh, 
as the tray of a trunk is generally 
crowded with little things. Try tak- 
ing a handbox with you in this way, 
says Ladies’ Home Journal: Cut down 
the sides of the. box at the corners, 
fold and lay flat on the bottom of the 
trunk. When staying anywhere tie 
the corners together and you will have 
a@ good box for your hats. A good way 
to pack hats in the regular hat tray is 
to bore four holes, one in each side, 
near the corner and half an inch from 
the bottom. Take four pieces of tape, 
each half a yard long, and after tying 
a knot in one end run the tape through 
the holes, leaving the knots on the out- 
side of the tray and the loose ends in- 
side. Place a hat in the bottom and 
tie the tape ends, which are diagonally 
opposite each other, together. 


How to Destroy Moths, 

There is a better insurance against 
moths than the ordinary moth balls or 
gum camphor, says Good Housekeep- 
ing. Put into the bottom of the trunk 
in which clothes are packed away a 
small bottle of chloroform, say an 
ounce or two, according to size of case. 
Split the cork slightly, so that the 
chloroform can gradually evaporate. 
The fumes will kill not only moths, but 
many disease germs. It would be an 
exaggeration to say that the gas will 
kill all bacteria as well as insects, but 
certainly it is more efficacious than or- 
dinary camphor. Of course care must 
be taken not to inhale the fumes when 
opening the chest. 


How to Fill a Fountain Pen. 

If you use one of the little glass and 
rubber fillers, be careful to use it slow- 
ly both in taking ink from the bottle 
and in putting it into the pen so as to 
avold the alr bubbles which hinder the 
smooth flow of the ink when writing, 
says Tom Watson’s Magazine. If the 
bubbles form in spite of you, take the 
slightly unraveled end of a piece of 
brown twine or splintered end of a 
broken match and push it into the bub- 
bles until they disappear. 


How to Polish Damp Shoes. 
Damp shoes are very difficult to pol- 
ish. Try putting a drop or two of 
paraffin to the blacking, and you w 
find they polish up at once.

Chicago, July 11.—A new warning to 
the packers was given by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson.

~ Small Boats. 


Popularity of the Knockabout 
Type of Racing Craft 
Greatly Increased. 


It is but a few years ago that men 
with the best interests of yachting at 
heart were deploring the decline of 
small boat sailing. 

Yacht racing, it was averred, had 
fallen into the hands of a class of men 
who, whether possessing knowledge of 
seamanship or not, had little use for it, 
since the size of their craft demanded 
the services of a professional skippet 
and crew. 

It was freely predicted that unless 
something was done to revive the popu 
larity of small boats the Corinthian or 
amateur sailor would soon practically 
cease to be for want of a training 
school in which to acquire that inti- 
mate knowledge of boat handling 
which can be obtained only by per- 
sonal experience in working sheet and 
tiller unaided by professional skill or 
muscle. Probably there is no sport in 
which a youthful beginning is more es- 
sential to the acquirement of that in- 
stinct or subconscious faculty which 
enables one to perceive correctly with- 
out conscious reasoning, and there are 
many accomplished theorists in nauti- 
cal matters who are very indifferent 
sailors in practice. 

The conditions which seemed to 
threaten the future of Corinthian 
yachtsmanship were commonly held to 
be in a large measure the result of the 
increasingly ambitious scale on which 
the America’s cup races were being 
conducted, for the cup contestants 
were supposed to set a standard to be 
at least approximated, and these were 
not only becoming bigger and costlier, 
but were deteriorating into mere rac- 
ing machines, whose usefulness termi- 
nated with their racing career. 

Unquestionably the international 
races did and still do distract attention 
from small boat racing, and it is equal- 
ly. true that they have become little 
more than contests between profession- 
al designers and skippers, amateurs 
contributing scarcely more than the 
money wherewith to build and race 
them, but today the small boat is su- 
preme, little complaint is heard of the 
cup defender type, and if it did tem- 
porarily affect racing in general the 
yachting element has certainly cut 
loose from its influence. 

A glance over the list of starters in 
any of. the big regattas is sufficient 
demonstration of this. 

It would seem as though the reac- 
tion in favor of small boats must have 
been inevitable, for it is hard to be- 
lieve that a people so strongly imbued 
with the nautical instinct as we are 
could long have remained content with

yachting honors dearly bought, but 

bringing so little nautical distinction 

to the purchaser. 

At all events, the development of the 
knockabout type so fast, so responsive, 
so easily handled and so comparatively 
inexpensive hastened the reaction. 

Prior to the appearance of this type 
the familiar American catboat was the 
@opular craft of the small yachtsman, 
but now the catboat, with its big, un- 
wieldy mainsail, has been almost en- 
tirely superseded. Few are built and 
fewer raced, for the knockabout rig 
with its foresail inboard combines the 
merit of a sloop with that of a cat. 

Another great factor in the revival 
of the small boat has béen the intro- 
duction of one design classes, 

Nearly all the well. known yacht 
clubs now have their one design knock- 
abouts or raceabouts, which furnish 
the life of the season, and many of 
these, such as the Manhasset Bay 
(N. ¥.), New Rochelle (N. Y.), Buz- 
zards Bay (Mass.), Seawanhaka race- 
abouts and knockabouts and Newport 
(R. 1.) thirty footers have become fa- 
mous. Incidentally the small boat 
yachtsmen, which class is by no means 
limited by financial considerations, but 
includes the proprietors of many of the 
most magnificent sailing and steam 
craft, have their international blue rib- 
bon event, which enlists almost as 
much nautical attention as the Amer- 
ica’s cup races and seems to be gaining 
more general notice every year.

Assessments 
For Metropolitan 
Water Supply 


Partly because the total assessment is 
larger, but mainly because of the new 
basis of apportionment, Quincy is this 
year called upon to pay a much larger 
water assessment. The total assessment 
on the district is $2,262,657.20 against 
$2,177,586.39 in 1905, an increase of 
$85, 070.81. 

Eight of the 19 cities and towns have 
a smaller assessment because this year 
the basis is largely upon consumption 
of water rather than on valuation of the 
city. These are Belmont, Hyde Park, 
Lexington, Milton, Stoneham, Water- 
town, Malden and Newton. 

In only two cities is the increase in 
assessment larger than in Quincy, 
namely Boston and Chelsea. There were 
jumps, however, in Somerville, Melrose, 
Everett, Medford and Winthrop.

Quincy is a victim of circumstances, 
because the water tax is assessed upon 
consumption of water rather than valu- 
ation of the cities. This basis favors 
the rich cities and puts the burden on 
those cities whose per capita valuation 
is small. The water tax is almost 
wholly to pay cost of construction, and 
therefore the tax should be largely on 
valuation. 

The system is something similar to 
this. If taxes for the maintenance of 
schools were assessed upon the parents 
the cost of new schoolhouses would be 
assessed upon the parents also, instead 
of on property valuation as at present. 

There is this consolation for the tax- 

payers of Quincy, however, the income 
from the water which this year costs 
$46,314.12 will be over $100,000. Per- 
haps the increase in water receipts 
1906 over 1905 will be larger than the 
increase in assessment. 
: The South Metropolitan sewer tax is 
less this year upon all the cities and 
towns iv the district because the total 
to be raised is nearly $50,000 smaller 
than in 1905. The Quincy assessment 
is $23,813.99 against $28,960.81 last 
year.

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Battleship = 
Contract Wanted 


President Bowles of the Fore River 
Company expects to secure today a 
contract for one of the new U. S. battle- 
ships, but some diplomaey will be re- 
quired. 

A Washington dispatch of Wednesday 
to the Boston Herald says: On the 
decision of S cretary Bonaparte hangs 
the fate of an important contract for the 
building of a battleship, which may 
deprive the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company of Quincy, Mass., of its con- 
strnction, and affect the employment of 
700 or 800 mechanics of Boston and 
Quincy. The Fore River Company 
made the lowest bid for the building of 
a vessel equipped with turbines, and 
would have been awarded the contract 
for one vessel at a cost of not more 
than $4,400,000, had not the board of 
construction of the navy made a report 
adverse to the turbines. The Fore 
River company’s bid was $3,689,000. 

Francis T. Bowles of the Fore River 
company came to Washington. today 
and filed with Secretary Bonaparte a 
formal argument in favor of the tur- 
bines. If the secretary decides in favor 
of building one vessel with turbices, 
one warship will be built by the Fore 
River company. About 800 men will 
be employed on it for about three years. 
Mr. Bowels said today that the decision 
would mean much for tbe shipbuilding 
industry of Massachusetts. 

In his argument he pointed out the 
economy of the turbines over the recip- 
rocating system. The advertisement of 
the department calls fora speed of 18.5 
knots. Mr. bowles promises to pro- 
duce a speed of 19.5-or a knot more 
than required. He also claims that by 
the turbine system great economy in 
coal consumption results. 

Great Britian has adopted turbines in 
warship construction. 


Long Pier at 
Adams Shore 


The Harbor and Land Commissioners 
gave a hearing Wednesday on the peti- 
tion of the Adams Land Shore Com- 
pany for the privilege of erecting a pier 
on Quincy bay. James R. Murpby, 
president of the company, represented 
the petitioner and the situation was 
put before the commission by means of 
maps on a large scale. 

The petition asks for the right to 
build a pier 300 feet long, running from 
the Adams shore to the channel. The 
purpose is to secure a landing place for 
boats and yachts sailing in Quincy bay, 
so as to make it convenient for people 
to land at the Adams shore. It is 
admitted by Mr. Murphy that the por- 
pose is to promote the land enterprise 
of the company. Some 12or 15 cottages 
stand on the land now and it is hoped 
to have 60. 

A landing place would increase the 
value of the lots, All the cottages are 
occupied and it is believed that there 
would be a demand for more if a land- 
ing place were provided for boats. 
Already, says President Murphy, there 
is quite a demand for lots for building 
purposes. The proposed pier would 
not interfere with tide water, but there 
would be full opportunity for persons 
wishing to land on the Adams sbore 
and vsiong either motor boats or row 
boats. The commission took the matter 
under advisement.

Theological School 


As already noted, Tufts college, as 
well as the city of Quincy, is handsome- 
ly remembered by Albert Crane ia 
memory of Thomas Crane. Quincy bas 
its Thomes Crave Public Library and 
beautiful grounds to which additions 
are being made. The gift to Tufts 
college was announced in the following 
letter. 

Stamford, Conn., June 15, 1906. 
Board of Trustees of Tufts College, 

Gentlemen: 

My father, the late Thomas Crane, 
was atrustee of Tufts College before 
his death, and I, hisonly surviving son, 
a graduate of the class of 1863. 

My father was a strong pillar of the 
Universalist Church and a supporter of 
its teachings, and in his honor and 
name, believing that it would be in 
accordance with his own wishes, I pur- 
pose giving to the College, for an en- 
dowment of the Divinity School, the 
sum of ove hundred thousand dollars, 
to be paid over, if accepted, within one 
year and probably within six months, 
as a memorial of him. This gift would 
have undoubtedly been made heretofore 
and contributed to by bis wife and son, 
Benjamin F. Crane, in their lifetime 
but that circumstances did not permit; 
and I now, with abiding sentiments of 
filial gratitude and esteem, feel im- 
pressed upon myself the duty of mak- 
ing, from my father’s estate, witbout 
further delay, this gift to Tufts College 
and its Divinity School in which he had 
always a strong interest. 

With cordial wishes forthe continued 
prosperity of the college, I remain, 

Yours respectfully, 
Albert Crane. 

Tbe Universalist Leader says tbe 
gift deserves more than passing men- 
tion. Mr. Albert Crane feels that this 
gift proceeds from his honored father, 
not from himself, regarding it simply 
as the carrying outofa wish clearly 
formed by his father but at the time 
not possible of execution. 

The college is grateful to this stal- 
wart - Universalist of the old days for 
this very important help at a crucial 
period in its history, and grateful also 
for the filial affection of the son whose 
tender regard for his father’s wishes 
and intentions sees them fulfilled when 
fulfillment becomes possible. 

{t is proposed that the school shall 
be known hereafter as the Crane Theo- 
logical school. Those survivors of the 
earlier days of the college who remem- 
ber Mr. Thomas Crane’s zeal and de- 
votion, and those younger friends who 
have heard of them through the affec- 
tionate memory of their elders, will re- 
joice to see ris honored name preserved 
forever in connection with one of the 
central and most important agencies 
of our church.

Thaw Was Very Glad to See 
Newspaper Men 


FRIENDSHIP WAS SHORT 


Pencil Pushers Snubbed When 
They Made a Second Call--De- 
tectives Summon Mrs Schwartz 
Before the Grand Jury 


New York, July 12.—Harry K. 
Thaw’s attitude toward the press and 
the public underwent a striking change 
between morning and evening yester- 
day. Immediately after breakfast he 
secured permission to have. a delega- 
tion of newspaper men brought to the 


Tombs prison, telling them, after a 
friendly interview, that to talk with 
any one besides the lawyers, doctors 
and prison officials was “like getting a 
whiff of fresh air from the outside 
world.” 

Last evening it was different. When 
the newspaper men then sent Thuw a 
note asking if he wished to add any- 
thing to his formal statement of Tues- 
day, he sent a reply which said: “I 
have said all that I wish to say. In fu- 
ture I shall be guided by the advice of 
my counsel.” 

At his morning interview with the 
newspaper men Thaw asked them to 
give the widest publicity to his state- 
ment of Tuesday, which denied that he 
was insane, and he declared that there 
was to be no lunacy commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into his state of mind.

It is said that she will testify 
before the grand jury not only to having 
seen Thaw flourish a revolver aud 
threaten to kill White, but that she will 
swear to having heard Thaw threaten 
to shoot his wife also. 

May McKenzie, an actress, was ques- 
tion by Garvan for a long time yester- 
day concerning her knowledge of 
White's friendship of Mrs. Thaw. Miss 
McKenzie is one of the friends of Mrs. 
Thaw who have heretofore refused to 
furnish the district aftorney’s office 
with any information concerning the 
case, but it is understood that yester- 
day she freely told Mr. Garvan what 
she knew. 


Wound Up With Ten-Day Sentence 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 12.—Elisha 
Moore was arrested bere because ~he 
was trying to impress the villagers that 
he was in charge of the secret serviee 
force. He telephoned to Sagamore 
Hill that he would soon be out there 
ahd warned local saloonkeepers that he 
would arrest them as soon as he got his 
uniform, because of defects in their 
licenses.

THE LAW NOT NEW 


——_—_—— 


Old Statutes Are Ample to Stifle 
Corporate Abuses 


PARKER IS HEARD FROM 


Says Tatt Tried to Give Impres- 
sion That Recent Prosecutions 
Are Due to Congressional Ac- 
tion Since 1904 


New York, July 12.—Alton B. Par- 
ker, in a public statement, takes issue 
with some of the utterances of Secre- 


tary of War Taft in the speech deliv- 
ered at Greensboro, N. C., by Taft last 
Monday. Judge Parker declares that 
the secretary in his speech sought to 
have the public draw the imrerence that 
the recent prosecutions of alleged illegal! 
combinations .are due to new statutes. 
To this Parker takes exception and to 
support his contention he quotes from 
his letter of acceptance and a speech 
subsequently delivered during the last 
presidential campaign. In both the 
speech and the letter Parker. is quoted 
as saying that the laws then on the 
statute books were entirely adequate 
if enforced. Judge Parker says: 

“Secretary Taft’s speech at Greens- 
boro, N. C., was interesting throughout, 
but it cannot be said that it was accurate 
throughout. I shall only refer to the 
statement in which he alluded to the 
position taken by me in the campaign 
of 1904, in substance and effect that we 
have law enough to stop every Ccor- 
porate abuse; that all that is lacking is 
an administration disposed to enforce 
the law. 

“] said, in the “letter of acceptance,’ 
under the title of “Crust Remedies’: 

“*T pointed out in my earlier response 
the remedy which, in my judgment, 
can effectually be applied against mo- 
nopolies, and the assurance Was then 
given that if existing laws, including 
both statute and common law, proved 
inadequate, contrary to my expecta- 
tions, I favor such further legislation, 
with constitutional Hmitations, as will 
best promote and safeguard the inter- 
ests of all the people.’ I emphasized 
the same thought on other occasions in 
public speeches.” 

Judge Parker says that not until af- 
ter his utterance on the subject in a 
speech on Jefferson day, 1905, had any 
visible action been taken by an admin- 
istration that had been in power about 
four years to check corporate and trust 
abuses by an appeal to the criminal 
courts. He continues: 

“After that such steps were taken, 
and I submit that the result proves the 
truthfulness of the assertion often 
made by me, that we have an abund- 
ance of law to put an end to all offenses 
against the public by the officers of the 
trusts and great corporations of the 
country. 

“The administration has now discov- 
ered, not only that there is enforceable 
law against the giving of rebates and 
law adequate to check illegal combina- 
tions, but that the persons engaged in 
its violation can be punished Tor it. The 
recent decision of the courts, the large 
fines imposed In case of conviction, the 
threatened proceedings in every sec- 
tion of the country, all demonstrate 
that the law is and long has been ade- 
quate to stop offenses against the pub- 
lie. 

“The inference that Secretary Taft 
would have the public draw from his 
utterances is that these things are due 
to new statutes; that the vindication 
which the law is now receiving is due 
to congressional action since 1904. But 
that is net so. Not one of the success- 
ful prosecutions for which the existing 
administration Is now entitled to credit 
is based on any new statute. Every 
single one of them down to this date 
rests solely upon the law as It stood in 
1904; and it should not be lost sight of 
by a discriminating public that the 
law could have been enforced in 1904, 
and in 1908 and 1902, just as well as to- 
day. Had it been, the wrongs from 
which the people have suffered would 
not have been so multiplied. 

“There was some excuse for the ef- 
forts made by the partisans of the ad- 
ministration in the year 1904 to create 
the impression that nothifig could be 
done without new law, for an admission 
of the fact would have satisfied the 
public that the criticism levelled 
against it was justified. The political 
exigency might, therefore, have been 
pleaded at that time, as an excuse for 
the denial of the charge that all that 
was lacking to put an end to the abuses 
from which the public was suffering 
Was an administration that should en- 
force the law. But there is no-excuse 
at this time for the claim of Secretary 
Taft that my assertion in 1904, that ex- 
prpodhcres is adequate to put an end to 

st and corporate abuses, was in- 
accurate,

Boston, July 12.—In order that the 
general public of Massachusetts may 
know the truth with regard to the na- 
ture of the canned meat prdoucts which 
are sold in this state the state board of 
health has made public the result of an 


jnvestigation which it has been con- 
ducting into this matter. 

The board caused to be collected and 
examined nearly 150 different kinds of 
eanned meat, from every possible 
source. The examination included 
tests not only as to the presence of 
chemical preservatives, but also as to 
the actual materials used in “potted” 
gnd “gevilled” meats and meat “loaf.” 
In a general way, the results of the in- 
vestigation are favorable to the manu- 
facturers, but it was found that many 
of the preparations contained a large 
amount of foreign matter. Of one 
brand of potted ham, prepared by a 
western firm, the report states: 

“This was found to consist of a small 
amount of normal muscle, considerable 
epidermis in large pieces, numerous 
blood yessels and nerves and salivary 
gland, ground to a paste. Quality poor, 
the materia! being largely scrap.” 

Of another western potted ham the 
report says: “Abundant muscle fibre, 
considerable epidermis, much granular 
debris, some fat and corn meal. Qual- 
ity fair, but inasmuch as there appears 
to be no excuse for the presence of corn 
meal, it must be regarded as adulter- 
ated.” 

An eastern potted ham is described 
as follows: “Appearance good; mus- 
cular fibre abundant; contains neither 
epidermis nor salivary gland. Quality 
excellent.” A number of the other 
products, the board of health states, 
contain corn meal. The board says: 

“Devilled bam is or should be ham 
to which seasoning has been added. 
The majority of devilled hams in the 
market, however, contain added mate- 
rial which in no way can contribute toa 
sharp taste, or indeed to any taste. 
Corn meal, for example, adds nothing 
to the flavor, but it is cheap and en- 
ables a meat product to carry consider- 
able additional water.” 


Several brands of prepared meat 
were found to contain either boric acid 
or borax as a preservative. One west- 


ern “chicken loaf” is thus described: 
“Very little muscular fibre; much 

connective tissue and corn. It is pre- 

geryed with either boric acid or borax. 


The label states that the material is of 
superior quality, ‘having been ~ care- 
fully selected and inspected according 
to the law enacted by congress March 
8, 1891, relating to the inspection of 


meats.’” 
The board says: “Most of the speci- 
mens of boned chicken examined 


proved to be of excellent quality; some 
were fair and some were distinctly in- 
ferior, both in appearance and color.” 
Of the brand of boned chicken which 
bas been widely advertised as of the 
highest quality, the report says: ® 

“Two specimens examined bad in 
color and appearance; they contained 
smal] fragments of meat and large 
pieces of skin which contained pin- 
feathers, fragments of legbones and an 
occasional*black feather.” 

The investigation was conducted un- 
der tHe direction of the secretary of the 
board, Dr. Harrington, who also di- 
rected an examination of “all the large, 
and a considerable number of the small 
establishments” for meat packing in the 
state. Regarding these, the report says: 

“The large establishments were 
found to be conducted in all particulars 
in a scrupulously neat and clean mab. 
ner. At one establishment, for e3- 
ample, there is a force of 60 to 70 men 
who begin cleaning the establishm at 
from top to bottom as soon as the day's 
work is done. Of 25 smaller establish- 
ments, only five were found to be eb 
titled to grade ‘excellent.’ 

“Judging from the returns submitted, 
the great majority of slaughter houses 
in the small tewns would be found tu 
be conduceted without decent regard 
to ordinary cleanliness. In a majority 
of cases (of the small establishments) 
the offal and blood are thrown below 
to the swme. When one considers the 
susceptibility of swine to fnfection 
through tubercular matter, one may 
easily question the advisability of feed- 
ing swine on whatever entrails, wheth- 
er from healthy or diseased animals, 
happened to be at hand, and then kill- 
ing them later for human food and sell- 
ing without proper inspection. 

“In most of the smaller establish- 
ments in the country the chief business 
is the slaughtering of calves, many of 
which are immature, and make ‘bob 
veal.” . 

“The investigation went far enough 
to show that local autborities may well 
give careful attention to the slaughter 
houses within their several jurisdic- 
tons. 

“A number of sausage factories and 
eanhing establishments in Boston and 
vicipity were examined and with few 
exceptions were found to be conducted 
ig°a proper and thoroughly sanitary 
Manner, careful attention being pald to

Chouknin Receives a Wound 
Which May End His Career 
Sebastopol, July 12.—An attempt was 

made yesterday afternoon to assassi- 

nate Viee Admiral Chouknin, command- 

@ of the Black sea fleet. The admiral 


Was wounded and taken to a hospital. 
The wound-be assassin is a sailor, who 
hid in the bushes and shot at the ad- 
miral as he was walking in the garden 
of his villa. The culprit has not been 
apprehended. Doctors hold out no 
hope of Chouknin’s recovery. 

The act of the admiral’s assailant Is 
supposed to be in revenge for the exe- 
cution of Lieutenant Schmidt, the revo- 
lutionary leader. Chouknin was uni- 
versally hated by his sailors and at the 
time of the execution of Schmidt the 
revolutionists eondemned him to death. 

This is te second attempt since 
Schmidt’’s execution March 19 of this 
year. The first attempt was made by 
& woman, and after her effort had 
failed Chouknin ordered her to be killed 
on the spot and his orderlies brutally 
carried out the sentence in the court- 
yard. For this the admiral was again 
condemned to death by the revolution- 
ists. His name was never mentioned 
among his sailors unless it was accom- 
panled by curses on account of his over- 
bearing and severe manner. 


Raliroad Must Pay $40,000 In Fines 

Chicago, July 12.—Judge Landis, in 
the United States district court, sen- 
tenced the Chicago and Alton road, 
which was recently convicted of grant- 
ing illegal rebates at Kansas City, to 
pay a fine of $20,000 on each of two 
counts, or a total of $40,000. John 
Faithorn and F. A. Wann, former offi- 
clals of the road, who were also con- 
victed, were sentenced to pay a fine of 
$5000 each on two counts, or a total of 
$10,000. 


Legislative Document Heid Up 

San Juan, P. R., July 12.—The lower 
house of the insular legislature adopted 
a resolution asking Secretary Root to 
use his offices on behalf of Porto Rican 
citizenship and an elective insular sen- 
ute. The document was not presented 
before the sailing of Root, the authort- 
ties not desiring to interfere with his 
enjoyment of his visit, but the legisla- 
ture has been assured that the docu- 
ment will reach Root. 


Machinists Legally Imported 

Washington, July 12.—Secretary 
Metealf bas rendered a decision in fa- 
vor of three alien machinists who were 
imported from St. John by a horse nail 
company, holding that they come under 
the exception where labor of any kind 
unemployed cannot be found in the 
United States. It was held that me- 
chanics witp requisite knowledge of the 
machines could not be found in this 
country. 


To Add Six Steamers to Fieet 

New York, July 12—The Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine company is 
preparing to build six trans-Atlantic 
liners to add to its present fleet, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by Presi- 
dent Ismay of the company, who has 
just arrived here from England. The 
new vessels will be completed in three 
years. The steamers probably will be 
constructed at Belfast, Ire. 


London Comes to Its Own 

Bristol, July 12.—At the sanitary in- 
spectors’ conference here a delegate 
named Bottomley said if the British 
public only knew a quarter of what was 
going on in the slaughter houses of this 
country the Chicago scare would be- 
come insignificant by comparison. He 
knew, he said, of a cow suffering from 
pulmonary consumption that was sold 
for $15, killed and eaten. 


Uprising of Blacks Imminent 

Johannesburg, July 12.—The dis- 
quieting rumors that the blacks of the 
Rand contemplated an uprising July 17 
are borne out by the fact that native 
servants have warned their mistresses 
to retire to places of safety. A paper 
read at a conference of the Ethiopian 
church, embodying reports from the va- 
rious districts, says an uprising has 
been openly advised. 


Miners Get an Increase 

Mahanoy City, Pa., July 12.—Com- 
missioner of Labor Neill, acting as com- 
missioner to compute the wages of the 
anthracite miners under the scale, has 
found that the average price per ton of 
coal at tidewatér for June was $4.57, 
entitling the workers in the anthracite 
mines to an increase of 1 percent on 
their wages for July.

Honolulu, July 12.—Governor Carter 

has written to President Roosevelt, in- 

viting him to visit the Hawaiian islands 
in connection with the expressed inten- 
tion of the president to go to Panama. 

Carter suggests that the president re- 

turn by means of a triangular trip from 

the isthmus to Honolulu and thence 
to San Francisco. 


Crude Petroleum as Disinfectant 

Bombay, July 12.—Dr. Turner, healtk 
officer of Bombay, has successfully 
demonstrated the extraordinary éfii- 
ciency of crude petroleum as & plague 
disinfectant. It is believed that his ex- 
periments have materially advanced the 
prospects of the extirpation of the 
plague.

It is agreed on all sides that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has done a tremendous 
work in securing the enactment of leg- 
islation regulating rates on the rail- 
roads, requiring cleanliness and health- 
ful conditions in the meat-packing in- 
dustry, and official inspection, forcing 
through the denatured alcohol bill, and 
putting the consular service on a merit 
basis. 

There are many other refurms which 
he hopes to be able to accomplish dur- 
ing the remaining two years of his term 
of office. He will be able to succeed in 
this if he has the assistance of a Repub- 
lican congress. If the people do not see 
fit to return a Republican congress, his 
efforts .o behalf of these reforms may 
be futile and his work in this direction 
count for nothing. The whole matter 
rests with the people of the United 
States. The voters of Massachusetts 
have a great responsibility in so far as 
the election of members of congress is 
concerned. It rests with them to say 
whether they will send Roosevelt Re- 
publicans to congress or whether they 
will return opposing Democrats.

Lawyer Johnson and Moran. 

Lawyer Melvin M. Johnson of Wal- 
tham, legislative counsel for the Massa- 
chusetts Total Abstinence society, of 
which ex-Governor John D. Long is 
president, and legislative counsel also 
for various other temperance organiza- 
tlons in the state, is not much struck 
with the public career of John B. Mo- 
ran up to the present time. 

Mr. Johnson has this to say about the 
district attorney: “Mr. Moran has 
made a big furor about enforcing the 
screen law in five of our best hotels. 
That same law has been violated by 
hundreds of saloons and other hotels, 
holding liquor licenses, which he has 
not prosecuted. Mr. Moran may say he 
stands for impartial enforcement of 
the law, but impartial enforcement 
should hit the high and low, the rich 
and poor, alike. I do not believe in en- 
forcement against the poor and lowly 
and not against the rich and mighty. 
On the other hand, I don’t believe Mr. 
Moran’s enforcement is impartial when 
he proceeds only against such places 
as are well known, and not against 
those places where enforcement will 
fail to get him advertised in the news- 
papers. 

“I must confess I was a little amused 
to see the chairman of the Prohibition 
state convention, who for years re 
fused to buy his groceries at a Boston 
grocery store where liquors were sold 
standing for the nomination for gov- 
ernor of an attorney who made a con- 
siderable income before his election as 
district attorney, from the defense in 
the courts of men charged with viola- 
tion of the liquor laws. In the old days 
Mr. Moran was well known as a rum- 
sellers’ counsel.” 

When Mr. Johnson was asked about 
the pony express bill, so-called, enacted 


during the present session of the legis- 


lature for the purpose of wiping out sa- 
loons on wheels, he said: “For many 
years in no-license places anybody 
could conduct such a business. It was 
the custom of those who did it to drive 
into Boston, load up with packages of 
liquor, beer and ale, and transport 


them back to the town where they dis- 


posed of the stuff. These packages 
were labelled, and these expressmen 
would drive around through the city, 
and when they found someone who 
wanted beer or other liquors, they took 
eff the label and address and sold them 
whatever amount they desired.” 


TOUGH PAPER. 


Not an Easy Feat to Twist a Bank 
Bill in Two. 

“The paper that is used by the gov- 
ernment in its currency is manufac- 
tured by a secret process and bas char- 
acteristics with which the average man 
is not familiar,” said a Minneapolis 
man, 

“Recently I was in a small Minnesota 
town and witnessed an incident that 
demonstrates this. A well to do farm- 
er living in the vicinity came into the 
bank to transact some business. In the 
course of the conversation the cashier 
began twisting a five dollar bill. The 
farmer watched him with interest and 
finally asked the man back of the 
counter if he wasn’t afraid of tearing 
the bill. 

“‘Here is an easy way for you to 
earn money,’ said the cashier. ‘Here is 
a thousand dollar bill and I will give 
it to you if you will twist the bill in 
two. You are simply to twist it and 
not tear it.’ 

“The farmer seemed dumfounded at 
first. He seemed awed at the thought 
of mutilating a thousand dollar bill. 
Upon further assurance by the officer 
of the bank, fe timidly took the money 
and started twisting it in the middle. 
He tugged away for some time without 
being able to twist the bill in two. 
Finally he gave up, and he was cer- 
tainly a surprised farmer. It is im- 
possible to twist a bill in two, so firm 
anc elastic is the paper used.”—Ex- 
change. 


IMMUNE TO POISON. 


Practical Methods of the 
Charmers of the Orient. 


For many’ years it was regarded as

one of the East Indian miracles that | 


the snake charmers of the orient could 
encounter the cobra in an arena, allow 
the serpent to bite them time and 
again and survive the deadly poison. 


This dangerous feat puzzled the doc- | 


tors of the British army and was never 
quite understood by scientists general- 
ly until within recent years, when the 
secret of these jugglers with fate leak- 
ed out. The East Indian snake charm- 
er begins at an early age to make him- 
self immune from the venom of the 
cobra. He takes the infant serpent 
and allows it to bite him. This injects 


the poison. He repeats the operation 
many times, and then ventures to al- 
low a cobra somewhat older to bite 
him. Gradually he permits himself to 
become inoculated with thesvenom of 
younger serpents until he has become 
so accustomed to the poison that his 
system is immune. By the time he 
grows up he has become so thoroughly 
accustomed to the spell that it has 
practically no effect upon him. It is 
like the drug habit—one can work 
oneself to a pitch of endurirg a dose 
that would be sufficient to kill several 
persons unaccustomed to the influence 
of the drug. Thus the seemingly au- 
dacious trick was exposed as a very 
practical thing, after all.

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THE ISLAMIC WORLD. 


Ite Two Divisions and Its Attitude 
Toward the Suitan. 

The Islamic world is divided into 
two great divisions—the Sunni Mobaro- 
medans, who occupy the Turkish em- 
pire, Morocco, Algeria, Tunisia, Tripoli, 
Afghanistan, Egypt and the Sudan, 
and the Khanates of central Asia, and 
the Shiah Mohammedans, who occupy 
Persia and are scattered all over the 
Mohammedan world, some 5,000,000 of 
them being in India. By the doctrine 
of the latter the caliph must be a lineal 
descendant of the prophet. The Sunnis, 
on tle other hand, do not insist on this, 
but it is an article of necessary faith 
in Sunni theology and law that the ca- 
liph must be an Arab of pure blood be- 
longing to Mohammed’s tribe. On this 
point there is absolutely no difference 
in the Mohammedan world, barring one 
or two insignificant sects out of the 
bundreds of sects into which Moham- 
medanism is divided. - 

One proof test is the Friday prayer. 
In no country out of Turkey is prayer 
offered up for the sultan of Turkey. 
To do so would be an act of sedition 
and treated as such. I would not give 
much for the life of the mollah who 
dared to offer up prayers for the sul- 
tan in any mosque in Afghanistan or 
Persia. The Arabs repudiate with 
scorn the idea of the sultan being ca- 
liph; nor, indeed, has he ever dared 
formally to appeal to the Mohamme- 
dan world in that character. He was 
never acknowledged as caliph in India, 
and if he publicly claimed the title 
formally even in Constantinople it is 
probable that he would find himself 
deposed by a fetva of the Sheikh ul 
Islam.—London Times, 


ANCIENT ARTISTS. 


Wonderful and Lasting Work cof the 
Greco-Egyptian Painters. 

The methods of the artists of ancient 
Greece and Egypt. were totally differ- 
ent from those of the present day and 
were evidently vastly more durable. 
Panels of wood were used to paint on 
—sycamore and cypress—also panels or 
papier mache, and occasionally they 
were formed by gluing three thick- 
nesses of canvas together. These pan- 
els were usually about fourteen inches 
long by seven inches wide. The artist 
used liquid wax instead of oil to mix 
the colors, which were made, not from 
vegetable, but from mineral substances, 
and were of marvelous brilliancy and 
permanence—blue powdered lapis la- 
zuli, green malachite, red oxide of iron, 
etc. The colors were laid on in patches, 
somewhat after the fashion of a mo- 
saic, and afterward blended with an 
instrument called the cestrum, which 
appears to have been a lancet shaped 
spatula, long handled, with at one end 
a curved point, at the other a finely 
dentated edge. With the toothed edge 
the wax could be equalized and smooth- 
ed, while the point was used for plac- 
ing high lights, marking lips, eyebrows, 
ete. 

The final process, which gives the 
name encaustic to this kind of paint- 
ing, was the burning in of the colors. 
This was done by the application of a 
heated surface to the panel, though in 
Egypt the heat of the sun was prob- 
ably all that was needed to complete 
the artist’s work. 


Each Man’s Share of the Globe. 

There is no immediate prospect that 
the landed surface of the globe will be 
divided up and allotted in equal shares 
to each of its human inhabitants, but 
if such a time ever does come it will 
be found that each will get a little 
truck farm of 23% acres. The landed 
surface of the globe contains, as near 
as it is possible for the geographers to 
ascertain, 338,600,000,000 acres, which, 
divided among the 1,500,000,000 inhab- 
itants which the world contains, 
roughly speaking, would give each of 
them a tract of land of the area men- 
tioned above. Taking the entire popu- 
lation of the world into consideration, 
there are almost exactly twenty-eight 
inhabitants to each square mile. 


A Startling Motto, 

A traveling salesman died very sud- 
denly in Pittsburg. His relatives tele- 
graphed the undertaker to make a 
wreath; the ribbon should be extra 
wide, with the inscription, “Rest in 
peace,” on both sides, and if there is 
room, “We shall meet in heaven.”

Contracts Awarded 
For Battleships 


The Fore River Ship Building Gom- 
pany and Francis T. Bowles were 
turned down by the uavy department 
today, says a Thursday dispatch from 
Washington to the Boston Herald, 
when that concern was ignored in the 
award of contracts te build the two 
battleships South Carolina and Michi- 
gan. One was given to the Cramps of 
Philadelphia and the other to the New 
York Ship Building Company of 
Camden, N. J. 

Secretary Bonaparte made _ these 
awards in accordauce with the recom- 
mecdations of the navy board on con- 
struction, which advised against the tur- 
bine system. The Fore River Company 
offered the lowest bid for a vessel 
equipped with turbines, and did not bid 
on any other type. In certain circles 
the ignoring of turbines, which have 
been adopted by Great Britain and other 
powers, on the part of the United States 
is regarded as a failure on the part of 
this government to keep abreast in 
naval constraction, : 

Admiral Bowles is disappointed at 
the failure of his company to obtain 
contract for ove warship, which, he 
says, will effect the entire shipbuild- 
ing industry of New England. Jt would 
have given employment for three years 
to about 700 mechanics of Boston and 
Quincy. The award ends along fight 
to have one of these vessels, at least, 
bailt at a government yard. 

Work is so scarce among the big con- 
tractors that they will not consent to a 
navy yard getting the next warship 
without a tremendous struggle. As a 
matter of fact, the private builders have 
had a very fierce fight for the contracts 
of the South Carvlina and Michigan, 
and mucb bitterness has been aroused 
over the contest.

Alfred Dreyfus was born in Alsace 
in 1859. After the Franco-Prussian 
war he went to Paris to study. In 1880 
he became a cadet sub-lieutenant of ar- 
tillery. After graduation in 1882 he was 
transferred to the horse batteries of the 
First Independent eavalry division at 
Paris. On Oct. 12 he received first 
commission as captain in the Twenty- 
first regiment of artillery. He pre- 
pared for the school of staff officers and 
entered in 1890 and was married on 
April 21 to Lucie Hadamard. In 1898 
he took service in the general staff of 
the army. In 1894 he was named for 
service in an infantry regiment sta- 
tioned in Paris. 

On Oct. 13, 1894, he was arrested 
on a charge of high treason, it being al- 
leged that he had sold military secrets 
of France. The first court martial be- 
gan on Dec. 19, 1894, and he was found 
guilty. He was degraded from all rank 
on Jan. 5 following and sentenced to 
death, a year later receiving a commu- 
tation to dife imprisonment on Devil's 
island. 

After being confined a number of 
years there he was granted a new trial 
by the court of cassation, which acquit- 
ted him. 

If Dreyfus was the martyr of this fa- 
mous case, Colonel Picquart was the 
hero. Although not friendly to Dreyfus, 
upon discovering the forgeries, he made 
them known. For this he was hounded 
by the conspirators for years and 
driven from the army, but he has pre- 
vailed. 

This is what became of the chief per- 
jurers and conspirators against Drey- 
fus: 

Major Esterhazy, the real traitor and 
author of the bordereau, tool of the com 
spirators, died in exile and wretched 
poverty in London. Colonel Sandhern, 
thief of general staff, who first accused 
Dreyfus of writing the bordereau, was 
dismissed from the army in disgrace. 
Major Du Paty De Clam, who placed 
Dreyfus under arrest, was dismissed 
from the army. Colonel Henry, chief 
of general staff succeeding Picquart, 
confessed that he forged documents 
used as proof against Dreyfus and com- 
mitted suicide in prison. General De 
Boisdeffre, chief of general staff, who

' DUEL AS SEQUEL 


Freach Deputies Excited Over 


Reinstatement of Dreyfus 


STATE SECRETARY HURT 


Receives Sword Wound In Lung 
on ‘‘Field of Honor’’--Dreytus 


and Picquart Receive Army 


Promotions From Parliament 


Paris, July 14—The scene of tu- 
anultous disorder which marked the en- 
actment of the law restoring Alfred 
Dreyfus to the army was followed by a 
bloody duel last night in which Under 
Secretary of State Sarraut was danger- 
ously wounded by the sword of M. 
Pugliesti-Conti. 

The duel assumed the aspect of a 
weritable combat between the govern- 
ment and the opposition, as Sarraut’s 
seconds were Ministers Clemenceau 
and Thompson, while Pugliesti-Conti’s 
were Millevoye and General Jacquet, 
who were drawn from the elements 
which bitterly resist the government’s 
rehabilitation of Dreyfus. 

The meeting followed a fight on the 
floor of the chamber of deputies in 
which Sarraut sprang from beside Min- 
ister of the Interior Clemenceau, sit- 
ting on the ministerial benches, on 
Pugliesti-Conti, who had been heaping 
denunciation on the members of the 
government scoundrels. Sarraut 
struck Pugliesti-Conti a stunning blow 
in the face. 

A scene of the wildest uproar ensued, 
compelling the suspension of the ses- 
sion. It was after the close of the ses- 
sion that the duel occurred. Sarraut is 
suffering from a deep wound in the 
right breast, penetrating the lung. 


Despite this sanguinary conflict, laws 
Were finally enacted by the chamber 
of deputies reinstating Dreyfus, who 
obtains the rank of chief of squadron 
of artillery, and Picquart, who is made 
a brigadier general. Both houses were 
overwhelmingly favorable to Dreyfus 
and Picquart. Throughout the day 
feeling was stirred intensely between 
the Dreyfus and anti-Dreyfus ele- 
anents. This was heightened by fierce 
attacks by Dreyfusists against General 
Mercier and other prominent officers 
who were responsible for Dreyfus’ con- 
denination. 

Minister of War Etienne presented 

the government bills restoring Dreyfus 
and Picquart to the army. The army 
committee quickly and unanimously re- 
Ported the bills, and then debate was 
decisive, Dreyfus securing 473 votes 
ngainst 42, and VTicquart 467 votes 
against 26, 
: The TeeTing then became very strong. 
The storm broke when M. Presense, so- 
cialist, urged a supplementary propo- 
sition for the punishment of the offi- 
cers who had accused Dreyfus and Pic- 
quart and whom he designated a 
gang of malefactors and forgers who 
deserved branding with red-hot irons. 
It was at this moment that the Sarraut- 
Pugliesti-Conti encounter occurred. 

Pandemonium immediately broke 
Joose. Deputies gathered in groups in 
the center of the house, fighting, their 
blows raining indiscriminately. Presi- 
dent Brisson ineffectually endeavored 
to quell the tumult, but, finding his ef- 
forts in vain. he left the chair and sus- 
pended the sitting for a quarter of an 
hour. The public galleries were cleared. 

During the interim the excitement 
continued, but at the resumption of the } 
sitting the members were somewhat 
more calm. Pugliesti-Conti and Sarraut 
were both present, surrounded by 
friends. Several speakers on the |

The senate also had an exciting ses- 
sion in connection with the Dreyfus re- 
habilitation bill, which was passed by 
183 votes against 30. The result was 
greeted with enthusiastic applause. 
The Piequart bill was passed by the 
senate by 185 to 26. 

General Mercier, in the midst of con- 
stant disorder, attempted to vindicate 
the Rennes court § martial. He de- 
clared that proofs were then shown 
which were suppressed in the supreme 
court. Senator Delpech replied that 
Mercier deserved to be sent ‘to Devil's 
island in place of Dreyfus. The bill for 
the transferrence of Zola’s body to the 
Pantheon also was enacted by the sen- 
ate.

USED KNIFE IN QUARREL | 


Bostou Man Causes Death of an 
Unknown Visitor In His Home 

Boston, July 14.—During a quarrel at 
the home of Dennis McSweeney in 
South Boston last night, an unknown 
man was killed by a knife wound in the 
breast. MeSweeney, whose jaw was 
fractured during the encounter, was 
placed under arrest, charged with caus- 
ing the man’s death. Both men had 
been drinking. McSweeney is 60 years 


old, while the dead man appeared to be 


about 30. 

McSweeney’s daughter, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Bloom, said that she found her 
father being assaulted by the unknown 
man and that she also was attacked. 
The father then struck the assailant in 
the breast with a knife, killing him al- 
most instantly. 


Pianning Reception to Bryan 

New York, July 14.—Plans for the re- 
ception to be tendered to W. J. Bryan in 
this city upon his return in August 
have been mapped out by the plan and 
scope committee appointed by the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ anti-Trust league. 
Governor F@k of Missouri is chair- 
man of the reception committee on 
which Demoé¢ratic senators and con- 
gressmen, governors and mayors and 
chairmen of Democratic state and na- 
tional committees will be invited to 
serve as honorary members. 


Malariai Fever Aboard Ships 
Washington, July 14—The Colum- 
bia has sailed from Monte Cristi, Santo 
Domingo, for San Juan, P. R. Some of 
the marines aboard the ship have suf- 
fered from the low type of malarial 
fever at times prevalent on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and it was deemed de- 
sirable to have these men made com- 
fortable in the general hospital at San 
Juan, rather than keep them aboard 
the Columbia while that ship is engaged 

in patrolling the Dominican coast. 


Woman Brutally Assaulted 

New York, July 14.—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Melia was found in the Bronx in a dy- 
ing condition, with her throat cut and 
her face terribly bruised. She told the 
police that a man whom she knew well 
had asked her to take a walk with him. 
Once out of the sight of passersby, she 
said, he had attempted to kill her. She 
gave the man’s name to the police, who 
began a search for him, Mrs. Melia is 
expected to die. 


The Pope's Palace Unsafe 

Rome, July 14.—It has just been Gis- 
covered that the Vatican is practically 
falling to pieces. Even the corner 
where the pope’s apartment is situated 
needs strengthening, and the pontiff is 
moving out. The walls, which are 
cracked, bulging and Icaning outward, 
will be temporarily strengthened imme- 
Giately. To make the building safe will 
require more than $100,000.

Laundries Raised Prices 

Cincinnati, July 14.—Thirty-nine 
laundry companies and laundry pro- 
prietors were indicted individually by 
the grand jury on a charge of maintain- 
ing a combination in restraint of trade. 
An advance of 14 cent each in the price 
of laundering collars and cuffs was 
made recently. This was brought to 
the attention of the grand jury and the 
indictments followed. 


Miners and Operators Compromiss 

Harrisburg, July 14—The operators 
and miners of the central Pennsyl- 
vania bituminous coal field have 
reached an agreement, with but slight 
change in scale. The agreement pro- 
vides for open shop, arbitration and 
check-weighmen’s fund and an advance 
of 5.55 percent on scale paid prior to 
1906. The agreement is regarded as a 
compromise. 


Agrarian Troubles Increase 

Voronezh, July 14.—The whole of the 
province of Voronezh is affected by ex- 
cesses arising from the agrarian move- 
ment. The peasants are rising every- 
where and burning estates. In Bo- 
brovsk district more than 20 estates 
have been burned. The trouble north- 
ward is increasing. Troops have been 
sent to the disturbed districts. 


Murderer Dean Convicted 

Springfield, O., July 14.—The jury in 
the case of Edward Dean, the negro 
charged with the murder of Mark 
Davis, a railroad brakeman, which led 
to the recent race riots in this city, last 
evening brought in a verdict finding 
Dean guilty, but recommending mercy. 
By this Dean‘gets a life sentence in the 
penitentiary. 


Russian Premiership Goes Begging 

St. Petersburg, July 14.—It is learned 
from a reliable source that Emperor 
Nicholas has offered the premiership to 
Dimitri Shipoff, but that the latter re- 
fused the post on the ground that the 
only possible cabinet in the present 
crisis is one composed of Constitutional 
Democrats. 


Bribery Charge ‘Against Aldermen 
New York. July 14.—The grand jury 
handed down indictments charging bri- 


bery against four members of the 
board of aldermen of New Rochelle, 


Messrs. Rado, Rivers, Hallenberg and 
Hildring. Judge Rosalsky directed 
that bench warrants be issued. 


Temperance Advocate’s Great Gift 

London, July 14.—The will of John 
Crowle, a merchant of London, gives $1,- 
250,000 for the promotion of temper- 
ance in England under the direction of 
the Wesleyan Methodist conference, 
conditioned on the church raising a like 
sum within five years.

Certainly Quincy 
should pay no more than Milton.’’ 
While the spirit of the article is some- 
what unfair, as the impression con- 
veyed is entirely erroneous, I feel com- 
pelled to reply. 

Taking the figures as published in 
your paper I desire to call special at- 
tention to the assessment on Boston for 
1905 which was $360,279.74 and compare 
that witb $608,794.96 the assessment for 
the year 1906: Again, take Everett's 
assessment, acity of almost identical 
size with Quincy, $8,707.18 in 1905 and 
$16,917.68 in 1906, or almost double: 
Also in the cases of the cities of Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea, Lynn, Melrose and sev- 
eral towns the assessment for 1906 is 
considerably larger than in 1905, I 
would respectfully ask the writer of the 
article referred to, whether he believes 
these cities bad ‘‘able representatives 
and shrewd financiers before the Com- 
mission.” 

I will now confine myself to answer- 
ing the question, ‘‘Why should Milton’s 
Park Assessment be but one-half that of 
Quincy ?”’ 

The Commission to apportion the 
Metropolitan Park Assessments sat dur- 
ing the early part of the year 1905 and 
in September of that year filed its re- 
port into court, which was duly 
accepted by the Supreme Judicial 
Court on November 10, 1905. The ap- 
portionmentas made by the Commis- 
sion holds for tive years of which the 
year 1205 was to have been the first. 
As the report was not filed in time to 
permit the State Treasurer to set forth 
in his warrant tu the cities and towns 
the amount which each sbovld pay 
upon the new basis, an act of the Legis- 
lature was passed being chapter 457 of 
the Acts of 1905 providing that in case 
the apportionment for Metropolitan 
Parks shall not have been determined 
by July 1 of any year the last apportion- 
mient sball remain in force for the pur- 
pose of assessment during such current 
year. The Act further provided that 
avy difference Between the apportion- 
ment as so made and that under the 
new apportionment shall be adjusted 
by the State Treasurer in the assess- 
ment of the succeeding year by a de- 
duction therefrom, or an addition 
thereto, as may be required to give 
eftect to the said apportionment when 
made.

Quincy receives a deduction of $60.48, 
On Metropolitan Boulevards, Quincy 
pays additional over its assessment for 
this year $1,055.21. ‘Chis makes a dif- 
ference to Quincy of $207.17 additional 
on the basis of the new apportionment 
over what it would have been had the 
Commission adopted the rule of the 
prior Commission, and is accounted for 
by the fact that for the first time better- 
ments were taken into consideration 
against those municipalities which had 
been favored by having boulevards con- 
structed within their limits. Had 
Quincy no boulevard its burden of the 
expense would have decreased apprecia- 
bly from the amounts paid heretofore. 

The same facts apply as well to Mil- 
ton, but Milton had overpaid last year 
under the old basis almost $10,000. So 
Milton’s portion to pay this year instead 
of being about $16,000, was reduced by 
its reduction due to the overpayment 
last'year to $6533.55.

At the same time Quincy’s assess- 
ment increased from $9,448.80 to $12,- 
266.07, over 30 per cent.

Sought to Settle the Dispute In 
Central America 


INVASION OF TERRITORY 


Time For Arbitration Between 
Belligerents Passed With the 
Death ot Regalado, Leader of 
the Salvadorian Troops 


Washington, July 16.—Both Guate- 
mala and Salvador have accepted the 
tender of the good offices of this govern- 
ment looking to a settlement of their 
differences. This information is con- 
veyed in official dispatches received at 
the state department from the Amer-

ing to their approaching each other in 

a conference having in view an adjust- 

ment of their differences, the cessation 

of hostilities and the bringing about of

The advices to the state department, it 
is stated, make no reference to the ques- 
tion of @eclaration of war, regarding 
which President Bonilla of Honduras 
yesterday announced that Honduras 
had made no declaration of war and 
that “Guatemala invaded territory 
without previous declaration.” 

It is stated that while both Guate- 
mala and Salvador have accepted in 
principle the proposition for a peace 
conference, the question of arbitration 
would be a subject of future considera- 
tion. A fortnight ago there was a dis- 
position on the part of the belligerents 
to arbitrate. The question then was 
whether Guatemala had injured Salva- 
dor by harboring insurgents on her ter- 
ritory or whether Salvador, by doing 
the same thing, had Injured Guatemala. 

But the recent battle, with the death 
of General Regalado, the former presi- 
dent of Salvador and the leader of the 
Salvadorean troops, changed the situa- 
tion. It is pointed out that, as no ter- 
ritorial or boundary question is in dis- 
pute, the matter of indemnity for inva- 
sion of territory would be a main ques- 
tion before the peace conference. 

So far no advices have reached this 
government regarding the battle which 
took place Saturday night, regarding 
which, it is stated in Salvador advices, 
the Salvadorean army defeated the 
Guatemalan forces at Platanar. 

The advices regarding the Central 
American situation were forwarded to 
tke president at Oyster Bay by Acting 
Secretary of State Bacon, who is in 
charge of state department affairs dur- 
lng the absence of Secretary Root. 

Mr. Bacon made arrangements to 
leave Washington for Oyster Bay on 
the midnight train last night. It is un- 
derstood he is carrying dispatches and 
other papers bearing on the situation to 
lay before the president. All that Ba- 
con would say regarding the situation 
was that everything Is progressing fa- 
vorably. 

The navy department had no ad- 
vices from Central America yesterday 
in connection with the troubles there. 

It is stated that the next step look- 
ing to peace negotiations is the fixing 
of the time and place for a meeting of 
conferees and that while these matters 
are being determined the American dip- 
lomatic representatives in Guatemala 
and Salvador will be the mediums 
through which communications will be 
exchanged. This procedure may con- 
sume some time. 

Washington officials are now hopeful 
of a peaceful adjustment of the differ- 
ences which have brought the Central 
American governments to a clash at 
arms. 


Two Thousand Lost In One Fignt 

San Salvador, July 16.—Saturday 
night the Salvadorean army again at- 
tacked the Guatemalan forces at Plata- | 
nar and obtained a victory over them, 
the Guatemalans suffering a loss of 
2000 men in killed, wounded and pris- 
oners. 

The Guatemalan army, which invad- 
ed by way of Santa Fe, was repulsed 
by the Honduran army.

Hartridge--No Hint of Defense 


New York, July 16—Mrs. William 
Thaw was prohibited yesterday by the 
prison rules from her 
Harry K. Thaw, in the Tombs, but she 
will see him some time today, probably 
this afternoon. It will be the first meet- 
ing of mother and son since the tragedy 
ou the Madison Square roof garden, 
when Thaw shot down Stanford White. 
Mrs. Thaw returned from Europe Sat- 
urday: 

Mrs. Thaw is stopping at the Hotel 
Lorraine, where Mrs. Harry Tflaw, her 
daughter-in-law, has been making her 
home since Thaw was arrested. There 
was a conference in the élder Mrs. 
Thaw’s apartments yesterday after- 
noon at which Clifford W. Hartridge, 
who has become chief counsel to the 
prisoner since the latter’s unexpected 
dismissal of the law firm of Black, Ol- 
cott, Gruber & Bonynge, was present. 
What transpired is not known. 

In speaking of the case, Hartridge 
said that while he realized young Thaw 
was in “an awful hole,” he did not be- 
lieve that any jury would ever convict 
him of anything. “I feel as sure of 
that,” said the attorney, “as I do that I 
am standing here. I would stake my 
soul on it.” 

As to the reasons leading up to the 
decision on the part of Thaw to dispeuse 
with the services of Black, Olcott, Gru- 
ber & Bonynge, Hartridge shid he could 
not speak at this time. He added: 
“Judge Olcott is a personal and profes- 
sional friend of mine and it would not 
be fair to him or to Harry to talk about 
that phase of the case until I shall have 
had an interview with Judge Olcott.” 
Hartridge then said to the reporters: 

“T want a full and frank understand- 
ing with the men who are going to fol- 
low this case for the newspapers. I 
wish first of all that nobody shall be 
misled, and that no stories detrimental 
or untrue as to either side shall get into 
print and be credited to the counsel for 
Harry Thaw. As it is, many stories 
have been printed that have hurt the 
case in the minds of the public and the 
friends of both persons most concerned 
In the affair. All that we want is the 
truth. It will come out in good time.” 

From a suggestion made by Hart- 
ridge it is evident that both Thaw and 
his wife are anxious to make some kind 
of-a statement, for the new chief coun- 
sel said that among other plans he had 
in mind was one providing that Thaw 
and his wife should write out for him 
whatever they think or feel that the 
newspapers should know and he would 
pass on the articles and if he approved 
them would give them out to the news- 
paper men. It is known to those who 
have talked to Thaw and his wife that 
there are several subjects on which 
both wish to speak, but their lips have 
been sealed hitherto by counsel. These 
subjects deal in great part with their 
early life and family relations. 

Mr. Hartridge was asked by one of 
the reporters if he was in a position to 
outline what the defense might be, par- 
ticularly what the attitude of the pres- 
ent counsel would be on the “insanity” 
theory, in view of Thaw’s strong deter- 
mination not to be tried with that de- 
fense. Hartridge said: 

“I will not now nor at any future 
time before the trial give even a hint of 
what the defense will or may be. Such 
a proceeding would be unfair to my 
client as well as unprofessional. It will 
be months before he will be brought 
up for trial anyway. I do not look for 
the trial before November or more 
probably December.”

Three Hundred Miles Alone. 


tes ANY MISHAP ON THE ORUISER 


Engines Stopped Only Twice on Trip 
From Norfolk toe Atlantic High- 
lands, Once For the Crew to Watch 
Whales—New Craft Can Detach Her 
Leaden Keel, 


After persons ashore had begun to 
think hard about the Lake, a little sub- 
marine cruiser, and wonder whether 
she had succumbed to the severities of 
the trip up from Norfolk, the striped 
mast or flagpole of the diver was seen 
by an observer the other day about 
hoon and soon afterward the latest 
production in submarines anchored off 
the steamship dock at Atlantic High- 
lands, N. J., says the New York Her- 
ald. She was bullt by the Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat company, and as she lay 
practically flush with the water she at- 
tracted general attention. 

Orders were for the Lake to stop at 
Atlantic City, and it was her failure 
to do so on account of bad weather 
that caused fears for her safety. She 
made the run from Norfolk, a distance 
of 325 miles, st a speed of more than 
seven knots. It is the longest continu- 
ous sea trip ever made by a submarine, 
She is driven by a gasoline engine of

electric lights and other purposes of 
130 additional horsepower. All the food 
eaten on board is cooked by electricity 
and the interior is brilliantly lighted. 

During the long voyage up the coast 
the Lake was unaccompanied by any 
vessel and ventured into the open sea 
entirely alone. Captain G. M. Evans 
reported that although comparatively 
heavy weather was encountered, the 
run was accomplished without the 
slightest mishap, and said it undoubt- 
edly marked the beginning of an ad- 
vanced era in submarines. 

On board the Lake is a crew of eight 
men all told, who find plenty of room 
for their simple wants within the steel 
pod, which is built to withstand the 
Pressure of the sea at a depth of 130 
feet. Even when steaming on the sur- 
face her decks are submerged by the 
wash, so that the navigator handles the 
craft from the top of the conning tow- 
er; but when she settles beneath the 

| surface and begins the duties for which 
she was constructed he steers from 
within the tower, whence, although 
several feet beneath the surface, he is 
enabled to sweep the horizon by means 
of a periscope or omniscope, which 
projects somewhat beyond the water 
and reflects below what is going on 
above, 

Electricity is the auxiliary motive 
power of the Lake, but the batteries 
are used only when she is submerged. 
She can carry sufficient gasoline to 
last her on a much longer voyage than 
the one she has just completed. She is 
equipped with three torpedo tubes and 
has storage capacity for five torpedoes. 
In the bow is a diving chamber whence 
a diver can issue forth into the sea 
when the boat is beneath the surface, 
and this will be a valuable adjunct in 
war time in cable cutting and the lay- 
ing of mines. 

When diving the Lake does not de- 
scend on an inclined plane, but sinks 
vertically, being thus possessed of the 
power with which the 


She can be submerged in a wonderful- 
Jy short space of time in spite of her 
size, for with a length of eighty-five 
feet she is the largest submarine ever 
built in this country. 

By an ingenious arrangement the 
lead keel of the Lake can be detached 
at any time. Should the vessel fail to 
rise to the surface for any reason a 
turn of a wrench will let the five tons 
of lead on the keel fall off and thus 
give to the vessel five tons more buoy- 
ancy. 

She left Newport News at a quarter 
past 2 o'clock in the afternoon of June 
25 and stopped off Cape Henry to sig- 
nal Mr. Lake. She got under way 
again that evening at half past 7 
o'clock and did not stop her engines 
again during the passage except on 
Wednesday morning, June 27, when off 
Barnegat, when she shut down for a 
short time to watch the antics of some 
other submarines in the form of a 
school of whales. ‘

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Caught In a Trap 


(Original.} 
Jaan Walker was a Cuban born of 
an American father and a Spanish 


mother. He was dark enough to pass 
anywhere for an Aztec. Juan married}, ; 


a Cuban girl and: went to South Amer- 
ica, finally finding himself stranded at 
Rio with a young wife and two little 


children, a boy and a girl. He wished : 
to get back to Cuba, but had not the'r 
wherewithal to pay his fare and that|r 
of his family. He found a vessel about |* 


to sail that was short of hands and 
made # bargain to work in exchange 
for the passage of himself and family. 

Mrs. Walker and the children were 
given a room in the main cabin, but 
Juan bunked with the crew in the 
forecastle, taking his turn at the 
watch. The vessel touched at Bahia, 
taking aboard ten of the worst looking 
men in the two Americas. They were 
all Spanish or a mixture of Spanish 
and native. They wished to go to Ha- 
vana, but as they had no money the 
captain agreed to take them in the 
forecastle, provided they would help 
work the ship, which was not more 
than half manned. 

The regular crew besides Walker 
consisted of Germans, Swedes and 
Irish, seven in all. The Spaniards left 
these men to themselves, but attempt- 
ed to make friends with Walker, who, 
not liking their looks and fearing to 
have trouble with them, pretended to 
accept their confidence. They soon 
told him that they were going to seize 
the ship, take what they wished and 
go ashore on some lonely coast. Walk- 
er agreed to join them if they would 
make him their leader and give him a 
third of the plunder. This they as- 
sented to, and Walker, having slipped 
away from them, went to the captain 
and told him the story. 

Captain Kinsella was frightened out 
of his senses at the prospect. He had an 
equal number of men to the mutineers, 
but this did not allay his fears. Juan 
Walker, fearing especially for his wife 
and children, told the captain that if 
he didn’t show himself a man and 
take measures for their safety he would 
put himself at the head of the crew and 
defend the ship himself. The coward 
captain gave up the command to Walk- 
er, giving him full authority to act for 
the general safety. The new com- 
mander withdrew the crew from the 
forecastle one by one, and as each man 
reported aft he was armed to the teeth. 
The mutineers, noticing that none of 
the men returned and suspecting that 
their plan had been discovered, re- 
solved to put it into operation at once. 
They marched, or, rather, scuffled aft, 
armed, to demand the surrender of the 
ship. Walker advanced to meet them. 
Pointing to a chalk line he had drawn 
across the deck amidships, he told them 
that any man passing this dead line 
would be shot instantly. 

Surprised to see their confidant in 
command, they withdrew, consulted 
and opened a desultory fire on the 
crew, the crew responding in kind. 
There was not much damage done, for 
both parties were concealed. The mu- 
tineers were at an advantage, for they 
prevented the crew from _ properly 
working the ship. So long as the 
weather was fine the vessel could be 
kept on her course, but if it should 
change there would be trouble. The 
crew were kept on watch for two days 
and nights, when they were completely 
worn out. The captain insisted on run- 
ning the ship near to the shore, though 


‘he did not make his reasons plain for 


doing so. Walker, who had a plan of 
his own and because the crew seemed 
to wish it, consented. 

On the third night of the mutiny, 
while the vessel was moving slowly 
within a short distance of the coast, 
Walker selected half the crew, armed 
them and tied a strip of white about 
the left arm of each, lowered a boat, 
put his men Into it and noiselessly low- 
ered it into the water, having oiled the 
pulleys to prevent creaking. Then he 
spoke to the mate, a pretty good man, 
whom he left in command: 

“We shall make the bow, get into 
the anchor chains and on to the fo’cas- 
tle. We hope to either batten down 
the fo’castle, penning them in, or sur- 
prise and overpower them. As soon as 
you hear any noise rush forward with 
the rest of the crew. But be careful 
not to strike us through mistake. It is 
to prevent such mistakes that we wear 
the strip of white on our left arms.” 

There was a paddle aboard with 
which one of the men kept the boat's 
nose into the vessel, and they worked 
her slowly forward with their hands. 
They had gained a point amidships 
when suddenly they heard a splash 
foreward. They paused. There was 
another splash, and another, till they 
had counted ten splashes. Walker 
knew the mutineers were endeavoring 
to save their necks by attempting to 
swim ashore, a distance of over a mile. 
He smiled. If ever a rat was. caught 
in a trap these men were. When he 
had counted the ten splashes he gave 
orders to take up the oars which were 
stored In the bottom of the boat and 
give way in the direction he heard 
the mutineers swimming. One by on* 
they picked up the swimmers till most 
of them were in the boat, then puttin~ 
a rope around the mutineers’ shoulders 
under the arms they took them all to 
the ship, where they were obliged to 
elimb a rope ladder or be shot. 

That ended the mutiny. When Juan 
Walker went to his wife’s cabin and 
told her that they were safe she faint- 
ed In his arms. The crew, having put 
the mutineers in irons and shut them 
up in the forecastle, all sank to sleep. 
Fortunately the weather was fine, and 
Walker took the wheel till they had 
gained a little rest.

consent to remain. 
. He was for six years treasurer of the 
Norfolk county Republican committee, 
and was one of the originators of the 
Norfolk Republican Club. 

January 29, 1889, he was appointed 
treasurer of Norfolk county by the 
county commissioners to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of C, 
C. Churchill. He had beld the office 
for each term since, receiving the votes 
of all political parties.

Talk of Peace 


Salvador 


TO MEET ON MARBLEHEAD 


Our Ministers Ready to Give 
Advice In Friendly Way--Hon- 
duras Wants to Be Considered 
In the Negotiations 


Washington, July 17.—The navy de- 
partment has been informed by cable- 
gram from Commander Mulligan of 
the arrival of his ship, the Marblehead, 
at La Libertad, from Panama, which 
port he left last Friday night. Before 
sailing Mulligan was instructed by the 
navy department to report to the Amer- 
ican minister, Mr. Combs, at La Liber- 
| tad, which is the port near San Salya- 
dor, the capital of Salvador. 

In the absence of Combs, who is de- 
tained at Champerico, Mr. Brown, tke 


American secretary and charge in Sai- 


vador, will communicate with Mulli- 
gan and that officer will place his ship 
at the disposal of the American lega- 
tion, so that Brown will be in a position 
to carry out the instructions which 
were cabled him yesterday from Wash- 
ington to proffer to the governments of 
Salvador and Guatemala the use of 
this American warship as a place of 
meeting for the peace commissioners. 
Acting Secretary of State Adee has 
not attempted at this great distance 
from the scene of trouble to arrange all 
the details of the meeting of the peace 
commissioners, but will leave that task 
to the American legations. It is stated 
that neither Minister Merry nor Messrs. 
Combs and Brown will act in the ca- 
pacity of a peace commissioner to either 
country; they are charged simply as 
good friends to both parties to en- 
deavor to bring the hostile nations into 
friendly relations without further loss 
of blood. To that end they will inter- 
est themselves in the selection of peace 
commissions by the governments to 
which they are respectively accredited 


missioners to the Marblehead and go 
with them beyond the three-mile limit 
to sea and, if called upon, will advise 
them in a ffiendly way. 

This is not the first time the deck of 
a United States man-of-war has been 
the scene of a peace conference. The 
Marietta was thus employed six or 
eight years ago in bringing about peace 
between Costa Rica and Salvador, the 
Philadelphia played a similar part et 
Panama during the revolution there 
about 10 years ago, and more recently 
Commander Dillingham brought the 
Monti Cristi insurgents and the Do- 
minican government agents together 
off Monti Cristi and secured peace on 
the deck of the Detroit. 

It is believed that the Marblehead 
will-take on the Salvadorean commis- 
sioners at La Libertad and then pro- 
ceed to the nearest Guatemalan port, 
San Jose, where the agents of that 
government will board the ship, which 
will then go to sea beyond the three- 
mile limit untill the conference is over. 

The important development of the 
day aside from the offer of the Marble- 
head was an assurance to the state de- 
partment from President Cabrera that 
Guatemala would refrain from fur- 
ther hostilities if Salvador would un- 
dertake to do the same, which news 
was promptly communicated to Minis- 
ter Merry at San Salvador in order 
that he might transmit the proposition 
to the government at that place. 

Another point developed was that 
Salvador and Honduras had entered 
into an alliance, the nature of which 
is not certainly known, but it is be- 
lieved by the officials here that the pur- 
pose is to agree upon the terms of 
peace that shal be proposed by the two 
countries to Guatemala. This news 
came to the state department from 
Charge Brewn, at Guatemala City. 

Still another cablegram, this one 
from Minister Merry, informed the 
state department that the government 
of Honduras insisted upon being con- 
sidered along with Salvador in the 
peace negotiations with Guatemala. 
Altogether the prospect of the peaceful 
termination of the present difficulty 
is believed to have brightened consider- 
ably. 


Keeping Guatemala Busy 

San Salvador, July 17.—Guatemala 
is fighting Salvador and Honduras at 
four points on Guatemalan and Hon- 
duran territory. Both sides fight 
bravely, with uncertain results. Peace 
is possible in the near future through 
the efforts of the United States gov- 
ernment, efficiently aided by Mexico.

" Enforcement of 


Concord, N. H., July 17.—A platform 
was adopted by the Lincoln Republican 
club at a meeting here and was later 
accepted by Winston Churebill of Cor- 
ulsh, who has been named as a candi- 
date for governor of New Hampshire. 
The platform sets forth: 


1. The desire for enactment of Jaws 
prohibiting the giving of free railroad 
transportation and device of passes, 
mileage books or other special cou- 
tracts to delegates of political conven- 
tlons, governmental officials or any 
other persons not properly entitled 
thereto. 

2. For the election of railroad cont- 
missioners by the people. 

8. For the ascertainment of the true 
value of the property of the railroads 
and of the other public service com- 
panies in the state which shall furnish 
@ just basis for taxation. 

4. A corrupt practice act for secur- 
ing honest legislation, which shall pro- 
hibit political contributions by  cor- 
porations and require publicity of cam- 
paign receipts and expenditures by 
communities, candidates and individ- 
uals. 

5. A law suppressing the evils of 
lobbying by requiring public registra- 
tion of attorneys and agents and the 
publication of their fees and all other 
expenditures made to secure or defeat 
legislation. 

6. A primary election law which 

shal! permit the members of all po- 
litical parties to nominate candidates 
for office by direct vote. 
7. A law creating a commission to 
revise the past laws of the state and to 
report to the legislature what amend- 
ments of these laws are now necessary 
aud proper to equal the burden of taxa- 
tion. 

8. Stringent enforcement of the 
conditions attached to liquor licenses 
in towns and cities where licenses exist 
and a like rigid enforcement of the pro- 
vision of the probibitory law in all 
towns and cities adopting the prohbibi- 
tory system. 

®. The enforcement of the present 
laws against gambling, including booh- 
making at the Salem race track aud 
elsewhere, and the passage of such ad- 
ditional laws as may be necessary. 

In his letter of acceptance, Churchill 
says, in part: “I subscribe without 
reservation to the several propositions 
today set forth by the Lincoln Repub- 
lican club of New Hampshire and 
would suggest that they be submitted 
to the other candidates for governer. 
If they will all assent, the success of 
the cause is assured, and that is morc 
to me than any personal consideration. 
In auy such event, if thought desirable, 
1 would gladly efface myself in behalf

Havana, July 17.—American resi- 
dents of the Isle of Pines are excited 
over the imprisonment in jail at Nauva 
Gerona of Miss Millie Brown, 19 years 
old; L. C. Giltner, and William Augus- 
tine, all Americans.

The fact that a tenant is summarily 
ejected from a building for nonpay- 
ment of rent is held, in Bergh versus 
Herring-Hall-Marvin Safe company (C.

prive him of the right to remove his 
trade fixtures. 

That one cannot be a fugitive from 
justice, subject to interstate rendition, 
anless he was in the state from which 
the demand comes at the time the 
crime is charged to have been commit- 
ed, is decided in Farrell versus Hawley 
(Ct.)

SCIENCE SIFTINGS. 


Lightning clouds are always near the 
ground. They are seldom at a greater 
height than 2,000 feet. 

It is said that a French chemist has 
discovered a method of making cellu- 
loid incombustible. His method con- 
sists of adding perchloride of iron to an 
ether-aleohol solution of celluloid. 

It has long been known that smokers 
are not liable to certain diseases. It is 
now held that this is due to the pres- 
ence in the tobacco of formaldehyde, 
one the strongest of the disinfectants. 

The brightness of the corona or ring 
of light encircling the sun was meas- 
ured by Charles Fabry during the 
last total eclipse. He found the light 
of a point a twentieth degree from the 
sun's edge to be equivalent to about 720 
candlepower, or a little more than a 
fourth of the brightness of the full 
moon. The sky near the uneclipsed sun 
is 2,000 times as bright.

In some cases it may 
perhaps be necessary. As a rule, how- 
ever, scrapiug the outside and trim- 
ming it carefully)are all that will be 
needed, except oc¢asionally in summer, 
when it may be desirable to wash it.

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LIGHT TEST FOR GEMS. 


How to Prove Genuineness of Pre- 
cious Stones, 

“It has frequently been asserted,” 
says J. A. Key, a jeweler, in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, “that there are 
certain kinds of artifically made gems 
ein fact, I believe the statement has 
been made to cover all kinds of such 
stones—that it is not only impossible, 
practically, for the layman to detect 
them, but that even experts are often 
deceived. This is a mistake, however, 
for by the simple light test any gem 
except a pearl may be proved false or 
real by the variest tyro at such an un- 
dertaking. 

“TI assume that the light test as re- 
gards diamonds is comparatively well 
known, and this is the same test that 
may be applied to emeralds, rubies and 
so forth. It consists of holding the gem 
directly on a horizontal line between 
the eye and a light held at a distance 
of about a foot from the stone, and 
preferably this light should be a can- 
die. In the case of a diamond but one 
light will be seen clearly through the 
stone, whereas if it is bogus, no mat- 
ter how much expert care may have 
been bestowed upon its making, a hun- 
dred lights may be observed, none of 
them clearly defined. 

“With other gems the best method 
of making them is by superimposing a 
top cutting of garnet on a base, often 
mere colored glass. When it is held 
between the light and the eye, there- 
fore, this line of juncture, impossible of 
detection under ordinary circum- 
stances, will appear like a black line. 
That's just how simple it is to detect 
fake stones of any kind except pearls, 
and with these I confess it is hard to 
make a detection without tests that are 
not convenient for the layman to un- 
dertake. As a rule, however, a pearl 
of generous proportions and exception- 
ally good color is always open to sus- 
picion.” 


How to Wash Blue Fiannel Dresses. 

The little blue flannel dresses that 
are so serviceable and that are a part 
of the wardrobe of every small girl 
may be washed satisfactorily if these 
directions are followed, says the New 
York Mail: 

Boll a quarter of a pound of yellow 
soap in three quarts of water, slicing 
the soap into thin shavings and letting 
it boil until it is all dissolved. Fill a 
tub with lukewarm water and add 
enough of the hot soapsuds to make a 
good lather. Dip the dress in and rub 
it well, but do not rub any soap on it, 
for it will leave a white mark. Wring 
it out with the hands, not with a 
wringer, because it creases it badly. 
Wash in another water with a little 
more of the soapsuds if it is much 
soiled. Then wring it again and dip 
into lukewarm water to rinse it, and 
make it very blue with the blue bag. 
Shake it out thoroughly after wringing 
it and dry in the shade until damp 
enough to iron on the wrong side. It 
must not be dried entirely before it is 
froned. Colored woolen or cotton stock- 
ings can be washed in the same way 
and rinsed in strong salt and water to 
keep the colors from running instead 
of blue water. 


How to Starch Thin Waists, 

In these days of thin shirt waists and 
delicate neckwear it is sometimes a 
problem for the housewife to know 
just how to treat the waists and laces 
so that they will not be too stiff, says 
the Philadelphia Press. The following 
rule is an excellent one: Dissolve a 
tablespoonful of gum uarabie in about 
three quarts of water and dip the arti- 
cles to be starched into this liquid. 
Wring them out and dry them where 
they will not freeze. After drying 
sprinkle them, roll them up and iron as 
usual, The gum arabic will not stick to 
the iron, and it gives to the muslins 
and lawns only the same amount of 
stiffness that is found in new goods. 
Once tried you will not use starch in 
your delicate fabrics again. The gum 
arabic can be bought for 85 cents per 
pound and much cheaper at the whole- 
sale druggists. An inferior grade is as 
good for this purpose as a high priced 
quality. ; 


How to Remove Warts and Corns. 

So far I have never seen a wart that 
would not yield to this simple home 
treatment if persevered with for a few 
weeks, and, in fact, stubborn corns 
will be relieved if not entirely cured in 
the same way. Buy of your druggist 
10 cents’ worth of the very best and 
freshest “cold pressed castor oil” and 
moisten thoroughly the wart (or corn) 
three or four times a day if possible 
(or oftener) with a clean toothpick 
wrapped with a little absorbent cot- 
ton dipped in the oil. Should the part 
fee] sore discontinue the treatment a 
day, then start again, and you will be 
much pleased with the result. 


How to Get Rid of Large Stones. 

To get rid of a large stone make the 
stone very hot on one side only; pour 
water on it to make it crack and help 
it along with a heavy hammer, says 
Tom Watson's Magazine. Another way, 
in the winter is to bore a hole pretty 
well into the stone, fill with water and 
plug it firmly shut. The force of the 
water as it freezes will crack the stone. 
Still another way is to make a hole in 
the direction of the veins or cleavage 
of the stone, put in a cleft cylinder of 
iron, then drive an iron wedge between 
the two halves of the cylinder. 


How Lace Can Be Cleaned With Flour 

Cream colored lace can be cleaned 
and made to look like new by rubbing 
it in dry flour. Rub as if washing in 
water, then take it outdoors and ‘shake 
all the flour out. If not perfectly clean 
repeat the rubbing in « little more 
clean flour. The flots must be very 
thoroughly shaken *:om the lace or the 
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Compressed Air for Quarrying. 

The expansive force of compressed air 
is employed ina very interesting way 
by the North Carolina Granite Compa- 
ny. Ona sloping hillside composed of 
granite, which shows no bed plaas, but 
splits readily in apy directiun when 
started, a 3-inch bore is sunk about 
eight feet deep, and the bottom is en- 
larged bp exploding a half-stick of dy- 
namite. A small charge of powder is 
fired in this hole, which starts a hori- 
zontal crack, or cleavage. Charges in- 
creasing in size are exploded until the 
cleavage has extended over a radius of 
75 or 100 feet. Then a pipe is cement- 
ed into the bore, and air is forced in 
under a pressure of from 80 to 100 
pounds. The expansion of the air ex- 
tend the cleavage until it comes out at 
the surface on the slope of the hill. A 
horizontal sheet of granite several acres 
in extent may thus be separated.

A GHOST AND 


A LAWSVIT

More Humane 
Treatment 
Urged by a 
Correspondent 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


If several people were disgusted at the 
brutality mentioned in a local in yester- 
day’s paper, more, I am sure must be 
amazed that any people with humanity 
alert in them could be satisfied to let 
the affair go with only an endeavor 
to in some way advertise the driver, 
and make no attempt to deal with the 
matter so that the condition of the 
animal abused might be bettered. 

I know nothing further of the affair 
than was mentioned in the paper, but 
for the bonefit of those who do not 
know anything better to do than send 
snch an item to the press, I quote 
Section 70, Chapter 125 of our Massa- 
chusetts laws. ‘‘Whoever overdrives, 
overloads, drives when overloaded, over- 
works, tortures, torments, deprives of 
necessary sustenance, cruelly beats, 
mutilates or kills an animal, or causes 
or procures an animal to be so over- 
driven, overloaded, overworked, driven 
when overloaded, tormented or cruelly 
beaten etc., etc.,—shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not more than one 
year or by a fine of not more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.” 

If several people witnessed the abuse 
there is good clance to have a straight 
case against the offender. Appeal to 
the cential office of the S. P. C. A. will 
briag additional help, and the local 
agent of tbe society, Mr. Furnald, 
might be called upon for assistance. 

It will be a good step forward when 
every town and city has its own espec- 
ial branch of the S. P. C. A. managed 
by alert, earnest, humane men. There 
is a carelessness in the treatment of 
horses and other dumb creatures that is 
cruelty in itself besides the out and out 
brutality that is evidencing itself more 
and more frequently and flagrantly.

Lawyer ‘Gibson Involved In the 
Kinan Murder Mystery 


TESTIFIES BEFORE JURY 


Tells of Part He Took as Counsel 
For Dead Woman and Her 
Mother--Charged With Being 
a ‘Suspicious Person’’ 

New York, July 18—Burton W. 
Gibson, formerly counsel for Mrs. Alice 
Kinan, who was mysteriously mur- 
dered on the night of June 8 in the old 
homestead in the Bronx, occupied by 
her mother, Mrs. L. A. Stenton, and

Gibson testified that Mrs. Stenton 
agreed to give him 40 percent of her 
property to secure its release frm liti- 
gation involving the privilege of a 
squatter. 

Gibson said he secured the release, 
sold the property to a dummy, acting 
for himself, and took 40 percent of the 
proceeds. The remainder, which he 
said he gave to Mrs. Stenton, was too 
small by $6000 to pay the arrears in 
taxes, leaving her $6000 in debt. 

Subsequently, be said, he had the tax 
arrears reduced by $12,000, but gave 
none of the money so secured to Mrs, 
Stenton. Another lawyer, who was 
acting as associate counsel, however, 
gave her $6000 of the reduction. 

Following the murder Gibson said 
he took from the Stenton house a note 
for $5000, signed by himself, and pay- 
able to Mrs. Kinan, “because he did not 
want it lying about the house.” He 
said he kept the note and told the po- 
lice that he had it. He declared that 
he gave the coroner some jewelry 
which he also took from the Stenton 
house. 

Gibson said he was at the Stenton 
house the night before the murder. 
“I had two offers for her property,” be 
said, “and wanted to tell her about it.” 
Continuing his testimony, Gibson gave 
an account of his movements on the 
night Mrs. Kinan was murdered. 

After an application by Gibson to be 
paroled in the custody of his counsel 
had been denied a delay of two hours 
was granted to enable Gibson’s friends 
to procure bail. During this time the 
lawyer was closely guarded and as it 
Was apparent that no bondsman was 
forthcoming he was taken to the 
Tombs and locked up. The specific 
eharge on which Gibson is held is be- 
ing a “suspicious person.”

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Thaw’s Counsel Seeks to Check 
District Attorney’s Office 


A WRIT OF PROHIBITION 


Alleged Illegal Use ot the Grand 
Jury Subpoenas In Taking 
Depositions--Olcctt Is Certain 
That His Client Is Insane 


New York, July 18.—The defense iu 
the case of Harry K. Thaw, accused of 
the murder of Stanford White, made 
an unusual and unexpected move 
when a writ of prohibition was secured 
from Justice Blanchard in the supreme 
court restraining the district attorney 
and the July grand jury from taking 
further evidence under oath against the 
prisoner. 

Application for the writ was made 
by John Gleason, of counsel for Thaw, 
and the order to show cause why it 
should not be continued was made fe- 
turnable today. The district attorney's 
office will request an adjournment be- 
cause of the absence of District Attor- 
ney Jerome and his assistant, Mr. Gar- 
van, who so far has had charge of the 
Thaw case. 

Counsel for Thaw allege that through 
the illegal use of grand jury subpoenas, 
the district attorney is summoning all 
possible witnesses in the case to his of- 
fice, putting them under oath there and 
taking depositions which may be detri- 
mental to the prisoner’s interest. It is 
further alleged that, as Thaw is already 
under indictment, and no new indict- 
ment for the murder of White is con- 
templated, the district attorney has no 
right to use the grand jury as a cloak 
for his own inquisition. 

Almost every person who can appear 
as a witness in the case, 47 of them so 
far, have been sworn by the district 
attorney, it is asserted, and deposi- 
tions made for use at the trial. Through 
all of this counsel for the defense has 
not been allowed to be present. 

Mrs. Harry Thaw visited her hus- 
band in the Tombs yesterday and af- 
terward went to the offices of Judge Ol- 
cott’s law firm, which has been re-en- 
gaged in the case by Thaw’s mother. 
The conference continued for nearly an 
hour. 

It is reported that Thaw has been un- 
der the close scrutiny of an allenist, 
disguised as a prison attendant, ever 
since the possibility was raised of an 
insanity plea being urged. 

The World today says: “Harry 
Thaw will never be placed on trial for 
the murder of Stanford White. An ap- 
plication will be made for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to inquire into 
his sanity. There is no doubt but that 
he will be declared insane and sent to 
the hospital for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan. 

“This authoritative statement was 
made to The World last night imme- 
diately after the conclusion of a cor- 
ference at the Hotel Lorraine by one 
who had been present. At this confer- 
ence were Mrs. William Thaw, mother 
of Harry Traw; Lewis L. Delafield, her 
‘personal counsel; W. M. K. Olcott of 
Black, Oleott, Gruber & Bonynge, 
young Thaw’s former counsel; Josiah 
Thaw and George L. Carnegie, son and 
son-in-law of Mrs. William Thaw. 
Mrs. Evelyn N. Thaw was present, but 
took no part in the conference. 

“Mrs. William Thaw met Olcott for 
the first time and insisted upon his re- 
assuming the defense of her son, which 
she said he could direct in any manner 
he saw fit. Olcott promised to take the 
matter under advisement, but said he 
could give no final answer until he bad 
conferred with the other members of 
his firm. The probabilities are that the 
firm will again take up the direction 
of the defense of Thaw. 

“Mr. Olcott gave Mrs. Thaw infor- 
mation he had collected which con- 
vinced her that her son was mentally 
unsound.” 


Relics of Centuries Ago 
Aix-La-Chapélle, Prussia, July 18.— 
The sarcophagus of Charlemagne was 
opened at Emperor William’s wish for 
the purpose of examining two precious 


cloths. These and other relics were 
found to be in good condition. Three 
documents were found, dated 1481, 


1483 and 1581. The older of the two 
fabrics dates back to the 10th century 
and contains figures of four elephants. 
The other is of the 12th century. The 
sarcophagus was first opened in the 
year 1000 by Emperor Otto III. 


Vast Fortune Left by Beit 

London, July 18.—Friends of Alfred 
Beit, the South African financier who 
died July 16, estimate that he left a 
fortune of between $125,000,000 and 
$150,000,000, and expect that it will be 
found when his will is published that 
legacies aggregating many millions, if 
not the bulk of his fortune, will be de- 


voted to public benefactions in England 
and South Africa. 


To Serve as Training Ship 

Washington, July 18.—The gunboat 
Bancroft has been transferred to the 
treasury department and her name will 
be stricken from the naval list.

Boy’s Murderer May Soon Be 


Placed Under Arrest 


WHITE TELLS HIS STORY 


[t Eliminates Suspicions That 
Were Entertained Against 
Him--Dead Boy’s Father Is 
Closely Questioned by Police 


Great Barrington, Mass., July 18.— 
The investigation into the death of Jobn 
Streub, whose body was found in the 
woods near Housatonic Sunday, con- 
cealed under boughs of hemlock, con- 
tinued yesterday, but without produc- 
ing any definite results. 

Joseph White, the young man who 
was said to have been young Streub’s 
companion when the latter left his 
home In Housatonic a week ago, re 
turned to Housatonic from Torrington, 
Conn. White was questioned by the 
police as to his movements after leay 
ing home and told an apparently 
straightforward story. He denied 
that Streub was with him when he left 
Housatonic. White said he left his 
own home alone and went directly to 
an electric car and rode to Great Bar- 
rington. He did not see Streub that 
day and had not seen him for several 
days previous to that time. . 

His statement about bis trip to Great 
Barrington by trolley has been corrobo- 
rated by several persons who were on 
he car at the time. They say that 
Streub was not with White. From 
Great Barrington White went to Tor- 

It has been said in Housatonic that 
White and Streub started together for 
Torrington to look for work, the latter, 
who was only 12 years old, having be- 


during his vacation from school. White 
declared that there was no truth In this 
report as far as he knew. 

Carefully guarding the name of the 
person under suspicion, the police say 
that they belleve they have established 
a motive for the crime. Theory after 
theory was run down and exhausted. 
The discovery of a cord about the body 
led to the belief that an automobile 
head struck the lad, killed him, and that

theory was abandoned. Likewise the 
police came to the conclusion that there 
was no reason that tramps should have 
killed the little fellow. 

State Officers Rhoades and Wood 
visited the home of Emil Streub, father 
of the dead boy, in Housatonic, and 
had a long talk with him as they did 
with other members of the family. It 
is sald that they learned a number of 
important facts. 

Streub was asked about the boys’ dis- 
appearance, and why it was that no 
more active search was made for him. 
The father said that he believed the 
boy had run away to find work, and 
that he would bear from him within a 
few duys. 

The father was also asked if it were 
not that he had had considerabie 
trouble with his son, who was inclined 
to be wayward. 

In their investigations the officers 
discovered that John Streub had on 
one occasion been struck by the person 
who is believed to be under surveil- 
lance. It is sald that the discovery of 
the assault was what started the police 
on their present line of inquiry. 

Excitement over the rumored arrest 
of a suspect has stirred the whole town. 
Inquiries of the officers at work on the 
case were not productive of informa- 
tion as to who the suspect might be. It 
is known, however, that they are closc- 
ly watching one person.

WOMAN ELECTROCUTED 


Had Tried to Rescue Others 
Shocked by a Live Wire 
Fall River, Mass., July 18.—Trying 
to assist three other persons who had 
become entangled in the coils of a live 
electric wire, Mrs. Lizzie Dondis, aged 


82, stepped on the wire and was in- re 


stantly killed last night. Three other 
persons were rendered unconscious, but 
recovered unfer medical treatment. 

The wire was a broken telephone 
wire which fell across an electric light 
wire so that its end hung down in the 
yard of a house occupied by a family 
named Tantra. Joseph Tantra, aged 
23, ran out and seized the broken end 
of the wire, with the apparent intention 
of tossing it out of the yard. The shock 
he received knocked him down and ren- 
dered him unconscious and his brother, 
Antone, seeing Joseph’s predicament, 
ran to assist him. Antone was se- 
verely shocked in his turn when he 
took hold of Joseph, and their sister, 
Maria, aged 22, who was the next to ap- 
pear on the scene, was also knocked 
unconscious. 

Mrs. Dondis was walking on the 
other side of the street from the Tan- 
tra house when she heard Maria 
scream and saw her fall. Mrs. Dondis 
ran into the yard and _ incautiously 
stepped on the wire. In her case the 
effect was fatal, though the others 
were only severely shocked. They 
were released when Frank Jean coy- 
ered his hands with a shawl and drew 
the wire away from them. Mrs. Dondis 
leaves four children. 


To Rejuvenate “Old Ironsides”’ 

Boston, July 18.—The old frigate 
Constitution was moved today from 
her moorings at the Charlestown navy 
yard to a nearby pier. This was the 
first time that the historic “Old Iron- 
sides” has been moved since she wis 
brought here from Portsmouth, N. H., 
in 1897. By the recent government ap- 
propriation of $100,000 the ship will be 
thoroughly rebuilt. The pressure of 
water now prevents her rotten hull 
from falling to pieces. 


Deputy Sheriff Knocked Out 
Portland, Me, July 18—Deputy 
Sheriff Emery was searching for an es- 
eaped prisoner in railroad freight yards 
here last night when he was assaulted 
and knocked unconscious by a man 
whom he found ina box car. ‘he 
deputy was found two hours later and 
removed to a hospital, where he recov- 
ered consciousness after a time, though 
for several hours he was unable to give 

a coherent story of his experience. 


Torrid Day at Boston 
Boston, July 18.—One death and 16 
eases of prostration due to heat tell in 
brief the story of Tuesday’s oppres- 
sively sultry conditions in this city. 
Some relief came shortly before 6 
o’clock last evening, when a slight fall 
of rain began, and continued for nearly 
two hours. The rain, however, did not 
bring the coolness and comfort ex- 
pected, the total amount of precipita- 

tion being only .06 of an inch.

The Clams 
Not Healthy 


Gathering of shellfish from the wa- 
ters of Boston harbor will be brought 
toan end by action of the boards of 
health of Boston and Chelsea, says the 
Boston Advertiser, as soon as the forth- 
coming report of the state board of 
health furnishes good and specific basis 
for such action. 

Dr. Dargin of the Boston board of 
health and Dr. F. E. Winslow, health 
officer of Chelsea, both express them- 
selves as ready to begin active work for 
the suppression of this menace to health 
as soon as the substance of the state 
board’s report is made known to them, 
giving thema foundation for specific 
complaint. 

Other boards of health whose districts 
are mentioned in the state board’s 
report are expected to take similar 
action, in case the state board’s re- 
port shows that there is any need for 
it. 


Warships on Parade. 

The Government of the United States 
having appropriated last year two bun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, and 
this year one million, three hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollars, to 
aid the Jamestown Ter-Centennial cele- 
bration, one fact is settled beyond pre- 
adventure, and that is that in 1907 the 
most magnificient international naval 
rendezvous and military encampment 
that the world has ever seen will be on 
view at the Exposition near Norfolk, 
Virginia, 

The President of the United States 
has invited all the nations of the world 
to be represented on that occassion by 
such of their naval vessels and such 
regiments of their soldiery as it may 
be convenient to send, all of the prin- 
cipal countries of the world have ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

By 1907 the United States will have 
in commission some of the finest battle 
ships afloat, and will also havea great 
fleet of cruisers, torpedo boats, destroy- 
ers, gunboats and submarines. It is 
probable that more than one half of 
these will be continuously at anchor in 
Hampton Roads, and it is unlikely that 
any country possessing a navy will be 
without a good representation during 
tbe entire period of the Exposition. 

The Navy Department of the United 
States has appointed a distinguished 
commission to arrange a series of pro- 
grams for the different days of the ex- 
position, and the War Department will 
appoint a like board to superintend the 
military program, As many of the sea 
and land events will be international in 
character, it is possible that some 
changes from the original program may 
be necessary, by reason of conflict with 
the ideas of visitors, but inthe main 
the official program will be carried out.

Viewed With Suspicion by Lowell 
Cotton Operatives 


CONSIDERED TOO VAGUE 


Textile Counsel Thinks It Is a 
“‘Leveling Up’? Process Which 
Will Not Prove Satisfactory-- 
No Decision Reached 


Lowell, Mass., July 19.—Declaring 
that the proposition of the cotton manu- 
facturers of Lowell offering an in- 
crease approximating 5 percent in 
wages to the mill operatives was too 
vague to be understood, the Lowell Tex- 
tile Council last night adjourned until 
next Monday evening, after a lengthy 
meeting at which the letter received 
from the Lowell Cotton Manufacturers’ 
association was considered. The Low- 
ell Textile Council represents all the 
unions of cotton mill workers of Low- 
ell, while the Manufacturers’ assocla- 
tion numbers in its membership repre- 
sentatives of all the large cotton mills 
of the city. 

The letter which was considered by 
the Textile Council last night was sent 
to the council by Secretary South- 
worth of the Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, and offered an increase of 5 
percent in place of the increase of 10 
percent which the Textile union had 
asked for. The 5 percent Increase, 
however, it was understood, was not 
to be a flat raise, but was to be in the 
nature of a “levelling up” or revision 
of the schedwle. 

Chairman Duggan of the ‘Textile 
Council] committee issued a statement 
after the meeting of the council last 
night in whicl he said: 

“The Textile Council could not un- 
derstand the letter written by the Low- 
ell Cotton Manufacturers’ association 
because it was so vague. The agents 
have promised an increase to somebody 
at some time, but the Textile Council 
did not know when or to whom. The 
Textile Council has adjourned until 
next week Monday night without 
coming to any decision in the matter.” 

Secretary Southworth of the Manu- 
facturers’ association issued a_ state- 
ment last evening in regard to the Iet- 
ter to the Textile Council. He said in 
the statement: “There has been some 
misapprehension apparently over the 
manufacturers’ letter. One newspa- 
per, in an editorial upon it, said in 
substance that unskilled labor would 
not share in the proposed advance. 
This, of course, is not so. Two Boston 
newspapers intimated that some em- 
ployes would find their wages re. 
duced. This also is not warranted by 
anything in the letter and is out of the 
question.” 


Lewiston Falls In Line 

Lewiston, Me., July 19.—Notices 
have been posted announcing an ad- 
vance of 5 percent in wages at nearly 
all of the Lewiston cotton mills. This 
advance affects several thousand em- 
ployes. At the Bates mill the advance 
will go into effect July 30, while at the 
Androscoggin the 5 percent increase 
will begin Aug. 6. A busy and pros- 
perous year is promised. 


Pepperill Milis Wii Raise Wages 

Biddeford, Me., July 19.—An ad- 
vance in wages of 5 percent was an- 
nounced to the 3800 operatives of the 
Pepperell mills in this city. The ad- 
vance is voluntary on the part of the 
management and means a total in- 
crease in expenses of $60,000 a year. 
When other mills in New England re- 
duced wages the Pepperell did pot join 
in the reduction. 


Will Benefit 10,000 Operatives 

Manchester, N. H., July 19.—Agent 
Straw announces that the Amoskeag 
corporation proposes to raise the wages 
of the operatives on an average of 5 
percent, the increase to go into effect 
July 30. More than 10,000 operatives 
will be affected by the raise, which is 
entirely voluntary on the part of the 
corporation. 


Made Nothing by Striking 

Warren, Mass., July 19.—After being 
out 10 days, the employes of the Sayles 
& Jenks woolen mill, who have been 
on strike for an increase of wages, 
have returned to work. The manage- 
ment of the mills made no concessions 
in the way of granting an increase, but 
agreed to take back all the strikers.

PERSONAL COUNSEL ACTS 


er’s Former Advisors--In Di- 
rect Opposition to His Mother’s 
Plan ot Action 


Calls For Papers Held by Prison- 
| 


New York, July 19.—The chaotic 
conditions surrounding the prepara- 
tion of a defense for Harry K. Thaw, | 
accused of the murder of Stanford 
White, has been accentuated and ap- 
parently the breach between the pris- 
oner and his mother, Mrs. William! 


Thaw of Pittsburg, as to the character | 
of the defense, is wider than ever. 
Following quickly upon a conference 
of two hours with Thaw In the Tombs, | 
after his mother had twice during the 
day endedvored to gain her son’s con- 
sent to the re-employment of the law 
firm of Black, Olcott, Gruber & 
Bonynge, and to consent to a plea of 
insanity, Clifford W. Hartridge, 
Thaw’s personal counsel, obtained 
from Justice Blanchard, in special 
term of the superior court late yester- 
day, an order directing Judge Olcott's 
firm to show cause next Friday why 
they should not turn over to Hartridge 
all the papers in Thaw’s case. Hart- 
ridge based his motion on a_ petition 
signed by Thaw, which was placed on 
record in connection with the proceed- 

ings. 

This move was a distinct surprise, 
being a contradiction of reports which 
had gained wide circulation earlier in 
the day to the effect that Thaw had 
consented to his mother’s plan of ac- 
tion. The rumor that Thaw had at 
last bowed to his mother’s will un- 
doubtedly bad its origin in the fact 
that Mrs. William Thaw and Mrs. 
Harry Thaw, who were in conference 
with Thaw at the same time yesterday, 
emerged from the prison arm in aru. 
It was the first time they had been 
seen together. 

Thaw’s wife has all along supported 
him in his demand for a trial on the is- 
sues of the case and has opposed the 
insanity plea. She has thus been ar- 
rayed against the elder Mrs. Thaw, 
who seems to feel that the only hope of 
saving her son from death in the elec- 
tric chair is to depend upon a defense 
of insanity. This plea would avoid the 
further publicity and ignomy of a 
trial and has been insistently urged 
upon the prisoner, who, however, ap- 
parently remains obdurate. 

Mrs. William Thaw had two long 
conferences with her son yesterday.

New York, July 19.—Speculation as 
to whether the late Albert Beit, the 
South African financier and  million- 
aire, left a widow, has been aroused 
by the discovery that in making an ap- 
plication to an American {insurance 
company for insurance on his life in 
1890, Beit named as the beneficiary 
of his policy “My intended wife, Eliza- 
beth Bennet Beit.” Although 16 years 
have elapsed since the policies were 
taken out, yet Beit has always been re- 
garded as a bachelor. 


Not Quite Ready For War Game 

Rockport, Mass., July 19.—Boat 
drills and baseball practice were the 
special features of Wednesday’s pro- 
gram for the sailors of the warships 
assembled in Rockport harbor, and 
both these forms of exercise were 
watched with interest by the thou- 
sands of civilian visitors.

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TRADE OF ORIENT 


Japanese Nation Itself Planning 
to Control It 


TO BEGIN IN MANCHURIA 


Railways, Mines and Forests 
Will Be Developed Under the 
Supervision of Mikado’s Gov- 
ernment--Great Cotton Guild 


Washington, July 19.—According to 
advices feceiyed by the bureau of 
manufactures, the Japanese 
ment has undertaken one of the great- 
est experiments in the world’s history, 
indicating a purpose to protect, super- 
develop and nationalize all Jap- 
anese industries. It is stated that the 
provisions for the nationalization of 


the railways was but a single step in 
the great plan of industrial nationaliza- 
tion toward which the country fast 
is approaching. 

The question of Manchurian de- 
velopment has received careful atten- 
tion, and it now is proposed that a com- 
pany should be formed by the govern- 
ment and private capitalists jointly for 
working and developing the railways, 
mines and forests in Manchuria. if 
successful along the lines Japan is now 
working, it is stated that individuals 
and corporations of America that are 
striving for the trade of the Orient will 
discover that they are not competing 
for this trade against individuals and 
corporations of Japan, but that they 
are in commercial conflict with tbe 
Japanese nation itself. 

A great guild of cotton manufactur- 
ing companies of Japan has been 
formed to capture the Manchurian 
trade. In connection with the enter- 
prise, the government has decided to 
make the loan through the Yokohama 
Specie bank, without limitations as to 
the amount, not only on cotton tex- 
tiles, but on matches, cement, beer, 
marine products, lumber and _ other 
goods to be exported to Manchuria at 
the rate of 4% percent perannum. As 
regards freightage, the government 
will carry out negotiations with the 
Chinese Eastern railway and the sub- 
sidized Japanese steamship lines. 

The government will pursue a_ sim- 
ilar policy with regard to Korea. The 
bureau of manufactures has received 
reports from Ambassador Wright, at 
Tokio, and from other sources confirm- 
ing this new movement in Japan.

The loss is 
estimated at $75,000. Lancaster inn 
was one of the oldest hotels in this part 
of the state, having been built in 1800.

BOSTON LETTER. 


Democrats Do Not Want 
Moran, but Fear Him. 


BARTLETT WILL NOT RUN AGAIN. 


Paint Bills In City Hall Have 
Been Cut Down Greatly. 


There is a rather remarkable condl- 
tion existing in Democratic polities in 
this state. There is every indication 
today that District Attorney John B. 
Moran of Boston will be the Demo- 
cratic nominee for governor, and yet 
hone of the Democratic leaders want 
him or would consent to his nomina- 
tion if they dared do otherwise. 

A number of weeks ago a leading 
Masachusetts Democrat declared that 
Mayor Fitzgerald would under no cir- 
cumstances support the nomination of 
Moran or consent to it inany way what- 
ever. This Democrat made the em- 
phatic declaration that if it were nec- 
essary in order to prevent *.e nomina- 
tion of Moran for governor, John F. 
Fitzgerald would not hesitate to go into 
the caucuses himself as a candidate and 
make a campaign from one end of the 
state to the other. 

This man was clearly mistaken. He 
had an entirely wrong conception of the 
stuff composing the make-up of Jobn F. 
Fitzgerald. When he stated that Fitz- 
gerald was not afraid of any man that 
lived, he gave evidence of the fact that 
there were some things in the character 
of the mayor of which he was not at 
that time aware. 


Fitzgerald on the Fence 

Today Fitzgerald is teetering on the 
fence, uncertain whether to go over to 
Moran or drop off on the other side. 
Those Moran men who claimed some 
time ago that Moran was holding a club 
over Fitzgerald and that the latter 
would be compelled to support the dis- 
trict attorney for the gubernatorial 
nomination, are now patting them- 
selves on the back and assuring them- 
selves that they were not such bad 
prophets as some thought. Is Fitzger- 
ald afraid of Moran? It certainly looks 
very much that way. Has the district 
attorney gone further into the McNary 
charges against the mayor and discov- 
ered that there {s a substantia! basis to 
those charges which would make it un- 
comfortable for somebody In case the 
probe was pushed and an investigation 
forced? 

It is perfectly clear that something 
has caused Fitzgerald to waver in his 
determination to oppose the candiducs 
of Mr. Moran. The other day when it 
was announced in a Boston psper that 
Mr. Fitzgerald had been in consulta- 
tion with former Governor Douglas for 
the purpose of urging him to allow the 
use of his name as a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for governor, 
the mayor lost no time In making fran- 
tic denials that he had done anything 
of the sort. He acted like a man in ab- 
ject fear of being struck by lightning. 

Others Also In Tight Place 

Moran men say that some of the 
other Democratic leaders are in as tight 
places as that occupied by the mayor. 
It has been known for several years 


that Colonel William A. Gaston Is in | 


control of the whole Democratic state 
machine, and a good many prominent | 
Democrats who belleve that Moran is 
unfit to be governor have urged bim to 
take off his coat and prevent his nomi- 
nation. Thus far there have been no 
visible signs that Colonel Gaston will | 
undertake anything of the sort. He has 
not yet announced his adherence to the 
Moran candidacy, but no one has heard 
him say anything in public in opposi- 
tion to the nomination of the district 
attorney. There are some wise politi- 
cians who infer that Colonel Gaston 
will not care to antagonize Mr. Moran. 

When Mr. Moran started out as a 
candidate for district attorney, among 
the planks of his platform was one 
which pledged him to hale before the 
grand jury the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way company, and he pledged himself 
that he would go into the subject of 
legislative expenditures to the fullest 
extent. Since then he has done noth- 
ing in that direction. It is intimated 
that be is holding this raatter over the 
beads of certain men in order that they 
may not be disposed to oppose his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic nomination. 
A number of the Democratic leaders in 
Massachusetts have large interests in 
this corporation. 

There is also a suspicion that the 
Democratic state committee will not be 
very strenuous in its opposition to Mo- 
ran, notwithstanding the fact that nine- 
tenths of its membership would be ex- 
tremely glad to consign him to Tophet 
if they were able by mere volition to de 
ro. But they too do not care to be in- 
terrogated by the district attorney be- 
fore the grand jury. 


Some Other Reasons Given. 

There are other reasons why manyof , 
the Boston Demociats who have no 
great regard for Moran are not tearing 
their clothes in an effort to prevent his 
gomination.

Publicity Did Some Good. 

Some months ago six offices in city 
hall were painted under the direction 
of Mayor Fitzgerald. When the bills 
came in they were for the amount of 
$3500. When the newspapers got hold 
of the bills there was considerable 
criticism of the amount, it being stated 
that it cost about one-fourth as much 
to do practically the same work at the 
state house. 

City hall Democrats, however, de- 
fended the bills as being moderate and 
reasonable and they were paid. 
The mayor was very much disturbed 
and there was much talk of having an 
expert painter come in, look over the 
work, and justify the expenditure. No 
reputable painter, however, could be 
induced to act as an expert in this con- 
nection, and consequently the plan fell 
through. Now, however, it has become 
very evident from recent events that 
the publicity given this painting graft 
has worked some good to taxpayers. 
Some 15 rooms in city hall have recent- 
ly been painted and the total bill was 
but $1902.25. These rooms were nearly 
us large as those included In the original 
contract, and from the fact that they 
average but slightly over $100 each, It 
is plainly evident that there was very 
little graft in the contract for anybody; 
for it cost two-thirds as much to paint 
the mayor's private office last Febru- 
ary as it did to paint the entire 15 rooms 
just now painted. The very fact that 
the bills for the recent painting were 
brought down to a reasonable limit is 
convincing evidence that there was a 
gigantic steal in the first job.

“The patient was as purple as a 
grape,” said the report. “Superintend- 
ent Knowles spread a small motor coy- 
er of canvas and removed the body to 
it, keeping up at the same time the 
bellows movement and friction by rub- 
bing the limbs. A fire was built and 
stones were heated, which in the course 
of thirty minutes were rolled in jack- 
ets and applied to the armpits, heart 
and soles of the feet.

“The first sign of life was observed 
after the life savers had worked on the 
patient for an hour and twenty min- 
utes,” says the report. “This was no- 
ticed when a hot stone was placed 
against the soles of the patient’s bare 
feet. The constant rubbing and artifi- 
cial respiration, with renewed applica- 
tions of hot stones, showed marked de- 
velopment of the condition of the pa- 
tient.

Excursion Steamer Emerged and 
Crashed Into Another 


PASSENGERS IN A PANIC 


Impact Was So Terrific That 
Vessels Remained Interlocked, 
Thus Rendering Safety From 
Sinking--No One Badly Hurt 


New York, July 20.—Two crowded 
excursion steamers were in collision 
last night in New York harbor off 
Staten Island, imperilling the lives of 
1500 persons, but neither in the crash 
itself nor in the wild panic which fol- 
lowed was anyone seriously Injured. 


The vessels were the Perseus of the 
Iron Steamboat company, bound for 
Coney Island, with 500 passengers on 
board, and the Thomas Patten of the 
Patten line, bound from Long Branch 
to New York, carrying 1000 passengers. 
The shrill whistles of the colliding 
steamers soon brought assistance from 
boats in the bay and the frightened pas- 
sengers were transferred as quickly as 
possible and brought to this city. 

The lower harbor was covered with a 
dense fog at the time of the collision 
and the two vessels were running at re- 
duced speed. When directly off St. 
George, S. I., the Patten crashed with 
terrific force into the port side of the 
Perseus, smashing the paddlewheel 
and box and tearing away much of the 
joiner work. The Patten’s bow and 
upper fore-decks were badly injured. 
The impact was so great that the vés- 
sels remained fast together. No effort 
was made by the Patten to break away, 
however, so it was felt that safety 
from sinking lay in the vessels remain- 
ing interlocked. 

When the Patten loomed suddenly 
out of the fog bank and it was seen 
that a collision was unavoidable, the 
passengers on the two vessels became 
frantic with fear. Just before the 
crash one man on the Perseus jumped 
overboard. He was quickly rescued, 
however. ' 

The crews of the two vessels were 
summoned to quarters and then the 
captains and officers went among the 
passengers in an effort to restore quiet. 
A hasty examination indicated that 
neither boat was in immediate danger 
of going down and the excursionists 
were assured of this fact. 

Meantime the whistles were calling 
assistance and, while the passengers 
were rushing about the decks, seeking 
relatives or friends, the excursion boat 
Commodore and a Staten Island mu- 
nicipal ferryboat ranged alongside. 
The transfer of passengers was quick- 
ly made and all were brought safely to 
the city. 

During the panic many women 
fainted and some were bruised, but not 
teriously. One of the passengers who 
landed from the Perseus deck said that 
he had seen two men jump overboard 
and he thought both were drowned. 
There was no confirmation of this, 
however. <A boat was quickly lowered 
from the Coney Island steamer and 
picked up the one man who did jump 
into the water. 


Hot Weather Affects Cavairymen 

Hoosick Falls, N. Y., July 20.—The 
Fifteenth United States cavalry from 
Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., comprising 650 
men and horses and a band of 28 pieces, 
pitched camp last evening at Hoosick 
The troops are enroute to the army 
maneuvers at Mount Gretna, Pa. Since 
the long march began the troops have 
encountered excessive heat and many 
cavalrymen haye been prostrated. 
Two horses fell dead on the road and 
nearly all of the horses show the ef- 
fects of the heat and long journey 
Several desertions are reported. 


Guatemaians Ciaim Victory 

Guatemala City, July 20.—The fol- 
lowing official account of the fighting 
at Platanar and Metapam July 17 is 
made public: The last two battles, 
fought before 5 o'clock Wednesday 
morning, July 18, when the armistice 
began, were won by the Guatemalans, 
who defeated the Salvadoreans in Meta- 
pam, completely destroying them. If 
a few remained in the fortifications at 
Platanar it was because the armistice 
which found them there was respected. 
Reports contradicting these facts are 
fals:. 


Tried to Bribe Aidermen 

Des Moines, July 20.—George Hippi, 
general manager of the Des Moines 
street railway, and A. M. Hamlock, 
manager of a big farm belonging to the 
company, were arrested, charged with 
attempting to bribe Alderman Hamery 
in an effort to secure the latter’s vote 
on a pending street railway franchise. 
They gave bond in the sum of $1000 
each.

Denver, July 20.—During the Elks’

mate. The temperature on the street 
while the snowballing was in progress 
was 85 degrees.

THE STREUB MURDER 


The selectmen of the town have offered 
a reward of $250 for information lead- 
ing to the arrest of the murderer of 
John Streub, the 12-year-old boy, 
whose body was found last Sunday in 
the woods near Housatonic. This ac- 
tion was contemplated several days 
ago, but was postponed. as the select- 
men had reason to think that an arrest 
would be made very shortly without 
the incentive of a reward. The de- 
velopments of the official investigation 
of the last few days, however, have 
been of little value, so the decision to 
announce the reward was reached. 

It is believed that the murder was 
committed on the morning of July 10. 
According to relatives of young Streub, 
he was absent from his home on the 
Monday night preceding, and the ef- 
forts of the detectives have been di- 
rected In part to finding out where 
the boy spent that night. This part of 
the investigation is conducted on the 
theory that the boy was killed by 
tramps, but the officers do not deny 
that they are conducting other lines of 
inquiry pointing in quite another. di- 
rection. 

Mother and Child Perished 

Malden, Mass., July 20.—Mrs. Louis 
Cohen, 33 years old, and her 5-year-old 
son, Benjamin, lost their lives in a 
fire which nearly destroyed a_ tene- 
ment house on Bryant street. Three 

other children were handed out the 
window to neighbors by Mrs. Cohen 
and saved, but the mother, it is thought. 
was overcompe by smoke while seeking 
her fourth child. Cohen, the father, 
was at his shoe store some distance off 
when the fire occurred, and was so 
overcome by the shock that he was 
taken to a hospital.

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1A BOON TO LABOR 


President Orders Strict Observ- 
ance of Eight-Hour Law 


AT INSTIGATION OF TAFT 


Unions Who Have Not Money to 
Engage In a Legal Struggle 
With Powerful Interests Are 
Backed by the Government 


Washington, July 20.—Action of the 
greatest importance to labor circles is 
contemplated in a direction given by 
the president to officers in charge of 
public works, at the instance of Secre- 


tary Taft. This is to employ the gov- 
ernment’s own officers to detect and 
punish violations of the law of 1892, 
providing that, except In cases of an 
emergency, work upon government 
buildings, ships and other properties 
shall be limited to eight hours each day 
for each workman. 

An effort was made by the forces of 
organized labor during the last session 
of congress to secure legislation to this 
end, but so effective was the opposition 
of the great contracting firms that ad- 
journment was had without any action, 
though the house committee on labor 
consumed ntany hours In listening to 
powerful arguments on both sides. 

Heretofore it has been the practice 
of executive officers, when complaint 
was made by labor unions, that the 
eight-hour law was being violated by 
contractors building ships, construct- 
ing publie buildings, engaged in river 
and harbor work and other public en- 
terprises, to reply that it was not their 
business; that the law was binding up- 
on the contractors and that if the labor 
unions felt aggrieved and knew of vio- 
lations of the law they should proceed 
against the offenders. The labor un- 
ions asserted that it was almost impos- 
sible for them to secure the necessary 
evidence and that they had not the 
money to engage in a legal struggle 
with powerful moneyed interests, 

Under the president's direction, 
every government officer in charge of 
or inspecting a public work in progress 
is to be directed to promptly report to 
the department of justice any viola- 
tions by contractors of the eight-hour 
law, and prosecution initiated by and 
at the expense of the government is to 
follow. 

The effect of the order upon the cost 
of government work is expected to be 
very great. It is known thatit has been 
almost the rule for government con- 
tractors to work their men 10 and 12 
and even more hours a day. If they 
cannot do this they assert that they 
must Increase by 20 or 25 percent the 
amount of their bids, so that congress 
must either increase by like percentage 
the appropriations for public works or 
must correspondingly reduce the 
amount of work authorized. 

It has been found that quite a num- 
ber of employes are not subject to the 
operations of the eight-hour law, being 
neither laborers nor mechanics—the 
classes referred in the act. Such are 
lock tenders on the western rivers, 
watchmen on river and harbor works, 
captains and crews of the numerous 
fleet of vessels of various kinds em- 
ployed In these works, draughtsmen, 
clerks, inspectors, paymasters and the 
like. Still, many thousand workmen 
In all parts of the country will be. af- 
fected by the new order of things for 
which the executive officers are now 
preparing. 


Mayor Johnson Turned Down 

Columbus, O., July 20.—The Demo- 
cratic state central committee met here 
and decided the state convention shali 
be held in Columbus on Aug. 21 and 22. 
Mayor Johnson of Cleveland wanted 
the convention held on Sept. 18 and 19. 
but his motion was defeated. Johnson 
also proposed the name of Mayor 
Dempsey of Cincinnati for temporary 
chairman, but the latter received only 
the votes of Johnson and the Cleveland 
member of the committee. 


Two Feud Leaders Kilied 

Lexington, Ky., July 20.—Jobn 
Thornberry and Richard Hall, leaders 
of the Hall faction of mountain feud- 
ists, were riding along a lonely moun- 
tain road when they were killed by a 
volley of rifle bullets poured at them 
from ambush. ‘Their murderers es- 
caped. Recently Thornberry married 
into the Hall family and his clansmen 
had sworn revenge, claiming that be 
had betrayed them. 


Five Men Reduced to Pulp 

Bluefield, W. Va., July 20.—As a re- 
sult of an explosion in the Dixon mine 
at Huger last night five mimers are 
dead and two were fatally injured. 
Their bodies were crushed almost to a 
pulp. The explosion was caused by 
the men hiuving a gasolene light in the 
bucket while descending, the light 
igniting an accumulation of gas. 


To Inquire Into Fire Losses 

New York, July 20.—In compliance 
with a resolution adopted by the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, Presi- 
dent Fessenden of that organization 
has appointed a committee to ascertain 
the adjustments of fire losses at San 
¥rancisco and whether the insurance 
companies deal justly with the victims 
of the recent disaster there.

THE THAW PAPERS 


Nearly All Turned Over to Prison- 
er’s Personal Attorney 


ONE BATCH IS RETAINED 


Relates to Recent Reports of 
Private Detectives Engaged on 


the Case--Mrs Thaw Makes 


Another Long Affidavit 


New York, July 20.—Peace apparent- 
ly bas been declared among the law- 
yers who at various times have repre- 
sented Harry K. Thaw since the night 
he shot and killed Stanford White on 
the Madison Square roof garden. For- 
mer Judge Olcott, of the tirm of Black, 
Olcott, Gruber & Bonynge, yesterday 
turned over to Clifford W. Hartridge, 
Thaw’s personal attorney, all the pa- 
pers he had in the case with the excep- 
tion of the reports of private detec- 
tives which have been made to him 
since the alleged murder was commit- 
ted. As a reason for retaining these 
Olcott sald there was a question in his 
mind as to whether they belonged to 
Thaw or to the person who paid for 
them. He did not indicate who the 
person was who paid for the detectives’ 
services. 

The turning over of the papers by Ol- 
eott undoubtedly will result in a dis- 
missal of the writ issued against his 
firm at the instance of Hartridge to 
show cause why the papers in the case 
should not be relinquished to Thaw’s 
present counsel. The writ is return- 
able today. 

Justice McLean, in the supreme 
court, yesterday heard arguments on 
the application of Thaw’s counsel for 
an absolute writ of prohibition di- 
rected against the district attorney and 
the July grand jury to stop the taking 
of testimony against Thaw without the 
prisoner being represented. Decision 
was reserved. 

Mrs. Harry Thaw, after visiting her 
husband in the Tombs yesterday, went 
to the office of Hartridge and made an- 
other long affidavit, giving a history of 
her life since the time she came to New 
York. Mrs. Thaw had previously made 
such a statement to Olcott. 

Mr. Hartridge called on Thaw late 
yesterday afternoon. When he came 
out of the Tombs he said: “There isn’t 
much that I can say at this time. We 
have all the necessary papers and Cer- 
taln letters that were in the office of 
Judge Olcott, and I believe that now 
everything will move along smoothly. 
Harry !s in a good frame of mind and 
apparently glad that his legal affairs 
have been straightened out at last.

Sewer Pipe Trust’s Admission 

Jamestown, N. Y., July 20.—The 
Sewer Pipe Trade association entered 
a plea of guilty to the charges of a se- 
eret contract to limit the production 
and control the territory and prices of 
sewer pipe before the federal grand 
jury in this city. Counsel for the asso- 
ciation submitted the proposition that 
rAther than submit to a proposed in- 
vestigation by the grand jury he would 
enter into an agreement whereby the 
association would be dissolved and go 
out of business. The proposition was 
accepted by the district attorney. 


Naval Militia Off Rockport 

Rockport, Mass., July 20.—Firing a 
salute of 13 guns to Rear Admiral 
Evans, the cruiser Brooklyn, which 
has on board a division of the Massa- 
chusetts naval militia, swept by Rock- 
port. Their salute to the rear admiral 
was answered by seven guns from the 
flagship, the battleship Maine, and all 
the warships made a lavish display of 
fluttering signal flags as the cruiser 
went past. 


Earthquake Reports Exaggerated 

Santa Fe., N. M., July 20.—Mayor 
Bursum of Socorro has issued a signed 
statement saying: “The reports re- 
garding the earthquake at Socorro have 
been exaggerated, the damage to date 
being limited to the falling and toppling 
over of loose chimneys and shaking of 
some of the walls of buildings not of a 
substantial character. The actual 
damage all round is very slight.” 


Big Whisky Warehouse Burned 

Dundee, July 20.—A disastrous fire 
broke out last night in the bonded ware- 
house of James Watson & Co., the larg- 
est concern of its kind in Scotland. 
Large quantities of blazing whisky ran 
into the streets. The loss is estimated 
at $1,250,000.

press trains of the big trunk lines of 
the United States will be entertained 
by vaudeville performances, ete., while 
being whirled across the country is b 
lieved by J. D. Brown, assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Erie rail- 
road, to be an innovation that will be 
undertaken by railroads in the near fu- 
ture, says the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
He believes that this radical departure 
is practical and that the road that inau- 
gurates it will fill a long felt want and 
will make a decided hit with the travel- 
ing public. 

“For several years,” said Mr. Brown 
recently, “all the big lines of the coun- 
try have been constantly vying with 
each other in equipping their fast 
through trains with all modern com- 
forts and conveniences in their effort to 
make the journeys of their patrons as 
pleasant and luxurious as possible. In 
this respect a number of the crack fii- 
ers have about reached perfection. But 
in spite of all the luxury and elegance 
with which some of these trains are 
equipped the traveler is obliged to pro- 
vide his own entertainment and amuse- 
ment. No matter how luxurious a car 
may be, most passengers usually find a 
long journey monotonous and tedious 
before they reach their destination and 
would hail with delight any form of 
amusement. 

“Take, for instance, the trip from Chi- 
cago to the Pacific coast. That journey 
takes about three days. Very few pas- 
sengers can amuse themselves all that 
time in reading, playing cards or look- 
ing at the scenery, and they would 
gladly welcome any diversion to break 
the monotony. It would be very easy 
to provide a theatrical performance or 
concert on a train. I bave seen it 
done, and it proved a big success. 

“It was on a special train in Texas 
in which a party of railroad officials 
were making a tour of the south. One 
end of a private car was fitted up as 
a stage, and the members of the party 
gave a minstrel performance. What 
was done to amuse those officials could 
be just as easily done to amuse regu- 
lar passengers, and the expense at- 
tached to such a project would, in my 
opinion, be very small in comparison 
to the great amount of added patron- 
age the road would derive from such 
an innovation. I am sure that many a 
talented actor and actress would of- 
ten gladly volunteer their services in 
exchange for transportation. I am 
convinced that such a plan for enter- 
taining travelers would meet with such 
success that in less than six months 
after it was inaugurated all the big 
trunk lines of the country would 
have it.”

An Instinct That Is Remarkably

that our pets almost invariably return 
to us from such unhappy experiences 
mere shadows of their former selves 
and in such wretched bodily condition 
that it is months before they regain 
their usual health and spirits. We 
blame the man in charge, poor feed, 
bad stabling, insufficient pasturage, 
etc., and overlook entirely the fact that 
it is our own fault and the direct result 
of heart hunger which no grass, grain 
or rooftree could entirely assuage. Of 
course the little used muscles have, 
from lack of exercise, shrunk and lost 
their firmness and plumpness; the crest 
has fallen from the same cause; “pov- 
erty lines’ appear in the quarters and 
shoulders; the tail and mane are all 
out of shape or all worn away; the feet 
stubbed off; the coat dingy and sun- 
burnt; the skin full of all manner of 
scars, cuts and abrasions; all these are 
the effect, not the cause, of the lack of 
bodily condition which is two-thirds 
due sheerly and solely, in the high 
bred, nervous, sensitive horse, to sim- 
ple homesickness.—Exchange.

Right-Hour Day 
On Public Work 


One of the Acts of*the Legislatrue of 
1906, which took effect on its passage 
was Chapter 517 to constitute eight 
hours a maximum day’s work for pub- 
lic employes. Representative Holtman 
furnishes the Ledger with a copy which 
reads : 

Section 1, Eight hours shall consti- 
tute a day’s work for all laborers, work- 
men and mechanics now or hereafter 
employed, by or on behalf of the Com- 
monwealtb, or of any coudty therein, or 
of any city or town which has accepted 
the provisions of section twenty of 
chapter one hundred and six of the Re- 
vised Laws; but in cases where a Sat- 
urday half-holiday is given the hours of 
labor upon the other working days of 
the week may be increased sufficiently 
to make a total of forty-eight hours for 
the week’s work. 

Section 2, Every contract, exclud- 
ing contracts for the purchase of mate- 
rial or supplies, to which the Common- 
wealth, or of any county therein, or of 
apy city or town which has accepted 
the provisions of section twenty of 
chapter one hundred and six of the Re- 
vised Laws is a party which may in- 
volve the employment of laborers, work- 
men or mechanics shall contain a stip- 
ulation that no laborer, workman or 
mechanic in the employ of the contract- 
or, sub-contractor or other person do- 
ing or contracting to do the whole ora 
part of the work contemplated by the 
contract shall be required to work more 
than eight hours in any one calendar 
day. 

Section 3. This act shall apply to all 
laborers, workmen or mechanics en- 
gaged upon any works which are or are 
intended to be the property of the Com- 
monwealth, or any county therein, or 
of any city or town which has accepted 
the provisions of section twenty of 
chapter one hundred and six of the 
Revised Laws, whether such laborers, 
workmen or mechanics are employed by 
public authority or by a contractor or 
other private person. 

Section 4. Any agent or official of 
the Commonwealth of any county, city 
or town who violates any provision of 
this act shall be subject to a penalty of 
fifty dollars for each offence. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act 
shall not apply to or effect contractors 
or sub-contractors for work, contracts 
for which were entered into prior to the 
passage of this act. 

Section 6. So much of any act as in- 
consistent herewith is hereby repealed,

Appeal for Less Hours. 


Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

{ would like to make an appeal to the 
grocers and provision dealers of Quincy 
in behalf of their clerks for shorter 
hours of labor, In view of the fact 
that mechanics work but eight hours 
per day or forty-eight hours per week, 
it seems hard tbat the employees in 
question should be oblighed to work an 
average of sixty six bours per week 
or eighteen hours each week more than 
the mechanic. The tendency of. the 
times is toward more time for recrea- 
tion and shorter hours of labor for all 
laboring people and why should not this 
apply to clerks as well as mechanics. 
If it isa necessity to keep the stores 
open later than 6 o'clock two evenings a 
week, why not close at 1 o’clock on 
Wednesday as is now done in Wollaston, 
or better yet, make your closing hours 
five o'clock instead of six. Open your 
hearts gentlemen and give your clerks a 
little time for something besides work 
and sleep from seven o'clock Monday 
morning until 10 o’clock Saturday night.

History of One of World’s Greatest Wrongs 


Twelve Years 


How the “Syndicate of Treason,” Which Condemned an innocent 
Man to Devil’s Island and All but Wrecked the French Repub- 
lic, Was Foiled at Last by Men Who Sacrificed 
Themsetves to the Cause of Justice 


{ ; 
Ts conditions prevailing in 
France in 1894 led to the ac- 
cusing and condemning of Cap- 
tain Alfred Dreyfus for treason 
in the alleged selling of military se 
crets to the German government, says 
the New York World. 

The first and underlying cause was 
@ violent agitation against Jews. 

The second was the discovery that 
somebody was furnishing information 
about army plans to Colonel Schwarz- 
koppen, the German military attache. 

The third was the personal unpopu- 
Sarity of Captain Dreyfus among his 
associates of the general staff. 

These things, combined with a ready 
mnscrupulousness on the part of cer- 
fain officers to manufacture evidence 
to bear out their prejudiced theories, 
fed to a concentration on the brilliant 
Jewish officer, his accusation, his 
quick trial and his deportation to a 
horrible imprisonment. 

The mills of justice grind slowly, 
but they grind sure. They have taken 
twelve years to formally establish an 
annocence in which the world at large 
fong has believed. If it is any satis- 
faction to the suffering man he can 
dook back upon the wreck of adminis- 
trations and aspiring politicians, the 
convulsion of the whole French nation 
in violent disturbance, the disgrace of 
@rmy officers of high rank and even 
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city of Paris. Between a file of men 
Dreyfus, in uniform and carrying a 
sword, was marched before General 
Darras. The verdict of the court mar- 
tial was read. An adjutant seized the 
captain’s sword and broke it across his 
knee. Then the insignia of rank were 
stripped from the condemned man’s 
uniform, and the general pronounced 
the words of degradation. 

“Viva la France!” cried Dreyfus in a 
loud voice. “You have degraded an in- 
nocent man. I swear I am innocent.” 

Around the square they marched him 
to parade his ignominy. His last cry 
was: 

“Tell the whole of France that I am 
innocent.” 

For more than four years Dreyfus 
was buried from the world—a prisoner 
on Devil's island, where he managed to 
survive horrible hardships, solitary 
confinement, chains, fever and his 
worst fear of all, insanity. 


His Life on Devil’s Island. 


In later years Dreyfus himself fur- 
nished the following description of his 
prison: “The stone hut destined for my 
use measured about thirteen yards 
square. The windows were grated. 
The door was of latticework, with sim- 
ple iron bars. Thijs door led to a little 
hallway, six feet square, entrance to 
which was closed by a solid wooden

upon the corpses of suicides that strew 
the path over which his “cause cele- 
bre” has slowly dragged to final vin- 
dication. 


Two Heroes In the Cause. 

Alongside of Dreyfus, the martyr, 
have stood two heroes whose names 
deserve to be indelibly linked with the 
Jove of truth and justice. 

One of them is Emile Zola, most 
noted of modern French novelists, 
now, alas, dead and unable to join in 
this final triumph. For simple love of 
truth he dared to take up the cause of 
a@ condemned man and defy govern- 
ment and army in his famous letter 
beginning “I accuse.” 
Was sentenced to heavy fine and im- 
prisonment and the loss of his Legion 
of Honor button. He fled into exile. 

The other man is Colonel Picquart, 
who sacrificed rank in the army, favor, 
fortune, fought duels and suffered 
months of imprisonment because he 
dared proclaim the guilt of his brother 
officers in condemning an innocent 
man. It was he who discovered the 
forgeries and the crimes that convicted 


Dreyfus and had the courage to stand | 


for the truth. He was cashiered in dis- 
grace, but the rehabilitation of the 
chief sufferer brings about his restora- 
tion. Without the discoveries made by 
Colonel Piequart while chief of the in- 
telligence bureau of the army it is 
doubtful whether the innocence of 
Dreyfus ever could haye been estab- 


lished. :

By day I had the right to go 
about in a treeless space of less than 
half an acre. The moment I left my 
hut I was accompanied by the guard, 
who was not to lose sight of a single 
one of my movements. The guard was 
armed with a revolver. Later on there 
were added to this a rifle and a car- 
tridge belt. I was forbidden to speak 
| to any one but the chief guard.” 

The sufferings of an innocent man in 

| such circumstances can scarcely be im- 
agined. They are reflected in these 
passages from his diary: 

“Until now I have worshiped reason. 
I have believed there was logic in 
| things and events. I have believed in 
} human justice. Anything that was ir- 
| rational and extravagant found diffi- 
cult entrance into my brain. Oh, what 
a breaking down of all my beliefs! 

“Since I landed a month ago I have 
| remained locked in my pen, with 
| closed blinds. Several times I all but 
went crazy. I had congestion of the 
brain. 

“And then I have never any news of 
my wife and children. Yet I know 

that since the 29th of March, nearly 
| three weeks ago, there have been let- 

ters for me at Cayenne. I have had 
them telegraph to Cayenne and to 

France for news of my dear ones. 
| There is no answer. 

“My days are interminable, every 
minute of every hour a long drawn out 
weariness. I am incapable of any 
considerable physical exertion. More- 
over, from 10 in the morning until 3 
in the evening the heat makes it-4im- 


possible for me to go out. { cannot 
work at my English all day long—my 
brain will not stand it—and I have 
nothing to read. : 

“These sleepless nights are fearful. 
I manage to get through the days be- 
cause I am occupied with the thousand 
and one details of material life.” 

In 1899 the steadily working forces 
of truth and justice began to estab- 
lish his innocence, 

In all European countries, especially 
in bitterly hostile France and Ger- 
many, it was the custom for the diplo- 
matic embassies to spy out as many 
military secrets as could be by bribes, 
stealing and lying. Each military at- 
tache had a retinue of sneaking hire- 
lings to obtain plans of fortresses, new 
arms and mobilization. In 1804 the 
German attache in Paris was Colonel 
Schwarzkoppen. He was buying infor- 
mation, although ambassadors were 
mutually pledged to do nothing of this 
kind. The intelligence office of the 
French army was keeping watch on 
the German embassy to discover its 
sources of information. 


The Famous “Bonlereau.” 


Mme. Bastien, a scrubwoman in the 
embassy, was under pay of the intelli- 
gence office to save all scraps of paper, 
which were pieced together by Major 
Henry. One day in the summer of 
1894 she turned in a piece of paper 
which afterward became known as the 
famous “bordereau.” It was alleged 
to have been found in Colonel Schwarz- 
koppen’s wastebasket and read: 

“Being without information as to 
whether you desire to see me, I send 
you nevertheless, monsieur, some in- 
teresting information, viz: 

“4 note concerning the hydraulic 
brake of the 120 and the way the gun 
is managed. A note upon the troupes 
de couverture; some modifications will 
be carried out according to the new 
plan. A note concerning a modification 
in the formations of artillery. A note 
relative to Madagascar. The proposed 
manuel de tir of the field artillery. 

“This document is exceedingly diffi- 
cult to get hold of, and I can only have 
it at my disposal for a few days. The 
minister of war has distributed a cer- 
tain number of copies among the 
troops, and the corps are held responsi- 
ble for them. Each officer holding a 
copy is required to return it after the 
maneuvers. 

“Therefore if you will glean from it 
whatever interests you and let me 
have it again as soon as possible I will 
manage to obtain possession of it, un- 
less you would prefer that I have it 
copied in extenso and send you the 
copy. I am just starting for the ma- 
neuvers.” 


Searching For Author of Letter. 


General Mercier, minister of war; 
General Boisdeffre, chief of the general 
staff; Colonel Sandherr, head of the in- 
telligence department; Major Henry, 
his assistant, and other high officers 
began a search to discover the author 
of this treasonable letter. They com- 
pared many handvwritings and finally 
suspicion pointed to Dreyfus, merely 
because some of the writing resembled 
his style. 

Dreyfus was not a dashing army of- 
ficer. He was more the brilliant stu- 
dent. He was a Jew. He spoke with 
a German accent. He had a haughty 
demeanor and associated little with his 
military companions. He was keen, 
studious, exceedingly retentive in mem- 
ory, a tremendous worker and exceed- 
ingly precise. More than this, he was 
wealthy and rather too self confident. 

There was absolutely no other evi- 
dence against Dreyfus than this simi- 
larity in handwriting; but, blinded by 
prejudice, all the chiefs, from Mercier 
down, were ready to pronounce him 
guilty immediately. More than this, 
the unscrupulous Henry was ready to} 
secretly forge additional documents 
whenever needed in emergency, and bis 
associate with the comic opera name 
of Major Du Paty de Clam joined in 
schemes of inquisition. 

It was Paty de Clam who arrested 
Dreyfus after getting him to write | 
sample letters through a subterfuge. | 
It was Paty de Clam who conducted 
the searches of papers and formulated 
the evidence for the trial. He secured 
the noted criminologist and expert Ber- 
tillon to make comparisons of hand- 
writing and decide that Dreyfus wrote | 
the original bordereau. But all the 
scientific knowledge of the great : 

| 


tillon and his handwriting tests in this 
case are now thrown into the dust by 
the revelations of simple truth. 

It cannot be said that there was a 
preconceived conspiracy to entrap and 
convict Dreyfus. But when the sus- 
picion against him arose the men in 
the army staff who disliked him were 
only too ready to condemn him. 


Wave of Anti-Semitism. 


The wave of anti-Semitism then agi- 
tating France helped pile prejudice 
upon his head. The army chiefs were 
overjoyed that the traitor in their 
midst had been “caught.” Many of 
the Paris newspapers shrieked for ven- 
geance. The victim’s conviction was 
a foregone conclusion. His family 
tried hard to save him and Dreyfus 
valiantly maintained his innocence, but 
to no purpose. The secret court mar- 
tial, on Dec. 29, 1894, condemned him | 
for life to Devil's isle. 

The German embassy was in an em- 
barrassing position. It knew that 
Dreyfus was not the officer with whom 
dealings were had, but, being guilty | 

of seeking secret information, it could | 

say nothing. The most that could be! 
done was to publish semi-official notes | 
in newspapers that Germany had taken 
no part in the affair. On the other 
hand, the French army officers could 
not proclaim their source of informa- 
tion, for that would reveal how the 
torn scraps of paper were stolen from 
the embassy. So to Devil's isle, off the 
coast of South America, poor Dreyfus 
was sent, and there he suffered tor- 
tures designed to quickly end his life. 
(In the meantime in France truth, 


though crushed to earth, was rising | 
again. 

The Dreyfus family began system- 
atic work in establishing the convict’s 
innocence. His brother, Mathew Drey- 
fus, spared neither time nor money in 
the great undertaking. It was slow 
and disappointing at first. Everything 
was hidden in the secret archives of 
the war department. The campaign 
began with the rousing of public opin- 
ion, and within a year France began 
to be torn by bitter controversy that 
embroiled the government itself. 

In 1896 a new man was at the head 
of the intelligence office in the person 
of Lieutenant Colonel Picquart, one of 
the youngest and most brilliant men in 
the army. One day the same Mme.

The Farmer's Individualism, 

Farming is virtually the only great 
series of occupations that is unorgan- 
ized, unsyndicated, unmonopolized, un- 
controlled, except as it is dominated 
by natural laws of commerce and the 
arbitrary limitations imposed by organ- 
ization in other business. In a time 
of extreme organization and subordina- 
tion of the individual the farmer still 
! retains his traditional individualism 
and economic separateness. His en- 
tire scheme of life rests on intrinsic 
earning by means of his own efforts. 
The scheme in most other businesses 
is to make profits, and these profits are 
often nonintrinsic and fictitious, as, for 
example, in the habit of gambling in 
stocks, in which the speculator by 
mere shrewdness turns over his money 
to advantage, but earns nothing in the 
process and contributes nothing to 
civilization in the eifort. If the farm- 
er steps outside his own realm he is 
met on one side by organized capital 
and on the other by organized labor. 
He is confronted by fixed earnings. 
What he himself secures is a remainder 
left at the end of a year’s business.— 
Century. 


The Alps Will Be Washed Away. 

The Alps, from a geological point of 
view, are very recent. The Welsh 
hills, though, comparatively speaking, 
insignificant, are far more ancient. 
They had been mountains for ages and 
ages before the materials which now 
compose the Rigi or the Pilatus were 
deposited. Indeed, we may say that 
it is because they are so old that they 
have been so much worn down. The 
Alps themselves are crumbling and 
being washed away, and if no fresh 
elevation takes place the time will 
come when they will be no loftier than 
Snowdon or Helvellyn. They have al- 
ready undergone enormous denudation, 
and it has been shown that from the 
summit of Mont Blane some 10,000 or 
12,000 feet of strata have been already 
removed. Denudation began as soon 
as the land rose above the sea and the 
main river valleys were excavated.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.

If 
a native is bringing turtles north he 
nails them fast to the deck by their 
flippers. Strange creatures that they 
are, they appear to suffer little under 
such cruel treatment. 

“The calipee and calipash are re- 
spectively the flesh from the breast 
and the back of the green turtle, tid- 
bits which, I have heard epicures say, 
are unequaled in the earth beneath, 
the heavens above or the waters under 
the earth. This meat is superlatively 
rich, delicate and tender. 

“Live green turtle fetches wholesale 
from a dime to a quarter a pound. 
What makes the meat so expensive in 
the end is that out of a 140 pound fish 
you'll only get two pounds of calipee 
and one of calipash. 

“Several times when there has been 
a tight turtle market the chefs of mil- 
lionaires and of certain extravagant 
hotels have offered me $1 a pound for 
live turtles. At that rate your calipee 
and calipash would come to quite $50 
a pound.”—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

LIGHTHOUSES. 


The First of Them Was One of the 
World's Seven Wonders, 

The first Highthouse of which there is 
any record in history was built by 
Ptolenfy Philadelphus about 306 B. C. 
It was a tower on which wood fires 
were kept biazing at night. It was 
built on Pharos, a small island in the 
bay of Alexandria, and was one of the 
seven wonders of the world. It is an 
interesting fact that the modern French 
and Spanish names for lighthouse—the 
one being phare, the other faro—still 
preserve the memory of the island 
where the first attempt at seacoast il- 
lumination was located. The ruined 
tower in Dover castle, England, erect- 
ed about A. D. 44, is claimed by some 
authorities to have been built for a 
lighthouse, upon which an enormous 
wood fire was kept burning. 

The lighthouse on the southern end 
of the island of Conanicut, at the 
mouth of Narragansett bay, is said te 
be the oldest in the United States. The 
present structure is comparatively 
modern, but the first one was erected 
in 1750, and for nearly 100 years pre- 
vious a watchtower, with a beacon 
fire, had existed at the same point. 

The lighthouse bears the odd name 
of Beaver Tail. The southern portion 
of Conanicut island is shaped something 
like a beaver, with its tail pointing

MEAT CONDITIONS 


Supplementary Report Issued by 
Secretary Harrington 


|BIG PLANTS ARE CLEAN. 


Room For Improvement In Small 
Slaughterhouses, Sausage Fac- 
tories and Canning Establish- 
ments In Bay State 


Boston, July 21.—As a supplement to 
his recent strong report on canned 
meats, Dr. Charles Harrington, secre. 
tary of the state board of health, has 
issued a report on the slaughterhouses, 
packing establishments and sausage 
factories of Massachusetts. Under the 
eaption “The Slaughterhouses, Pack- 
ing Establishments and Sausage Fac- 
tories of Massachusetts,” the report 
says: 

“The public mind has lately been 
much disturbed by the revelations con- 
cerning conditions which obtaix in cer- 
tain of the packing houses of the west, 
and questions have repeatedly been 
asked concerning the condition of the 
establishments within this common- 
wealth. 

“All of the large establishments and 
s number of small slaughterhouses, the 
latter chiefly in the country districts, 
have been examined. The larger 
plants and a number of the small! ones 
are beyond criticism. The great ma- 
jority, however, of the small slaughter- 
houses examined in the rural districts 
are kept in anything but a sanitary con- 
dition.” 


The report dtscusses the more im- 
portant slaughtering and packing 
houses, paying special attention to the 
hog-house, killing room, hog coolers, 
cutting and trimming rooms, to the 
sausage manufacturing, the prepara- 


tion of sausage casing, the curing cei- 
lars, to the soaking and washing of 
hams, to the offal and rendering de- 
partment, to beef salting, the prepara- 
tion of pigs’ feet and to oleo ol] making. 

The questions of ventilation and 
sanitation entered largely into the ex- 
amination of the plants, special atten- 
tion being paid to the condition of the 
help employed and spitting in the work- 


rooms. Under the head of “Sausage 
Factories and Canning  Establish- 
ments,” the report says: 


“The conditions obtaining in the es- 
tablishments examined are, in the main, 
quite satisfactory, but in some in- 
stances there is much room for im- 
provement, especially in the matter of 
dirty floors, promiscuous spitting and 
treatment of meats which fall on the 
floor.” 

In the following manner the report 
discusses the sausage factories and 
eanning establishments which have de- 
cidedly objectionable conditions, and 
the names of which are withheld by 


the board; for the present at least, 
pending improvements: 

< company, Bos- 
ton, manufacturers of sausage and! 


smoked hams. 

“The several workrooms are fairly 
well lighted and ventilated. 
in which the meat is trimmed and cut 
is dingy. The floor is covered with 
sawdust, which is swept up daily; it is 
washed once a week. 


“The meat grinding and sausage- 
stuffing room has lately been white- 


washed. The floor is said to be washed 
daily, but on the day of examination it 
Was greasy and blackened. The tubs 
used for holding meat are lined with 
galvanized iron which has become 


cleaning impossible. 

“The smoking and boiling room has 
a floor which is partly concrete and 
partly wood. It is said to be washed 
daily, but at the time of visit was very 
black and dirty and, in places, also 
muddy. The water closet in the corner 
of the room ventilates directly into the 
room. 

“Much spitting was observed 
throughout the plant, and it was no- 
ticed that meat which fell to the floor 
was thrown back into the barrel with- 
out being cleaned. The employes have 
a healthy appearance.” 


American Meats Practically Excluded 
3erlin, July 21.—The government 
has decided to enforce new and more 
stringent inspection laws in the case 
of American packed products, begin- 
ning Sept. 15. The new regulations 
provide that cuts of fresh beef from 
abroad shall be examined to see if the 
glands bear tuberculosis symptoms. If 
they do the meat will not be admitted. 
Inasmuch as American refrigerated 
meat has the glands removed prior to 
shipment, the regulations will prac- 
tically exclude American meat from 
Germany. The government will also 
stop the shipment of American canned 
meats to the troops in South Africa. 


Wilson Finds Improvement 

Washington, July 21.—Secretary 
Wilson, who returned yesterday from 
his tour of inspection of the packing 
houses of the central west, says he 
found conditions there steadily im- 
proving. He announces that early next 
week he will make public the rules that 
are to govern the inspection of meat 
and meat products under the new law. 
The rules, he says, will be simple, and 
he hopes incapable of misinterpreta- 
tion.

John E. Madden, whose name has 
been one to conjure with on the run- 
ning turf for the last five years, has 
decided to go back to his first loye— 
the light harness horse—and to head his 
stud has selected the stallion Prince 
Selma, 2:10%, a son of Bow Bells. 

Madden hails from Bethlehem, Pa., 
and from boyhood to his present age, a 
shade over forty, he has been fond of 
good horses of all gdrts.

perience as an owner and breeder was 
with the trotters, about two decades 


ago. His early turf star was Class 
Leader, a gray gelding that could trot 
around 2:20. Madden liked Class Lead- 
er and was impressed with the fact 
that his dam was the old time race 
mare Tackey, that had also produced 
the trotters Pilot Boy, 2:20; Naiad 
Queen, 2:2044, and the stallion Pilot 
Medium, that was then beginning to 
shine as a wonderful sire of speed. 
Madded decided that Pilot Junior blood 
was the thing, but there was no chance 
to act on the conviction just then, 
writes Henry Ten Eyck White. 

He went on buying trotters and rac- 
ing them, possibly the best of his string 
being Suisun, 2:18%. She was by Blec- 
tioneer and cost a lot of money; also 
she raced badly at times, but Madden 
finally sold her and got out even. Splan 
and Turner did the training and driy- 
ing for Madden, and from those ora- 
cles Madden, who had been an athlete 
in his youth, with a chip on his shoulder 
to run 100 yards against any amateur, 
began storing up ideas on how to pre 
pare horses for high class racing.

simply were jumping for the blood. 

At this time Madden, hardly more 
than a boy in years, learned that one 
of the sons of Waterwitch, a stallion

Warder and Waterloo, had been sold 
several years before to an English 
breeder. Guarded inquiry resulted in 
the whereabouts of the horse being 
ascertained, and on the next steamer 
Madden started to buy the expatriated 
trotter, the trip being the first of the 
kind on record. Reaching England, he

found that the American trotter was 
being advertised as a horse that sired 
colts of the best hackney type—this in 
a district where there were plenty of 
pure bred hackney stallions. But War- 
lock’s colts were getting business for 
him. Following the hackney fashion, 
Warlock’s tail had been docked, and 
he came back to America looking little 
like a trotting bred nag. Madden sold 
him at a fine profit right away and 
then began paying attention to the run- 
ning horse game. 

He saw there was money in it for a 
smart horseman with some capital, and 
in the quadruple capacity of owner, 
breeder, buyer and seller he made a 
wonderful success. Ballyhoo Bey, 
Yankee, Plaudit and other colts that 
he got ready to race were sold at fabu- 
lous prices to eastern millionaires.

They Are Simply Caused by a Desire 
For More Breath. 

The sigh, which from tinle immemo- 
rial and by all the poets whoever sung 
has been regarded as a matter of sen- 
timent and connected with the emo- 
tions, is declared by physicians to be 
as purely a physical phenomenon as is 
the sneeze or cough. A well known 
Philadelphia doctor, speaking of this 
the other day, explained that the sigh 
is nature’s method of making one take 
a deep breath. When the lungs have 
been getting insufficient air a sigh is 
the means by which they are replenish- 
ed, or when the air has been impure 
the sigh which one often takes in step- 
ping out into the open air is from the 
same cause. 

The doctor admitted that people 
sometimes sigh from sorrow or other 
mental ill, but maintained that this is 
partly because it has been accepted as 
the expression of grief through ages as 
long as kissing and handshaking have 
been accepted as signs of affection or 
friendship. Another reason why a sigh 
follows a sorrowful thought Is that 
such thoughts are often concentrated 
and intense enough to cause insuffi- 
cient breathing. When the lungs suf- 
fer for a certain time from this insuf- 
ficiency the sigh follows. Sighs are 
often caused, too, says the same au- 
thority, by certain sorts of indigestion.

QUINCY, 


G. §. Webster 
Of East Milton 
Passes Away 
Suddenly 


Granville S. Webster of East Milton, 
who was principal of the Willard school 
at West Quincy about 1870, died sud- 
denly on Saturday evening at his home 
on Adams street, having sustained a 
shock in the afternoon. 

Mr. Webster was for many years a 

well known figure in Milton, and was 
chairman of the board of registrars of 
that town for several years, and was 
also a member of the school committee, 
baviug served as chairman for two 
years. He is survived by a widow and 
two daughters. 
Mr. Webster for more than 30 years 
was connected with the Eliot grammar 
school in the North end, Boston,2n1 for 
the past 11 years master of the school. 

He was born at Chelmsford, Nov. 27, 
1833. Ue was educated in the common 
schools of that place and subsquently 
attended the Merrimac Institute in New 
Hampshire, where be graduated with 
high honors. He began his career by 
teaching in the country schools and 
then went to Milton where for seven 
years he was master of the East gram- 
mar school, 

He resigned that position and entered 
mercantile life, but after a few years 
went back to teaching, which was un- 
mistakably his calling, and became prin- 
cipal of the Willard school of Quincy. 
More than 30 years ago he was called to 
the Eliot school which he entered as 
usher, under Samuel W. Mason. 

Tie office of usher, now long ob- 
solete, was a peculiar one. There were 
in those days, headmasters, submasters 
and ushers. The term was common in 
schools then. [t was probably bor- 
rowed from England, where it was the 
duty of the usher to administer flog- 
gings. 

Afterwards he was appointed sub- 
master of the school, which position he 
held until 1895, when the school board 
promoted him to be master. 

During bis 30 years of service at the 
school Mr. Webster was not tardy, and 
he was absent from bis post of duty 
but two days, one occasion being the 
burial of his father, and the other the 
burial of bis mother. It is noteworthy 
that during the early days when the 
‘*nine-year rule’? was in vogue, which 
entitled the teachers who has served 
nine years in the city schools a year’s 
leave of absence at half-pay, that he 
never took advantage of this privilege. 

In an interview in 1895, when promo- 
ted to the position of master of the 
Eliot, he said: 

“People—my friends—have often 
asked me why I have been content tu 
stay here in the old Eliot so lung. One 
of the compensations of my calling, of 
this place, is the kindly greeting, the 
smile of recognition, of the boy grown 
to manhood who, perhaps, I but dimly 
remember, but to whom it seems a 
pleasure to recall to my mind the days 
when he was my pupil and to tell me of 
the place he has made Yor himself in 
the world, and what his partis in the 
great life of the city. While I know 
that from the environment in which 
many of the pupils of my schovl are 
coming to manhood some must go to 
the bad, yet what a satisfaction it is 
that others will go upand up and up! 
And it is my experience that those who 
advance, almost from the slums, ad- 
vance rapidly. I ask but little more 
than to know that I may have had some- 
thing to do inthe formation of these 
stropger characters. ,’

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He Issues a Ukase For Dissolu- 


tion of Parliament 


CAUSES CONSTERNATION 


St Petersburg Practically Under 
Martial Law--Police Prefect 
and Provincial Governors Are 
Petty Dictators--Bloody Up- 


rising Not Unlikely 

St. Petersburg, July 23—With the 
imperial ukase dissolving parliament, 
which was promulgated early Sunday 
morning, the curtain rose upon pos- 
sibly the last act in the great drama 
of the Russian revolution. The people 
and the government now stand face to 
face, and upon the loyalty of the army 
depends the immediate issue. 

Even should the government, how- 
ever, succeed in “getting on the lid,” 
the victory probably will only be tem- 
porary and simply confine the stem of 
the final explosion. No one doubts the 
severity of the storm which will arise 
in the country in response to the czar’s 
dispersal of the men whom he wel- 
comed two months ago in the winter 
palace as the “best men in Russia,” but 
the die Is cast. The government has 
elected to fight and the capital bears 
eloquent testimony of the preparations 
made to repress the masses by force. 
The city is packed with soldiers and 
resembles an armed camp. 

The work of gathering in revolution- 
ary agitators began immediately after 
the ukase placing St. Petersburg in “a 
state of extraordinary security” ‘was 
promulgated, and hundreds of arrests 
were made before daylight. 

The powers conferred upon M. Vou 
Der Launitz, prefect of police, and M. 
Zinovieff, governor of the province, are 
little short of petty dictators. Searches 
and arrests can be made without pro- 
cess of law, newspapers forced to sus- 
pend publigation and persons deported 
by administrative order without trial. 
Public and private meetings are for- 
bidden. Those arrested may, if it is de- 
sired, be tried by military courts and 
summarily executed. The only real 
difference between “extraordinary se- 
curity” and full martial law is that 
power is exercised by the so-called 
civil instead of military authority. The 
general expectation is that the peas- 
antry, expecting the dispersal of parlla- 
ment as the final blow to their hopes, 
will rise en masse. 

The proletariat organizations have 
been preparing for months for just 
such provocation to declare open wiur. 
It is impossible to describe the con- 
sternation with which the Constitu- 
tional Democrats learned the news. 
Although it had been bruited for the 
past three days, the ukase was re- 
ceived by them in blank amazement. 

The government undoubtedly cal- 
culated on catching the opposition off 
its guard, but, if it expected to strike 
terror to the hearts of the members 
of parliament, it has failed signally. 
After a hurried secret conference it 
was decided, on account of the possi- 
bility of the meeting being broken up 
and the members arrested, that they 
go immediately to Finland and decide 
upon the future course to be pursued, 
and small groups left yesterday after- 
noon and evening by train. It seems 
probable that Finland, in future Rus- 
sian history, will become synonymous 
with “the tennis court” of the French 
revolution. 

The Constitutional Democrats 
Intellectuals generally recognize 
they have no weapon with which to 
fight the government bayonets. The 
initiative, therefore, will naturally fall 
to the proletariat. This the Social 
Democrats end the group of toil in 
parliament all along have recognized, 
and the most elaborate preparations 
have been made to repeat the tactics of 
last fall and paralyze the country with 
a general strike. But the plans at this 
time have been perfected with much 
more deliberation and involve not only 
the paralysis of cities, telegraphs, rail- 
roads and all means ®f communication 
thronghout the empire, but a complete 
strike of peasants in the country as 
well. They confidently believe the 
loyalty of the troops has been so shaken 
that the military supports of the govern- 
ment will give way and that when put 
to the test the army will be divided 
against itself. 

A council of workmen’s deputies al- 
ready has been elected at Moscow and, 
with a similar council here in conjune- 
tion with the group of toil of parlia- 
ment, a rising of the people will be engi- 
neered. 

While M. Stelypin, who succeeds M. 
Goremykin as premier, undoubtedly is 
a much stronger man than his prede- 
cessor, he probably will be unequal to 
the task of piloting the country through 
the revolutionary upheayal which Is 
just ahead and the general belief is that 
a dictatorship must come soon. 

That vacillation existed at Pe- 
terhof even to the last moment is evi- 
dent from the fact that two drafts of

Careful Search of Woods For 
Body of Miss Goodell 


UPPER POND DYNAMITED 


Theory That Girl Is Alive and 
Well Is Gaining Ground--It Is 
Thought That She May Have 
Eloped or Was Kidnapped 


Belchertown, Mass., July 23.—A 
thorough search of the woods and fields 
bordering upon the Upper pond by 
nearly 100 men failed to bring to light 
the slightest trace of Miss Winzola 
Goodell, who has been missing from 
her home since the afternoon of July 
6. Two searching parties, under the 


general direction of High Sheriff Clark 
of Northampton, headed by a number 
of his Hampshire county deputies, and 
made up of residents of this immediate 
nelghborhood, started from the pond 
about 10 o’clock Sunday morning and, 
going In opposite directions around the 
pond, carefully examined every foot of 
territory that might afford a resting 
place for the missing girl’s body. A 
section of country fully five miles in 
length was covered, but nothing was 
found to reward the search. 

The parties returned about 2 o’clock, 
and the work of dynamiting the pond, 
in the hope of dislodging the girl's 
body in case it should be imbedded in 
the soft bottom, was at once begun. 
This was in charge of experts in the 
use of dynamite from out of town, and 
the work was witnessed from the shore 
by hundreds of peopla Several heavy 
charges were exploded, but, although 
large quantities of mud and debris 
were loosened from the bottom by the 
shocks, no trace of the body or any of 
the girl’s clothing was found. Per- 
sons were also engaged all day in drag- 
ging the pond with grappling irons, but 
they met with no better success. 

Wesley Goodell, father of the miss- 
ing girl, stated that should the dyna- 
mite test prove unavailing he should 
abandon further search of the pond, 
at least for the present. 

A. B. Hedges of Housatonic, a mem- 
ber of the district police, has arrived 
here to assist District Officer McKay, 
who is making an investigation into 
the girl’s disappearance. 

There are a number of theories as te 
the cause of the girl’s prolonged ab- 
sence, and many reject the murder or 
drowning theories, believing that the 
girl is still alive and well. Yesterday’s 
developments have served to strength- 
en them in this belief. 

The failure to find any trace of the 
body by the thorough search made of 
the pond and the country surrounding 
it tends to strengthen the opinion which 
has been held by Sheriff Clark that the 
girl may have gone away in the mys- 
terious carriage which was seen near 
the pond on the afternoon of her disap- 
pearance. 

Miss Ida Jewett of Pelham saw a 
bay horse attached to a top buggy 
standing in the woods near the shore 
of the pond as she was on her way 
from Pelham to the railroad station. 
She saw nothing of the Goodell girl at 
this time, but about an hour later, as 
she was returning toward Pelham, she 
saw Miss Goodell as she (Miss Jewett) 
was walking up the hill road near the 
pond. 

Miss Goodell turned off toward the 
pond and Miss Jewett kept on. As she 
passed the place where the horse and 
buggy had stood, she noticed that the 
team had disappeared. This was at 
some little distance from the place 
where she passed Miss Goodell. On 
reaching another point from which she 
could overlook the pond, Miss Pelham 
noticed the boat which Miss Goodell 
usually rowed in lying close under the 
bank. There was no one in it at that 
time. 

The theory that supposes Miss Good- 
ell went away in a team Is based on the 
idea that the girl either eloped or was 
kidnapped. 


Suicide Almost Followed Drowning 

Buffalo, July 23.—James Craid sat 
fishing on a dock on the Niagara river 
with his son, Marvin, 10 years old. 
Suddenly the boy toppled into the wa- 
ter and was drowned. The father, 
crazed with grief, drew a large knife 
and attempted to commit suicide. A 
sailor on a vessel moored to the dock 
leaped to where Craid sat and wrested 
the knife from him before he had seri- 
ously injured himself. 


Rescued From Sinking Ship 

New York, July 23.—Steamer New 
York rescued the crew of the Norwe- 
gian bark Undal on July 19. Bleyen 
men were taken from the ship by a 
boat’s crew of the New York. The 
Undal was in a waterlogged condition 
and liable to sink at any moment. Her 
crew was worn out from constant ia- 
bor at the pumps. 


Lady Curzon’s Body Removed 

London, July 23.—The body of Lady 
Curzon was removed yesterday to 
Kedleston for burial. When the coffin 
was borne from Carlton house terrace 
and placed in the hearse the blinds in 
the neighboring residences were drawn 
and spectators uncovered. 


Skul! Was Fractured 

Hartford, July 23.—William Me 
Grath, who was injured by being 
thrown from a runaway car on a sceni¢ 
railway. at Luna park Saturday night, 
died yesterday as a result of his in- 
juries. He received a compound frac- 
fure of the skull. — . 


STRUCK DOWN WITH SPIKE 


Theory Now Held by Investiga- 
tors of the Streub Murder 

Great Barrington, Mass., July 23.— 
The belief of the authorities that John 
Streub, the 12-year-old boy whose body 
was found in the woods near here a 
week ago, was killed by blows on the 
head delivered from behind witb a rail- 
road spike, has been strengthened by a 
minute examination of the spike 
found near the body. Microscopic ex- 
amination of this spike, which was dis- 
covered Saturday, showed minute 
spots of red which seemed to differ 
from the rust with which the imple- 
ment was covered. Two hairs which 
are thought to have come from a human 
skull and which correspond in shade 
with the light brown hair of the dead 
boy were also found adhering to the 
spike. A shred, apparently of cloth, 
found on the weapon leads the police 
to think that po Was struck first 
through his cay and that a _ second 
and possibly more deadly blow was 
delivered after the cap had fallen from 
his head. 

A chemical test of the spots found 
upon the spike will be made immedi 
ately and it Is practically certain that 
the body of young Streub will be ex- 
humed to permit of a more thorough 
examination of his wounds. The sum- 
moning of witnesses for the coroner's 
inquest, which will probably be held on 
Tuesday, has begun. 


Baby Alone Survived 

Portsmouth, R. L., July 23.—By the 
eapsizing of a small sailing skiff Mr 
and Mrs. Joseph Anthony of this town 
and their daughter, aged 4 years, were 
drowned, while their baby, aged 1 year, 
who was the only other occupant of the 
boat, was saved. The baby was 
strapped in a small go-cart and au oar 
became wedged between the axles and 
the body of the carriage. When the 
boat capsized the baby floated secure- 
ly In its go-cart sustained by the oar. 
The baby was apparently uninjured by 
the wetting it received. Joseph An- 
thony was a prosperous farmer of 
Portsmouth and was 35 years old. 


Disaster on Gasolene Launch 

Middletown, Conn., July 23.—As a 
result of the burning of the power 
launch Kittie M., just above East Had- 
dam in the Connecticut river, William 
Hayes was drowned, another is se 
verely burned and eight others were 
more or less seriously burned. The 
boat was practically ruined and was 
abandoned. The fire was started by 
one of the men throwing a match which 
he had used to light a cigar into the 
bottom of the launch, and as a result 
the gasolene, which supplied the mo 
tive power for the launch, was ignited

Chatham, Mass., July 23.—Four 
members of the crew of the fishing 
schooner Hussar of Beverly, who were 
separated from their vessel and lost in 
the fog 20 miles from Pollock Rip 
lightship Saturday morning while tend- 
ing trawls, reached here yesterday in 
their dory. They came from the Pol 
lock Rip lightship, which they reached 
after rowing all day with no food and 
very little water. They were none the 
worse for their experience when they 
reached here.

Russell Sage Dies Unexpectedly 


at His Summer Home 


HE MADE VAST FOR'IUNE 


Began Career as Errand Boy 
and Soon Became Prominent 

Political 

and Railroad Magnate 


Merchant, Leader 


New York, July 23.—Russell Sage 
died suddenly at his country home, 
Cedarcroft, at Lawrence, L. I. The im- 
mediate cause of death was heart fail- 
ure, resulting from a complication of 
diseases incident to old age. The vet- 
eran financier would have celebrated 
his 90th birthday on Aug. 4. At noon 
yesterday he was seized with a sinking 
spell and collapsed rapidly, falling into 
unconsciousness about two hours be- 
fore bis death, which occurred at 4:30 
o'clock. 

The funeral services will be held on 
Wednesday at the West Presbyterian 
church, of which Sage had been a mem- 
ber for many years. ‘The interment 
will take place in Troy on Thursday. 
Mrs. Sage and her brother, J. J. Slo- 
cum, are named as the executors of 
Sage’s will. 
$100,000,000. 

Russell Sage, muilti-millionaire and 
nestor of American finances, was born 
on Aug. 4, 1816, in the little hamlet of 
Verona, N. Y., where his parents, Elisha 
avd Pendence Sage, members of a lit- 
tle company of ploneers from Connecti- 
cut, had halted while on their west- 
ward march In quest of a homestead. 
The family decided to settle there. At 
he age of 12 Russell began his career 
as an errand boy in the grocery store of 
his brother Henry, in Troy, N. Y. He 
was quickly advanced to the post of 


salesman and at the age of 22 estab- 
lished a wholesale grocery of his own 
in Troy. 

He soon became one of the promi- 
pent merchants of the town and a lead- 
er in politics, being elected alderman 
aud later becoming county treasurer. 
He was a delegate to the national Whig 
convention in 1848 and in 1853 was 


elected to congress from Troy, serving 
two terms. 

In 1857 Sage had acquired a fortune 
estimated at almost $500,000, a vast 
amount in those days, and determined 


to retire from active business life. He 
had, however, already become _inter- 
ested in railroads, his first transaction 
of this character belng a loan to the 
La Crosse Railroad company, which 


led to further transactions resulting in 
his acquiring large interests in the 
roads now forming the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul system, of which 


be became vice president. This deter- 
mined Sage to devote his future ener- 
gies to operations in Wall street, and 


in 1863 he opened his first office in New 
York. 

About this time he became intimate 
with Jay Gould, with whom he formed 
an association which continued for 
many years. About 1872 Sage orig- 
inated the system of trading in “puts,” 
ls,” and “straddles,” in which he 
continued to deal thereafter on a colos- 
While he purchased a seat 
on the New York Stock Exchange in 
1874, it is believed that he never ap- 
peared on the floor of the exchange. He 
rarely incurred any of the tremendous 
risks which tempted his associates and, 
following his own prudent methods 
with perfect coolness, even in periods 
of wildest excitement, he made his way 


sal scale. 


with almost unerring success from his 
first appearance in Wall street. 
Only once, it is said, did Sage expe- 


rience a tremendous reverse, from 
which he emerged with courage and 
confidence unshaken. This was in 


1884, when the great failure of Grant 
& Ward was announced, resulting in 
the loss to Sage of about $6,000,000 on a 
long line of “puts.” His operations 
necessitated the possession of a vast 
amount of ready capital and Sage al- 
ways kept his resources so well in hand 
that in an emergency he was able to 
€ommand almost unlimited funds. 

Mr. Sage was called the father of 
railroad construction in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. At the time of his death 
he was an officer and director in 25 
great railway and telegraph corpora- 
tions. 

An Incident which startled the whole 
country occurred in Sage’s offices on 
Dec. 4, 1891. On that day he was 
visited by Henry P. Norcross of Bos- 
ton, a man of unbalanced mind, who 
demanded an immediate gift of §$1.- 
200,000. When the offer was refused 
Noreross dropped a dynamite bomb 
upon the floor, the explosion of which 
decapitated Norcross, killing one of the 
clerks and wrecked the whole office. 
Sage was injured by the explosion. He 
suffered much from shock and his re- 
covery was in doubt for some time. 

Mr. Sage was never known to take a 
holidsy, It is said that his last birth- 
day was the first which he failed to cele- 
bate by attending to business in his cf- 
brate by attending to business in his of- 
ing the winter an old-fashioned, 
brownstone mansion at 506 Fifth ave- 
tue, from which he was reluctantly 
compelled to move about four years ago, 
Owing to the invasion of retail stores, 
to 682 Fifth avenue. His summers 
Were spent at his country place at Law: 
tence, where he died. 

Mr. Sage was married twice, first in 
1841 to Miss Maria Winne, daughter of 
Moses I, Winne of Troy. His wife died 
lu New York city in 1867, and two years 
later he married Margaret Oliva,

TO ACT AS A UNIT 


Federation of Labor Formally 
Enters the Political Arena 
Washington, July 23.—The executive 

council of the American Federation of 

Labor has made good its decision of 

several months ago to enter the field of 


polities in the interest of the trade un- 
ion movement and to exhort all mem- 
bers and friends of organized labor to 
work for the election to political office 
of men known to be favorable to labor's 
cause. 

From the headquarters of the fed- 
eration the council has issued its “cam- 
paign program.” It sets out that the 
trade union movement has kept and 
proposes to keep pace with the rapid 
changes in industrial affairs, and that 
the working people cannot hope to 
maintain their rights or a progressive 
position in the varying phases of 
modern society unless they organize, 
“and exercise all those functions, 
which, as workmen and citizens, it is 
thelr privilege and their duty to exer- 
cise.” 

It is declared that labor makes no de- 
mand upon goverrment or society 
which is not equally accorded to all the 
people of this country, and that “it can 
and will be satisfied with nothing less.” 

The proposed campaign is based up- 
on the allegation that little attention 
has been paid to the enactment of laws 
prepared by organized labor and pre- 
sented to congress “for the relief of 
these wrongs and the attainment of 
these rights to which labor and the 
common people are justly entitled aud 
which are essentially necessary for 
their welfare.” 

The council cautions that the move- 
ment must not degenerate into & 
scramble for office, but it should be a 
determined effort “to secure the legis- 
lation we deem necessary and essential 
to the welfare and happiness of all our 
people.” 


~~~ Boston’s Hot Sunday 
Boston, July 23.—Yesterday was the 
hottest day of the season in Boston. 
Between 3 and 5 o’clock the mercury 
rose in the official thermometer at the 
weather bureau to 89 degrees, but this 
instrument Is high up on top of the 
postoffice building, where the air is 
several degrees cooler than on the city 
streets. The hot weather was accom- 
panied by an oppressive humidity. 
There were only three cases of heat 
prostration treated at the principal 
hospitals of the city. That the num- 
ber was not larger is due, probably, to 
the fact chat it was Sunday and people 
had little to do but try to keep cool. 


Excursionists Did Some Shooting 

Ironton, O., July 23.—In a fight be- 
tween persons on the wharf and others 
on the steamer Bonanza, five persous 
were shot, one being killed. Steamer 
Bonanza had been chartered for an ex- 
cursion from Catlettsburg, Ky., to 
Ironton. It is said that several Iron- 
ton boys boarded the steamer and were 
put off. Just after the steamer cleared 
the dock a shower of stones fell among 
the people on the ship’s decks. Imme- 
diately a shot rang out from among 
the crowd on the steamer and a mo- 
vessel. 


Many Negroes Kilied In Wreck 

Charlotte, N. C., July 23.—A Sea- 
board line passenger train collided with 
an extra freight train near Hamlet 
and from 18 to 25 people are reported 
to have met death. The dead and in- 
jured are being taken to Rockinghauw. 
Details are as yet lacking. Most of the 
dead are negroes, according to the re- 
ports received here. Only a few of the 
dead have been identified. The wreck 
was caused by misunderstanding of or- 
ders. Both engines and nearly all the 
eoaches and boxcars were demolished. 


Lives to Tell of Terrible Experience 


Niagara, Ont., July 23.—Thomas 
Scharff fell down the steep Niagara 
gorge, a distance of more than 100 


feet, and his only injuries are a broken 
shoulder, a scalp wound and cuts and 
bruises on his body. He had only 
started down the tortuous path when 
he lost his footing and pitched head- 
long down the precipice and landed on 
the rocks below. After two hours’ 
hard work a rescue party brought 
Scharff to the top. 


Train Wreck Killed Four 

Spokane, Wash., July 23.—Four men 
were killed and a number of persons 
injured when the buffet car at the end 
of a train left the tracks while the train 
was nearing a bridge over Beaver 
ereek and rolled down the bank, drag- 
ging one coach with it. The rest of the 
train crossed the bridge in safety. The 
injured will recover. 


Five Persons Killed by Lightning 

Manitowoc, Wis., July 23.—Five per- 
sons were killed and more than a score 
injured, four seriously, by a bolt of 
lightning which struck the grandstand 
of the baseball park here, where a 
game was in progress. Two were 
found dead in the stand and the other 
three just outside on the field. 


Death of Old Pythian 

West Haven, Conn., July 23.—David 
B. Woodruff of Macon, Ga., past su- 
preme chancellor of the Knights of 
Pythias for the United States, died here 
at the home of his sister, whom he had 
been visiting. Death followed a nery- 
ous breakdown. He was 77 years old. 


Lorada, Ark., July 23.—Mrs. Azalla 
Thompkins, 70 years of age, commit- 
ted suicide by driving two 10-penny 
nails into her head. She was blind and 
partly deaf and had once before at- 
tempted suicide by cutting ber throat.

The Record of 
Rey. L, P. Atwood 


At His 55th 
Anniversary 


‘Fifty years in the ministry’ was 
the subject on Sunday by Rev. Lonis 
P. Atwood of Weymouth, who preached 
his anniversary sermon in his son’s pul- 
pit at the Quincy Point church, Dur- 
ing the 55 years he said he had prepared 
7000 sermons, married @@25* couples, 
officiated at 500 funerals, dé@livered 100 
lectures and received 250 persons into 
the churches of which he has been 
pastor. 

Referring to his ministry, he said: 
‘* Although I was licensed as a preacher 
in July, 1851, by the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist church, I was not ordained to the 
ministry of that church until 1855, four 
years later. I was ordained in the brick 
church, situated on East street, Pitts- 
field, Mass., in which I was baptized in 
infancy, afterward converted, and later 
was superintendent of the Sunday 
school. I was then ordained as a bish- 
op. My ministry in the Wesleyan Meth- 
odist church continued until 1859, when 
I acepted an invitation to supply the 
palpit of a Congregational church, and 
the following year I became a minister 
of that church,”’ 

It was also the fifth anniversary of 
the ministry of Rey. Alfred R. Atwood 
the pastor, who spoke of his conver- 
sion to Christianity while working at 
his trade as a plumber, of his mission 
work among the Italians and gypsies 
in West Roxbury, of his desire to be- 
come a Christian minister, of his 
efforts to secure the means whereby 
he might prepare himself for the 
work of the ministry, of his life in 
Oberlin Academy and College, the Uni- 
vereity of Vermont, Harvard College, 
and the Andover Theological Seminary. 
He then spoks of his work as assistant 
pastor of the Boston Sailors’ Friend 
Society, of his ordination as pastor of 
the Congregational church at New Bos- 
ton on July 22, 1901, of his two years’ 
ministry in that town, of his 2 1-2 
years’ labor at Cotuit, Mass., and his 
work in his present pastorate at Quin- 
cy Point, which has been marked with 
unusual success.

PREVENTION OF FIRES. 


How Common Sense Rules Would 
Save Your Property. 

It is an old maxim that fire is a good 
servant, but a hard master. Shake- 
speare wrote, “A little fire is quickly 
trodden out, which, being suffered, riv- 
ars cannot quench.” Fires are the re- 
pults of accident, of spontaneous com- 
bustion and of design. If they have 
been accidental the cause can general- 
ly be discovered, and it will be found 
they might have been prevented. If the 
following precautions are taken fires 
from accident or spontaneous combus- 
tion will seldom occur: 

Keep your house, store or factory 
clean. 

Never allow rubbish, such as paper, 
rags, cobwebs, old clothing, boxes, etc., 
to accumulate in closets and unused 
rooms. 

Never keep gasoline or benzine about 
the premises. 

Never fill your coal oil lamps after 
dark or near an open fire. 

Never run your stove pipes through 
a wooden partition or through the roof 
without proper protection. 

Never alow your furnace, steam or 
hot water pipes to come in contact with 
wood. 

Never put up gas brackets so they 
can be swung against the wooden win- 
dow casings or against or immediately 
under curtains, 

Never put ashes in a wooden recep- 
tacle in or about your premises. 

Never keep matches In any but metal 
or earthen safes, and when you light 
one never throw It on the floor. 

Never allow smoking in proximity to 
inflammable merchandise or materials. 

Never take an open light to examine 
a gas meter or into a closet. 

Never read in bed by candle or lamp 
light. 

Never close up your place of business, 
without going over the entire premises 
to see that all fires and lights are safe 
or extinguished. 

Never forget that carelessness and 
negligence are the cause of over two- 
thirds of all fires. 

Never forget to have pails or buckets 
and water near at hand for immediate 
use in case of emergency.

How to Put a Patch on a Tire. 

It is highly important, of course, that 
when a patch is to be put on a tire It 
shall be done in the best style. It is 
equally important at times to remove 
a patch, and then the better the work 
was done in the first place the harder 
it will be to undo it. One of the best 
agents to use for this purpose Is an or- 
dinary filatiron, It should be heated 
through, but should not be made too 
hot, and the best way to get the proper 
temperature is to immerse it for a time 
in boiling water. This will not make 
the iron so hot that it will injure the 
tire and, after it has been placed upon 
a patch for a few minutes, the cement 
will soften nicely. When this domestic 
appliance {s not at hand a good substi- 
tute may be found in a clean hammer 
head, which may be heated by placing 
it for a time on the exhaust pipe or the 
cylinder head. Care should be taken 
not to have the metal too hot, and in 
the use of a flatiron the best results— 
the safest, that is—may be obtained by 
holding the iron close to the patch, but 
not actually in contact with it. 


How to Make a Complexion Soap. 

An ideal soap for the complexion is 
made by taking oatmeal, castile soap 
and carbolic acid, says the Boston Her- 
ald. The oatmeal should be boiled un- 
til it has the consistency of thick jelly, 
then the castile soap should be shaved 
fine and reduced to a paste with the 
addition of a little water, after which 
the two must be mixed together in pro- 
portion of two parts castile to one part 
oatmeal. A vigorous stirring is then 
given the mixture, and during the proc- 
ess a small quantity of peroxide of hy- 
drogen or diluted carbolic acid is. add; 
ed, a teaspoonful to each quart of the 
mixture. The soap should then be al- 
lowed to cool and when hard may be 
cut up into cakes of the size most pre- 
ferred. Oblong pieces about an inch 
long and wide by half an inch thick 
will be found more convenient than 
any other size. 


How to Use Eggs For Dysentery. 

The egg is considered the best of 
remedies for dysentery, says Health. 
Beaten up slightly, with or without 
sugar, and swallowed at a gulp, it 
tends by its emollient qualities to less- 
en the inflammation of the stomach 
and intestines and by forming a tran- 
sient coating on these organs enables 
nature to resume her healthful sway 
over a diseased body. Two or at most 
three eggs per day would be all that 
is required in ordinary cases, and since 
egg is not merely medicine, but food 
as well, the lighter the diet otherwise 
and the quieter the patient Is kept the 
more certain and rapid the recovery. 


How to Make Tea Punch. 

For a tea punch take one quart of 
good tea made to the proportion of 
four teaspoonfuls of good tea to one 
quart of boiling water, five table- 
spoonfuls clear lemon juice, two table- 
spoonfuls juice from tart oranges, two 
scant cupfuls granulated sugar and one 
pint apollinaris water. Stir the lemon 
and orange juice together and put them 
into a punch bow! with the tea, the 
apollinaris and a couple of large pieces 
of ice. If possible add a handful of 
fresh raspberries, but if these are not 
at hand use in their place an equal 
quantity of pineapple dice. 


How to Banish Insects From Plants. 

If any insects are found on your 
plants apply sulpho-tobacco soap in- 
fusion at once, says Outing. Begin the 
fight against insects early in the day 
and half the battle is won, but if you 
let them alone until they have intrench- 
ed themselves on all your plants you 
will find the task of getting rid of 
them a most difficult one.

INSECT ANATOMY. 


Wonderful Breathing Apparatus of 
Wasps and Hornets. 

If we take any moderately large in- 
sect, say a wasp or a hornet, we can 
see, even with the naked eye, that 
a series of small spotlike marks runs 
along the side of the body. These ap- 
parent spots, which are eighteen or 
twenty in number, are, in fact, the 
apertures through which air is admit- 
ted into the system, and are generally 
formed in such a manner that no ex- 
traneous matter can by any possibility 
find entrance, 

Sometimes they are furnished with a 
pair of horny lips, which can be opened 
and closed at the will of the insect; in 
other cases they are densely fringed 
with stiff, interlacing bristles, forming 
a filter which allows air and air alone 
to pass. ; 

But the apparatus, of whatever char- 
acter it may be, is always so wonder- 


‘fully perfect in its action that it has 


been found impossible to injure the 
body of a dead insect with so subtle a 
medium as spirits of wine, although 
the subject was first immersed in the 
fluid and then placed beneath the re- 
ceiver of an air pump. 

The apertures in question communi- 
cate with two large breathing tubes, 
which extend through the entire length 
of the body. From these main tubes 
are given off innumerable branches, 
which run in al] directions and con- 
tinually divide and subdivide, until a 
wonderfully intricate network is form- 
ed pervading every part of the struc- 
ture and penetrating even to the an- 
tennae. 


AN ANCIENT TELEGRAPH. 


Used by Grecian Generals In the 
Time of Aristotle. 

; €elegraphy as a means of conveying 
information to a distance by means of 
signals, ete., was used by the Grecian 
generals in the time of Aristotle. This 
early mode of telegraphing consisted 
of two or more earthen vessels, ex- 
actly similar in shape and size and fill- 
ed with water. These vessels were 
each provided with faucets of exactly 
the same caliber, so that an equal 
amount of water could be discharged 
from each in a given time. 

In these vessels several uprights 
were fixed, each with disks attached, 
on which were certain letters and sen- 
tences. When all was in readiness 
the party desiring to communicate 
with another started a signal, which 
was continued until it was answered 
by another which signified “go ahead.” 
When that signal was given both turn- 
ed the faucets, and the water com- 
menced to escape. The water contin- 
ued to flow until the sender of the 
message relighted his torch, when the 
outlet to both was instantly stopped.

Prevents 


Lighting 


According to the findings of the Gas 
and Electric Light Commissioners on 
Monday, the city and its taxpayers are 
favored at the expense of its business 
men and others who use electric light 
and power. The decision of the State 
board is of urusnal interest and is given 
in full: 

Boston, July 23, 1906. 
QUINCY PETITION. 

‘*This was a petition by customers of 
the Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Company for a reduction in price of 
electric light and for improvement in 
the quality of the service. The peti- 
tioners and the company were repre- 
sented at the hearing which was at 
Quincy. 

‘‘The defects in the service which 
were described by the petitioners and 
which occurred at about the period of 
maximun output were of a character to 
suggest a possible lack of capacity in 
the generating or distributing plant. 
Since the hearing the company has ex- 
pended a substantial sum in enlarging 
and improving both divisions of its 
plant, and has apparently made ample 
provision against the recurrence of these 
difficulties, Incidental to tho paymant 
for these improvements and a portion of 
its debt the company has increased its 
capital stock from $100,000 to $149,800. 
It bas now outstanding bounds for $100, - 
000 and notes for approximately $90,000. 

‘*At the date of the petition the com- 
pany’s price for lighting was 20 cents 
per kilowatt hour with discounts for 
prompt payment ranging from 10 per 
cent on the smallest monthly bills to 25 
per cent for bills of $40.00 or more per 
month. Since the hearing the company 
has begun to make free renewals of in- 
candescent lights, changing from the 
previous practice of charging 25 cents a 
lamp for the sizes in common use, and 
has extended its scale of discounts to 
consumers whose bills are $50.00 or 
more per month by a varying scale up to

‘‘During its entire history it has 
paid very moderate dividends or none 
at all, and, prior to June 30, 1905, had 
not divided over 6 per cent in any year. 
Its affairs have been managed with 
economy, although the company has 
met with its share of those losses 
which have been incident to the pro- 
gress of the art and the development 
of a basiness which was new and in 
its early years but imperfectly under- 
stood. Its present plant is in every 
respect modern, of high efficiency, and 
economical in its operation. Its pres- 
ent dividends are moderate and its 
profits have never been extravagant. 
‘‘Although liberal discounts have been 
offered to large customers, fully one- 
half the commercial lighting is sup- 
plied at the highest net price and the 
average received from the entire com- 
mercial lighting is only a fraction of a 
cent below the highest net rate. Not- 
withstanding the price for commercial 
lighting may seem high when com- 
pared with some other companies, the 
average price received for the entire 
output, a factor of very great impor- 
tance, is less than 11 cents, which is 
a low price for a company of this size 
and character.

tended downward until they have 
reached a point which barely meets the 
operating vost with no provision for de- 
preciation, interest or dividend, and 
the entire burden of such charges is 
thus thrown upon the supply to private 
consumers, 

“While the Board is unwilling to 
approve the policy which has brought 
about these conditions, it has no an- 
thority to increase these prices. We are 
not familiar witb the reasons which 
have led to them, nor are we prepared 
to say that, having been now reached, 
they ought to be increased. It is very 
plain, however, that the facts are of 
such importance that they control the 
situation and that if the price for street 
lighting were incre@ted, a correspond- 
ing decrease might be made in the com- 
mercial lighting price. 

‘‘The company’s entire business has 
hitherto yielded to its stock-holders no 
more than a fair and reasonable com- 
pensation for all the service it renders 
to the public. The fiscal year just elosed 
has shown an encouraging increase in 
its volume. The probable maintenance 
of the present output will enable the 
company to make some reduction in its 
COMMErClal Ilgnting rates. Avy further 
reduction is likely to come unly from 
some improvement in the rates for public 
lighting, a further increase in the vol- 
ume of the commercial business or by a 
reduction in some way, not now appar- 
ent, of the cost of operation. 

‘The Board recommends:—that, on 
and after the first day of August next, 
the net price charged by the Quincy 
Electric Light and Power Company for 
commercial electric lighting shall not 
exceed seventeen cents per kilowatt 
hour.” 

The report is signed by Forest E. 
Barker, chairman, and is dated at Bos- 
ton July 23, 1906. 


Framingham Disaster 
Blow to Quincy Man 


The collapse on Monday of the Post 
Office building being erected at Fram- 
ingham, mentioned in the telegraphic 
news on page 2, will be a severe blow 
to Henry L. Kincaide & Co., of this 
city, who were to open a large furni- 
ture store in the building. 

Mr. Kincaide, when seen this morn- 
ing, said that his firm was to have 
had a floor space of 20,000 feet in the 
building. 

The section that they were to occupy 
was nearly completed. A large part 
of their stock of goods had been pur- 
chased and were on the way to Fram- 
ingham, and some of it had already ar- 
rived. Work getting the store ready 
for opening was to have commenced at 
once, and Mr. Kincaide expected to 
have opened his store Sept, 1. 

The only reason that he can assign 
for the collapse of the building is that 
possibly there might have been quick- 
sand in the foundation. 

Mr. Kincaide has gone to Framing- 
ham today. He is undecided just what 
be will do with.the goods on the way,

DEATH LIST OF 18 


May Result From the Collapse 
of a Bullding 


NINE BODIES RECOVERED 


As Many More Are Supposed to 
Be In Ruins--Cause of Acci- 
dent May Not Be Known Until 
Investigation by Authorities; 


South Framingham, Mass., July 24.— 
At least nine, and perhaps twice that 
number, of masons, plumbers and Ital- 
ian laborers were crushed to death yes- 
terday afternoon in the sudden col- 
lapse of a building on the main street, 
which was being rushed to completion, 
while 10 others were dragged or dug 


out of the mass of broken building ma- 


terial, cut, bruised or maimed for life. 
There are nine men still missing, and 


a large force of men are at work on the 
ruins. 


A couple of sharp cracks, almost 


like the report of two rifle shots, was 


the only warning, for the next instant 
nearly everyone on the three floors 
was being hurled or felt themselves 


sliding into the vortex of the tumbling. 


beams, pillars, girders and bricks and 


mortar. A portion of the building 
stood the strain, but the tottering pil- 


lars and girders overhanging the ruins 
beneath kept at bay for a few minutes 
the crowd of eager rescuers. 

It was not until the fire department 
had been called out and a company of 
soldiers summoned from the state 
camp ground, where they were  per- 
forming their annual tour of duty, that 
the work of saving life and removing 
the bodies of the dead actually began. 
Even before the firemen and soldiers 
were allowed to venture onto the mass 
of broken material, the broken pillars 
above had to be shored up. 

The building was being constructed 
by Andrew Jensen for G. M. Amsden 
of this town. 3oth men were in the 
building at the time of the accident and, 
while each escaped, it was not without 
injuries, Amsden having his leg frac- 
tured, while Jensen received a number 
of cuts. Amsden was sent to his home, 
while Jensen remained about the ruins 
until four bodies had been taken out, 
after which he left for his home. He 
refused to comment in any way upon 
the accident, the actual cause of which 
will probably not be known until after 
an investigation by the state author-.- 
tles. 

There were many rumors about the 
town and one citizen went eco far as to 
pay that only last Friday one of the 
heavy girders slipped after being put 
in place, but was forced back into posi- 
tion by the workmen. 

The building was situated on the 
corner of Concord and Kendall streets, 
with the longest front, of about 150 
feet, on the former. It was constructed 
of brick, with the usual interlor brac- 
ings of steel pillars and girders, while 
the side walls and back were of cement. 

The building was three stories high 
and one portion of it was being fitted 
up for the local postoffice. The con- 
tract called for its completion on July 1, 
and the contractor was making every 
effort to make up lost time. 

The accident took place at 3:40 
o’clock yesterday afternoon when the 
work in the building was being carried 
on with the greatest amount of vigor. 
To those who looked the ruins over af- 
ter the accident it seemed a marvel 
that anyone was taken out of the juin- 
ble of broken steel alive. The work on 
the ruins is still proceeding, but ali 
thought of taking anyone out alive has 
been given up. 

The work of overhauling the ruins 
continued without interruption through- 
out the evening. It was compara- 
tively easy to remove the first bodies, 
as they were found near the street 
and some distance away from the tot- 
tering beams and pillars. 

About dark last night a large force 
of Italians from Boston arrived and as- 
sisted in the search. The overhanging 
beams were still further shored up, yet 
it was perilous work digging beneath 
the walls and heavy masses of steel, 
which acted as a menace to the work- 
men. 

Many of the Italians from Boston re- 
fused to go very far beneath the ruins 
and the last two bodies were brought 
out by the soldiers of the Ninth regi- 
ment just before midnight. 

At 2 o’clock this morning Genera! 
Whitney ordered the men of the Ninta 
regiment back to camp, being unwilling 
to have the men risk their lives in fur- 
ther work on the ruins. It is the gen- 
eral belief that it will be several days 
before the basement of the collapsed 
building is cleared and the search of the 
ruins completed.

Wellman.”

Chicago, July 24—In order, as his 
attorneys say, that he may defend him- 
self, John A. Dowie has made a formal 
demand upon Wilbur G. Voliva, the 
present head of the Christian Catholie 
Apostolic church, for a detail of the 
charges in writing made against Dow- 
je’s moral character. Voliva refused 
to comply with the demand.

DEFIANGE OF GZAR! 


Revolutionary Address From the 
Members of Douma 


THE MEETING SHUT OFF 


People; of 'Russia Urged to Be 
Steadfast In Retusal to “Give 
a Kopec to the Throne or a 
Soldier to the Army’’ In the 
Great Obligatory Struggle 


Vibourg, Finland, July 24.—The cur- 
tain dropped on the final act of the 
drama of Russia’s -first parliament, 
when, under the spur of the threat of 
Governor Rechanberg to use military 
force to end the session, and with troops 
already converging on the Hotel Belve- 


dere, where the meeting was held, the 
assembled members of the lower house, 
186 in number, hurriedly adopted and 
signed an address to the people which 
is thoroughly revolutionary in its na- 
ture, elected a perpetual executive 
committee, headed by Prince Paul 
Dolgoroukoff, vice president of the 
house, to carry on the work of libera- 
tion, and adjourned amidst character- 
istic Russian embracing and kissing. 

A few members, including President 
Monromtseff, Ivan Petrunkevich and 
Count Heyden, returned to St. Peters- 
burg last evening. The Constitutional 
Democratic cohorts intend to go to St. 
Petersburg in a body today, but many 
of the radical members, fearing arrest 
on their arrival at the capital, will re- 
main for the present in Finland, or re- 
turn by roundabout routes. 

The address, which bears a remark- 
able similarity to the manifesto 
framed by the council of workmen last 
November. which landed its authors 
and the editors of eight St. Petersburg 
newspapers in cells of the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, strikes the gov- 
ernment in its most vulnerable point by 
declaring that the administration and 
not parliament is responsible for the 
delay in the settlement of the agrua- 
rian question and by proclaiming a 
cessation of payment of taxes and of 
military service and repudiation of fu- 
ture loans. The address follows: 

“To the people from their popular 
representatives. 

“Citizens of all Russia: Parliament 
has been dissolved by ukase of July 21. 
You elected us as your representatives 
and instructed us to fight for our coun- 
try and freedom. In execution of your 
instructions and our duty we drew up 
laws in order to ensure freedom to the 
people. We demanded the removal of 
irresponsible ministers who were in- 
fringing the laws with impunity and 
oppressing freedom. 

“First of all, however, we wanted to 
bring out a law respecting the distribu- 
tion of land to working peasants and 
involving the assignment, to this end, of 
crown appendages, monasteries and 
lands belonging to the clergy, and com- 
pulsory expropriation of private 
estates. The government held such a 
law to be inadmissable, and upon parlia- 
ment once more urgently putting for- 
ward Its resolution regarding compui- 
sory expropriation parliament was dis- 
solved. 

“The government promises to con- 
voke a new parliament seven months 
hence. Russia must remain without 
popular representation for seven whole 
months, at a time when the people are 
standing on the brink of ruin, and in- 
dustry and commerce are undermined; 
when the whole country is seething 
with unrest and when the ministry has 
definitely shown its incapacity to do 
justice to popular needs. For seven 
months the government will act arbi- 
trarily and will fight against the popu- 
lar movement in order to obtain a pii- 
able, subversive parliament. Should it 
succeed, however, in completely sup- 
pressing the popular movement, the 
government will convoke no parilia- 
ment at all. 

“Citizens, stand up for your trampled 
on rights, for popular representation 
and for an imperial parliament. Rus- 
sia must not remain a day without popu- 
lar representation. You possess the 
means of acquiring it. The govern- 
ment has, without the assent of the 
popular representatives, no right to 
collect taxes from the people nor to 
summon the people to military service. 
Therefore, you are now the govern- 
ment. The dissolved parliament was 
justified in giving neither money nor 
soldiers. 

“Should the government, however, 
contract loans in order to procure 
funds, such loans will be invalid with- 
out the consent of the popular repre- 
sentatives. The Russian people will 
never acknowledge them and will not 
be called upon to pay them. Accord- 
ingly, until a popular representative 
parliament is summoned, do not givea 
kopec to the throne or a soldier to the 
army. Be steadfast in your refusal. 
No power can resist the united, in- 
flexible will of the people. 

“Citizens, in this obligatory and un- 
avoidable struggle your representatives 
will be with you.” 


Strict Newspaper Censorship 

St. Petersburg, July 24.—Copies of 
the appeal to the people by the depu- 
ties to parliament are in the hands of 
all the St. Petersburg newspapers, but 
it will scarcely be printed for the rea- 
son that a detachment of police is 
Posted at the door of every newspaper 
printing office in the city with orders 
printing office in the city, with orders 
building until authorized by the censor. 
The authorities hope by equally vigor- 
ous measures to prevent the publication 


of the appeai in other cities and in the 
meantime to nullify the fears of the 
People as to the possible effect of the 
appeal. 

Meanwhile the masses of the Rus. 
sian people, slow of thought and action 
have not yet roused themselves to the 
gigantic upheaval which is sure to fol- 
low the dissolution of their parliament, 
Minor disorders are reported from haif 
a dozen cities. St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow and most of the other great centers 
are still calm on the surface, though 
boiling and seething beneath. 


Dissolution Condemned In Paris 

Paris, July 24—The Russian situa- 
tion absorbs the attention of Paris, ana 
the effect is particularly apparent on 
the Bourse, where the Slump in Rus- 
sian securities almost caused a panie, 
Officials here are cautious in critic sing 
the turn of events, owing to the po- 
litical relations existing between 
France and Russia; but French sentt- 
ment universally condemns the disso- 
lution of the representative branch of 
parliament. Much attention is giveu 
in high quarters to reports of intrigue 
by certain European powers preceding 
the dissolution, the prevailing view 
here being that Emperor Nicholas’ 
course Was influenced by councils out- 
side of Ruasia.

"EXT OF PEACE TERMS 


Signing of General Treaty to Oc- 
cur at Capital of Costa Rica-- 
Present Guarantee Sanctioned 
by United States and Mexico 


San Salvador, July 24.—The confer- 
ence on board the United States cruis- 
er Marblehead was conducted under the 
houorary presidency of Mr. Merry, the 
American minister to Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica and Salvador; Mr. Combs, the 
American minister to Guatemala and 
Honduras, and Mr. Gamboa, the Mex- 
cau minister to Guatemala, The prin- 
cipal clauses of the treaty as signed are 
as follows: 

First—Salvador and Honduras re- 
turn to a state of peace with Guate- 
mala, forgetting past differences. 
Therefore, they will concentrate their 
armies and disarm them within eight 
days from the date of the signature of 
the treaty, leaving only the troops pre- 
viously stationed in the various garti- 
son towns and the flying columns re- 
quired for police service. 

Second—The contracting 
ments will reciprocally deliver up the 
prisoners of war and take care gratui- 
tously of the wounded in their respec- 
tive territories who are unable to feturn 
to their countries. All political pris- 
oners will also be immediately lib- 
erated and each delegation will recom- 
mend to its government the issuance of 
a decree of general amnesty as soon as

possible. 

Third—The high contracting parties 
agree to concentrate all the political 
refugees now in their respective terri- 
torles, or who may hereafter enter 
their respective territories, and  like- 
wise to watch their conduct, so as to 
prevent them from abusing the right 
of asylum in conspiring against the or- 
der and tranquility of the country 
from which they emigrated. 

Fourth—Within two months 
date of the signature of the treaty the 
contracting parties will sign a general 
treaty of peace, friendship and com- 
merce, ete.

Employes of the commonwealth who 
have been domiciled at the state house 
for many years, and have had every 
opportunity to watch the procession of 
events in the administration of each 
governor for at least a quarter of a cen- 
tury, admit that no executive in that 
period of time has been called upon to 
handle so many important matters as 
has Governor Curtis Guild, Jr. Cer- 


or in Massachusetts who made good 
appointments regardless of political in- 
fluence who did not meet with tbe 
same criticism. It will have to be ad- 
mitted even by his worst enemies that 
the appointees of Governor Guild have 
been without exception men of the 
highest vharacter, capacity, and stand- 
ing in the community. There was 
some criticism of his appointment of 
Bank Commissioner Pierre Jay, but 
Mr. Jay was an expert bank man with 
a thorough knowledge of the business 
gained by years of practical expe- 
tience. The governor might have ap- 
pointed a man with political backing, 
but with no especial fitness for the of- 
fice, had he seen fit to do so, but it 
would have been necessary for such a 
man to have gained his experience at 
the expense of the commonwealth and 
the depositors. The interests of the de- 
positors will certainly be safe in the 
hands of Mr. Jay. That was the one 
thing which led the governor to select 
him for the position. The interests of 
the depositors and not of the politicians 
were first in the mind of the governor. 
For this the great mass of the people 
will certainly commend him, even 
though some of the politicians may con- 
demn him. 

The governor is chiefly concerned 
with the people and much less with the 
politicians. He has issued orders te 
the state police for the strict enforce- 
ment of the child labor law. The 
census bureau, in the course of its work 
throughout the state, discovered that 
there are 304 children under 14 years of 
age that work, contrary to law. It 
was this fact which actuated the gov- 
ernor in his instructions to the state 
police. He has also notified the schoo! 
committees of the various cities where 
such violations were found and called 
upon them to remedy the present condi- 


tion. 


Politics In the Saloons. 

The Boston excise board has issued 
orders to liquor dealers that there shall 
hereafter be no more political advertis- 
ing of any sort displayed in the saloons 
of the city. The board is of the opin- 
ion that saloons should be wholly di- 
yoreed from politics and should not be 
used as political machines in the inter- 
est of candidates of any party. 

In the past many of these saloons 
have been used to advance the political 
fortunes of leading members of the 
Democratic party. Many of them have 
been in fact Democratic political head- 
quarters for the ward in which they 
are located. Democrats who desire to 
succeed in politics have been com- 
pelled to attach themselvés to some sa- 
loon or secure the ald of some proml- 
nent saloonkeeper in order to do so: 
This condition of things has been bit- 
terly resented by Democrats who do 
not believe in the liquor business domi 
nating the party, and who dislike to be 
the tools of the liquor interests. 

If this order is strictly enforced, it 
will do a great deal to purify politics, 
and especially Democratic politics in 
the city of Boston. It certainly should 
be enforced and it certainly can be if 
the board Is In earnest, and there is 
every indication that It is. 


The Leaders Against Moran. 


It now begins to look very much as if 
the Democratic leaders in Massachu- 
setts proposed to make an aggressive

More Bilis For the County. 

Mr. Moran has now appointed Felix 
MeGettrick to read the testimony taken 
by the committee on rules of the Massa- 
chusetts house, and prepare the bribery 
ease for the grand jury. He has se- 
lected Philip J. Doherty to investigate | 
alleged violations of the law and extor- 
tion on the part of the gas and electric 
light companies, and he has chos<n 
Lawyer Granville McFarland to in- 
vestigate allegations that the railroads 
have issued free passes, contrary to law, 
to members-of the legislature. Who is 
to pay for the work to be done by thesc 
men? Is the county to be called upon 
to pay several thousand dollars for this 
service, which ought to be done by the 
district attorney and his assistants, 
and could be done by them if they were 
willing to bustle as former district at- 
torneys and their assistants have done 
in years gone by? There seems to be 
no question that Mr. Moran has a legal 
right to hire 40 lawyers if he sees fit 
and place the expense upon the county 
of Suffolk. 

The appointment of Felix McGet- 
trick to probe the legislative matter 
has been severely criticised. McGet- 
trick is a Vermont Democrat and dur- 
ing President Cleveland’s second term 
in 1894 he was appointed United States 
commissioner in Vermont, which office 
he held until July 1, 1897. United 
States commissioners are given ju- 
dicial power in cases where Chinamen 
are arrested, charged with being unh- 
lawfully in the United States. Dur- 
ing the time that Mr. McGettrick held 
office Chinese were coming in great 
numbers into Canada to the United 
States border at Richford, Vt., where 
they endeavored to enter the United 
States. There they were usually ar- 
rested and taken to St. Albans for trial 


before McGettrick. Nearly 1100 
Chinamen were tried before Mc- 
Gettrick and discharged as prop- 
erly in the United States. The rec- 


ord shows that five of those tried were 
refused admission to the country. 

It is unfortunate that the district at- 
torney should have selected a man for 
this work whose record In office it was 
necessary to defend. The appotnt- 
ment of Mr. McFarland to investigate 
the railroads was much better in every 
way, although the hostility of Mr. Mc- 
Farland to corporations makes him a 
prejudiced attorney. No one, however, 
would say anything against the per- 
sonal honesty of Mr. McFarland or Mr. 
Doberty. The fair and candid man 
must admit that corporations have 
rights, and that, like individuals, they 
should be considered innocent until 
proven guilty. Upon the prosperity of 
our corporations depend Jargely the 
prosperity and employment of the 
working people of Massachusetts. 


Moran a Menace to Democracy. 

It is not strange in view of all the 
facts that leading Democrats have at 
last been awakened to the fact that the 
candidacy of Mr. Moran is a menace to 
the party organization. If he should 
be successful in carrying the caucuses, 
the Hearst-Moran-George Fred Will- 
iams crowd would eventually and cer- 
tainly take over the control of the 
Democratic party in Massachusetts. 
To the conservative element of the 
party the spectacle of such a control is 
anything but pleasant. They have 
seen something of that nature in the 
brief control of the state organization 
by George Fred Williams and a few 
others during the Bryan period. That 
brief period of authority disclosed the 
fact that Mr. Williams had few ele- 
ments of leadership, but that he was 
the most potent disintegrating force 
which has ever held the reins over the 
Democratic party in this common- 
wealth, however sincere he may be in 
his views. If he bad been permitted to 
continue in authority it is not alto- 
gether improbable that the Demo- 
cratic party today might have been 
tabulated in the election returns under 
the head of “scattering.” The control 
of the party by Moran and Hearst is 
looked upon by conservative Demo- 
erats as far more unfortunate and ‘n- 
jurious than its control some years ago 
by Mr. Williams.

Taxes 


Wanted 
A Simpler 
System Of 
Taxation 


The followiog enditorial from the 
Brookline Ubronicle has the bearty en- 
dorsement of the Daily Ledger, and we 
believe represents public opinion: 

The fivances of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict are in such a hopeless tangle that 
no municipality can tell a year in ad- 
vance how much it will be called upon 
to pay as its share of the Metropolitan 
taxes. 

The Selectmen made in their report 
last year what had every appearance of 
being an authoritative estimate of the 
amount of the Metropolitan Park tax 
Y. this year. As it was, they doubtless 
came as near to a correct guess a3 any 
one could have. Their estimate was 
about $5000 short of the mark. 

It ought to be possible to predict cor- 
rectly within $1000 the amount of such 
a tax, and it would be if the allotment 
of these metropolitan park, water and 
sewer taxes was not attended with so 
needless an amount of complexity. 

The confusion, instead of becoming 
less every year, is gradually growing 


more. And the reason is because so 
many acamedic discriminations and 
sublities have been infused into the 


State’s treatment of the Metropolitan 
finances, owing toa false idea of fair- 
ness and justice which leads not one 
of the municipalities to feel that it is 
safe from being imposed upon to grat- 
ify whims similar to those embodied in 
the apportionment of 1900. 

The park apportionment of 1905 was 
much simpler, but we need to get 
nearer still to simplicity by the pas-} 
sage of permanent legislation which 
will establish a system the working of 
which every one will be able to under- 
stand in all its details. 

The betterment idea is at the root of 
the whole evil. The notice that im- 
provements should be paid for by the 
towns and cities which benefit directly 
is on its surface very simple, as well as 
very jast, buta little experience bas 
shown that in actual practice this prin- 
cipie of assessment is neither simple nor 
just, except under extraordinary condi- 
tions. 

If the improvements are not for the 
benefit of the whole Metropolitan dis- 
trict, they should not be paid for out 
of the Metropolitan taxes as is the cus- 
tom, but should be a matter for adjust- 
ment between the municipalities in- 
volved, and no other municipality 
should be bothered by having a minute 
share of the expense foisted into its 
contribution to the district. 

The fact that the cost of improve- 
ments directly benefiting certain towns 
and cities is levied in part, at least up- 
on the district at large, except in rare 
cases, shows that such improvements 
are regarded, properly, as metropolitan 
improvements for which the whole pub- 
lic is indebted. 

Take the case of the Wellington 
bridge. Half the cost is placed on Som- 
erville and Medford, because they bene- 
fit directly. Itisa principal with which 
we are all familiar—of which the sewer 
assessment is a well known example. 
But its application may result in absur- 
dities. Somerville may be supposed to 
benefit more from the construction of 
such a bridge than Boston. If so, then 
the side of Somerville toward the bridge 
receives more benefit than that most 
remote; then again, a special class of 
citizens living onthe side toward the 
bridge uses it, and they alone should be 
taxed; to follow out the principle fur- 
ther would be simply to attain to the 
absurdity of taxing a small group of 
individuals, merchants or manufacturers 
operating many vehicles, for nearly the 
whole cost of a bridge, and such a 
method of taxation would be not only 
absurd, but would bea departure from 
that equitable distribution of taxes 
which economists describe as that to- 
ward which modern communities have 
been tending ever since the abolition of 
bridge tolls and similar obsolete eccen- 
tricities of taxation. 

If all these improvements which are 
looked vpon as affecting, even infinites- 
imally, the metropolitan district, were 
simply grouped together and their cost 
settled upon the district as a whole, 
the result would be vastly more equit- 
able, and each municipality could figure 
out its share of the metropolitan debt 
on the basis of its own valuation, with- 


wil. 
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out having to contend with visionary, 
bairsplitting factors. If there are any 
improvements which benefit only two 
or three municipalities, then such im- 
provements should be paid for wholly 
by such municipalities and should not 
be the business of the district. The 
confusion that results from mixing up 
the betterment assessment method with 
the even distribution method of taxa- 
tion should be entirely eliminated—one 
method should be applied ata time, 
not both at once, 


To Save Doctor’s Bills. 

Much is printed nowadays about big 
families. Dr. William J. McCrann, of 
Omaha, Neb., is the father of one of 
these much-read-about families, Here 
is what he says about Castoria.

ANEW MANIFESTO 


by Russian Premier 


THE PRESS IS MUZZLED 


Extreme Measures Taken to Pre- 
vent an Upheaval Which Is Ex- 
pected to Develop In the South 
and Roll Northward 


St. Petersburg, July 25.—War to the 
knife-and the knife to the hilt with 
revolution is proclaimed by Premier 
Stolypin in a telegram addressed to the 
governor generals, governors and pre- 
fects throughout Russia and to the 
viceroy of the Caucasus, who are or- 
dered to strike and spare not in efforts 
to preserve order and crush “the 
enemies of society.” 

Included in this category, as shown 
by the events of yesterday, are not only 
revolutionists and Socialists, but also 
the educated liberal and landed classes 
represented in the Constitutional 
Democratic party, whose clubs every- 
where have been closed, and all the pro- 
gressive newspapers, which are not per- 
mitted to lift their voices anywhere 
throughout the entire land. 

The manifesto bears a remarkable 
similarity to the earlier compositions 
of Ministers of the Interior Plehve and 
Bouligin, and the reactionary press has 
had slight difficulty in cutting it down, 
as they already had done with Mon- 
day’s imperial manifesto, into an ap- 
peal to the “League of Russian Men” 
and other old school Russians to rise 
and smite all the progressive classes. 

Even before the declaration of the 
dissolution of the lower house of parlia- 
ment the war office had perfected its 
plans for handling expected disorders, 
both military and civilian. Both the 
government and the revolutionists ex- 
pect an outbreak in the south and that 
it will roll northward to the two eap- 
itals. This may induce the proletariat 
organizations to postpone the declara- 
tion of a general strike from St. Pe- 
tersburg until contagion is borne up 
from the south. The railroaders, how- 
ever, are anxious to have this strike 
declared at once. 


The strictest censorship over news of 
disorders is maintained. As an ex- 
ample, the mutiny at Brest-Litovysk 


July 23, when a band of artillerymen-t 


from the fortress fired on the gfficers’ 
club, killing two officers, as been 
transformed into a fire destroying the 
house of the officers’ ciub. 7 

The Ministry is obtaining slight aid 
from the forees of society at large in 
putting through its policy. Practically 
all those who have been approached 
have refused flatly to participate in the 
enlarged cabinet proposed. 

The Constitutional Democratic club 
and two other political clubs were 
closed last night by order of the police 
authorities. A caucus of Constitu- 
tional Democrats was being held at the 
club named when it was closed. Prince 
Dolgourokoff, chairman of the central 
executive committee appointed at Vi- 
bourg on Monday, has called a meeting 
of that committee, which will arrangea 
secret caucus to discuss further tactics. 
Moscow Constitutional Democrats rece- 
ommended the summoning of a_na- 
tional convention of the party, but this 
will scarcely be allowed by the authori- 
ties. 

Meetings are being held in a dozen 
houses in St Petersburg, and just 
across the frontier railway employes, 
peasants, Socialists and revolutionists 
of different shades of opinion are dis- 
cussing the best plan of action to throw 
the whole Yhachinery of the govern- 
ment out of gear. 

Agrarian disorders have broken out 
in the vicinity of St. Petersburg. The 
estate of General Baron Fredericks, 
aide-de-camp to the czar, 40 miles from 
the capital, has been plundered by 
peasants. Fredericks asked for troops 
from Gatchina, but was informed that 
the situation was too serious to permit 
of the changing of the present military 
dispositions. 


Alladian Going to Finland 

London, July 25.—M. Alladian, leader 
of the group of toll; M. Roditchoff, lead- 
er of the Constitutional Democrats, 
and MM. Ostrogorsky, Vasileff and 
Levsky, who came to London from St. 
Petersburg to attend the inter-parlia- 
mentary union, departed last night. 
With the exception of Alladian, they 
will proceed direct to St. Petersburg. 
Alladian said: “I am not going to St. 
Petersburg, because if I did my life 
would be in extreme danger. While 
parliament was sitting I was compara- 
tively safe, as deputies could not be ar- 
rested. Now that it is dissolved I must 
take every precaution. There are 45 
death sentences hanging over my head. 
I am going to Finland, where the au- 
thorities will not be likely to arrest me.” 


Services Needed In Russia 

Vienna, July 25.—Russian officers 
spending leaves of absence at Austrian 
watering places have been ordered by 
telegraph to return to Russia. The or- 
ders point out that threatening condi- 
tions make it necessary to place the 
army on a war footing.

Boston, July 25.—Albert Jennings,

been charged with larceny and forgery, 
was released from that institution yes- 
terday as cured. As soon as Jennings 
was released he was arraigned in the 
superior criminal court, where he 
pleaded not guilty to charges of lar- 
ceny and forgery and furnished $4000 
bail for a further hearing. It is under- 
stood that his defense will be insanity. 
Bail was furnished. 


A Cold-Biooded Murder 

Somerville, Mass., July 25.—Henry 
FE. Parsons was arrested, charged with 
the murder of George W. Gilmore. 
Later on Parsons was arraigned in 
court and upon his refusing to plead he 
was held without bail for a hearing. 
Parsons appeared in a dazed condition. 
He is a tinsmith by occupation and five 
years ago figured in a shooting case at 
Charlestown, when he killed a man. 
The police authorities incline to the 
opinion that Parsons’ mind is unbal- 
anced, but yesterday’s shooting was a 
cold-blooded affair. 


Aldermen Talk of Bribery 
Lowell, Mass., July 25.—Charges of

Alderman Dodge declared that another 
member of the board had been offered 
$1000 to vote against the company.

The 
charges evoked considerable sensation 
throughout the meeting.

Rutland, Vt., July 25.—In attempting 
to drive across a railroad track in the 
outskirts of the city, Vernon H. Reed 
and Mrs. Mattie Whitton were killed 
and Fred Bissell was perhaps fatally 
injured. The place where the acci- 
dent occurred is at the foot of a steep 
grade, where it is difficult to see the ap- 
proach of trains. The pilot of the loco- 
motive struck the carriage and all the 
occupants were thrown a considerable 
distance. 


Injunction Against Strikers 

Boston, July 25.—On petition of the 
Waltham Bleachery and Dye Works 
company, 242 members of the Dye- 
workers’ union who are on strike for 
higher wages have been temporarily 
enjoined by the superior court from 
picketing, boycotting boarding house 
keepers who are lodging and feeding 
present employes of the factory, using 
violence toward present employes and 
congregating about the plant.

Gerrish, was ordered last night by the 
Boston city council.

HANDLING KEROSENE. 


How to Insure Against Explosions 
With Proper Care. 


It would be an excellent thing if 


there were some simple and perfectly | 


safe way in which a housekeeper could 
determine for herself the flash point of 
the kerosene she buys. Unfortunately 
the handling of kerosene which is hot 
enough to flash is a highly dangerous 
thing for one who is not instructed in 
the matter. There are some things, 
however, which a housekeeper may do, 
Says Professor W. P. Bradley in Good 
Housekeeping. 

First.—Kerosene should always be 
handled by daylight and away from all 
flames and fires. Under no cireum- 
stances whatever should a lamp be 
filled while its wick is lighted. 

Second.—After filling a lamp both 
the burner and the reservoir should al- 
ways be carefully wiped free from oil 
films. 

Third.-When a lamp is not burning 
it is well to keep the wick a little be- 
low the top of the tube. This helps 
to prevent oil from working over upon 
the burner and reservoir. 

Fourth.—Fill your lamps as often as 
they are used. Especially do not light 
a lamp when the oil is low in the reser- 
voir. 

Fifth—-Remembering that even ex- 
plosive vapor cannot do harm unless 
in some way it actually comes in con- 
tact with a flame, never use a burner 
which fits loosely upon the rest of the 
lamp. A loose joint may leak vapor, 
which is likely in turn to be drawn up 
into the flame. 

Sixth.—Never use a wick which does 
not fit the tube provided for it. 

Seventh.—_Never blow out a kerosene 
flame downward. Turn down the wick 


a little and let the flame go out of it- | 
If you must blow it out, blow up- | 


self, 
ward through the burner or across the 
top of the chimney. Both of these 
methods produce an upward draft. 

Eighth.—Always keep the kerosene 
ean and filler in a clenn, well ventilat- 
ed place, where no lights ever estne. 


How to Banish Ants. 

The only way to exterminate ants is 
to find the nest and destroy it, says the 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. Place 
some grains of coarse granulated sug- 
ar where they will be easily found by 
the ants, and then watch each loaded 
body as it scampers oyer the line of 
march to the nest. Often the watching 
ends at the wall, especially if the house 
is old, and it may be necessary to cut 
away a portion of the surbase before 
the nest can be reached. At other 
times the little fellows make straight 
for out of doors with a wisdom one can 
only marvel at, and then, if followed, 
they will be seen to enter a hole in the 
ground. This is the nest. When the 
nest is in the house saturate it thor- 
oughly with kerosene or with boiling 
water, doing the work quickly, for all 
the little spry mites will hurry to get 
away from the death dealing fluid. 
Any portion of the wall or of the floor- 
ing that has been removed in order to 
reach the nest can be replaced when 
the work is accomplished.

War Record 


The funeral of Daniel F. French, a 
veteran of the civil war who died at 
the Soldiers’ home in Chelsea, was held 
Tuesday from the residence of his niece 
on Washington street. The services 
were conducted by Rev. Edward Nor- 
ton. The remains were then escorted 
by Paul Revere Post, 88, G. A. R., to 
the Hancock cemetery where they were 
placed in the French tomb. 

The burial service of the Grand Army 
was read at the grave, and closed with 
three volleys by the firing squad. The 
casket containing the remains was cov- 
ered with the National flag under which 
he fought for nearly four years. 

Daniel F. French served in Co. H., 
4th Regt., and was considered one of 
the minute men of ‘61, serving three 
months. He re-enlisted in Co. K., 18th 
Regt., in Aug. 1861 and was discharged 
Nov. 8, 1862. Reenlisted again in 56th 
Kegt. Veterans, Co. E., for three years ; 
mustered in Jan. 1864. He was pro- 
moted sergeant Jan. 1864; promoted 
sergeant major, Feb. 8, 1864; promoted 
2d lieutenant April 26, 1864; promoted 
1st lieutenant and quartermaster, Aug. 
7th, 1864. 

He was wounded in left shoulder June 
17, 1864, at the battle of Petersburg; 
wounded in right side July 12, 1864, 
but continued in the service ‘until June 
26, 1865. 

During his first enlistment he cared 
for his comrade Francis L. Souther, 
who was mortally wounded in battle of 
Big Bethel, Va., and who expired in 
his arms. He served in the Wilderness 
campaign, Petersburg, at Appomattox. 
He was a geverous, loyal comrade. 


Funeral of Mr. Webster. 

The funeral of Granville S. Webster, 
a former master of the Willard school, 
was held Tuesday afternoon from his 
late residence on Adams street, East 


Milton. tev. Edward Anderson of the 
East Milton Congregational church 
officiated. 


The services were very largely attend- 
ed, many of the teachers of the Eliot 
school, Boston, being among those 
present.

How to Renovate Black Dresses. 

A whole black skirt, no matter how 
soiled, may be completely renovated by 
adding a quart of strained soap bark 
solution (an ounce steeped in a quart 
of water) to a couple of gallons of hot 
water. Immerse the skirt in this and 
work up and down, in and out, accord- 
ing to the manner of washing flannels, 
until the skirt is clean; rinse In clean 
tepid water, wring and shake vigorous- 
ly, hang out on a line upside down and 
when nearly dry iron on the wrong 
side.

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THE CHILEAN “YAPPA.” 


It Is Similar to the “Lagniappe” of 
New Orleans. 

Residents of New Orleans and north- 
ern readers of Cable’s stories of the 
ciry are famillar with the interesting 
and gracious custom of small trades- 
men of giving lagniappe. The word, 
commonly pronounced “lanyap,” refers 
to the small present which the dealers 
make to their customers as a sort of 
inducement to call again. The custom 
is so firmly established that the people 
are in the habic of waiting for their 
little present after they have made 
their purchases, and children ask for 
it. Mrs. Hort in her book “The Garden 
of the Pacific’ describes a similar cus- 
tom in Valparaiso. The Chileans, how- 
ever, call the gift a “yappa,” which one 
readily sees is kindred to the word 
used in New Orleans. 

“I used to frequent the fruit market, 
which was well stocked. The fresh 
figs were the largest and sweetest that 
I had ever seen or tasted, and I made 
a point of daily bringing some home 
for breakfast. 

“The first time I selected the number 
which I wanted the girl placed them 
between lewves In my basket and then 
laid another half dozen on the top. I 
supposed that she wished me to buy 
an extra quantity and shook my head 
in the negative. She smilingly ex- 
plained that it was for a yappa. AS I 
had nothing more to pay, I was agree- 
ably impressed by the custom. 

“The Chileans exact the yappa as 
their due. We were in a confectionery 
shop one day when a small child came 
in and held up a centavo (halfpenny) 
for some sweets. The man handed 
them to her. She held up her other 
hand and lisped out, ‘Mi yappa,’ and 
got it.".—New York Globe. 


THE SAIS OF EGYPT. 


A Warning Runner Who Bellows 
Like a Bull as He Goes. 

The sais is a runner who keeps in 
front of a carriage and warns common 
people out of the way and who beats 
them with a stick if they do not hurry 
up about it. 

It is obvious that to do this he must 
run quickly. Most men when they run 
bend their bodies forward and keep 
their mouths closed In order to save 
their wind. The sais runs with his 
shoulders thrown back and trumpet- 
ing like an enraged elephant. He holds 
his long wand at his side like a mus- 
ket and not trailing in his hand like a 
walking stick, and he wears a soft 
shirt of white stuff and a sleeveless 
coat buried in gold lace. 

He is a perfect ideal of color and 
movement, and as he runs he bellows 
like a bull or roars as you have heard 
a lion roar at feeding times in a 
menagerie. 

There are sometimes two of them 
running abreast, dressed exactly alike 
and with the upper part of their bodies 
as rigid as the wand pressed against 
their sides and with the ends of their 
scarf and the long tassel streaming 
out behind. 

As they yell and bellow donkeys and 
carriages and people seramble out of 
their way until the carriage they pre- 
cede has rolled rapidly by. Only 
princesses of the royal harem and con- 
suls general and the heads of the army 
of occupation and the Egyptian army 
are permitted two sais; other people 
may have one. 


When Thackeray Struck. 

A letter written by Thackeray to the 
proprietor of Fraser's Magazine is 
quoted under the head of “When 
Thackeray Went on Strike.” As a 
matter of fact, Trackeray, so far from 
acting on the principle of unionism, 
acted on precisely the opposite prin- 
ciple and asserted his right to individ- 
ual preference. “Well,” he says, “I 
dare say you will be very indignant 
and swear I am the most mercenary of 
individuals. Not so. But I am a better 
workman than most of your crew and 
desire a better price.”

Cheaper 


Electric Light 
Company Will 
Make Bigger 
Discounts 


The finding of the Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners on the petition 
fora reduction in the prices charged 
by the Quiecy Electric Light and Pow- 
er Co. is considered by the officials of 
the company to be a tribute to the 
manner in which they have conducted 
the business. ‘ 

The Treasurer of the company, in an 
interview with a representative of the 
Daily Ledger, says that the report shows 
that it has been supplying the current 
for street lighting at cost, while the 
rates for commercial lighting and 
power are low as compared with com- 
panies of like standing. 

The salient. pvints in the report are 
tbat its present plant is in every respect 
modern, of high efficiency, and eco- 
nomical in its operation. Its present 
dividends are moderate, and its profits 
have not been extravagant. 

It is true, as the report says, thata 
very large proportion of its commercial 
busipess is made up of small consumers, 
and taken asa whole the report isa 
very complimentary one to the comyany. 

In regard to the recommendations, 
thatthe maximum net price for com- 
mercial lighting be reduced from 18 
cents to 17 cents per kilowatt hour, the 
Treasurer says that they will comply 
with it, and that beginning August 1, 
a discount of 15 per cent will be made 
on bills of $10 and less for prompt pay- 
ment, instead of 10 per cent as now. 

This with the free lamp renewals, re- 
cently established, virtually means a 
reduction of 15 per cent. The base rate, 
however, will remain at 20 cents as at 
present. 

In conclusion the official said that it 
had always been the policy of the com-

Stars Coming 


The annual visit of the English foot- 

all players is of interest to lovers of 
the Soccer game, of whom there are 
many in Quincy. Some of the members

On Aug. 2, says the Boston Trans- 
cript, a team of Corinthians will leave 
Liverpool for New York, and on the 
ith of the month they will play a 
match at Montreal. Following this 
match a programme embodying matches 
at Toronto, Ottawa, Chicago, Detroit, 
Philadelphia and New York will be gone 
through. The tour will close at’ Bos- 
ton, and the party will leave for Eng- 
Jand again on Sept. 15. 

The party will consist of T. S. How- 
landson (goal), U. C. Page, P. R. May 
and W. U, Timmis, (backs), C. Wroford 
Brown, M. Morgan Owen, R. D. Craig 
and b. H. Willett, (half backs) @. C. 
Vassall, S. H. Day, G. S. Harris, G. 
N. Foster, N. 8. Cornelius, B. O. Cor- 
bett and E. G. D. Wright (forwards). 
The most prominent absentees, there- 
fore, are S S. Harris and Vivian Wood- 
ward. 

The Corinthians, as every English 
foot-ball follower knows, is England’s 
greatest amateur team. The club is 
composed exclusively of ‘varsity and 
public school men, and not more than 
ten new members can be elected in one 
year, Thus, in the team which won 
the Dewar Shield in 1004 there were 
five Oxford blues and five Cambridge 
blues. To stand as the first amateur 
clab in the land while confining mem- 
bership to the ‘varsities and public 
schools is no small credit to the 
Corinthians. 

The club was founded in 1883 by Mr. 
N. L. Jackson, and within nine years 
there had been forty-four players chosen 
to play for England in the Internation- 
als. One thing is most remarkable in 
the play of the Corinthians. That is, 
that for twenty-six years their charac- 
teristic style on the field has never 
changed. The style has always been 
unique and bas never been absent even 
in the club’s worst years. 

The forwards play a most open game 
without a suspicion of crowding. They 
take the ball on the run and make 
straight for the goal without dallyiog. 
Their passing is quick, crisp and along 
the ground, while their shooting is 
done from all angles. There is plenty 
of hard charging, but never anythiog 
like foul play. There is any amount of 
life and go, and no one ever slacks. In 
fact, the impression one gleans from 
watching the Corinthians is that they 
play to win the game and to enjoy 
themselves while doing so.

D@It was fortunate when the South 
Framingham accident occurred that the 
9th Regiment and a part of the 6th were 
in camp near by.

Equally so that a car came 
alopg just as General Whitney was 
ready to start for town with a detach- 
ment. ‘‘Get out; and get out quick!"’ 
shouted the General in a voice that no 
passenger failed to hear and obey, and 
the soldiers were taken aboard and the 
car sped on its way. It was hard on 
the tourists to be tbus given a lesson 
in military necessity, but there was no 
time to be lost, and with General Whit- 
ney in command there is no use in kick- 
ing. But the sufferers at South Fram- 
ingham got relief more promptly than 
if the soldiers had bad to walk, while 
the tourists rode. 

The presence of the soldiers was not 
only a first aid to the injured, but they 
were a useful police force, and alto- 
gether it was a lucky combination of 
fortuitous circumstances, Governor 
Guild has recognized the value of the 
service rendered, by an order to the 
troops, in which he expresses his hearty 
appreciation of their prompt and 
efficient service at the disaster at South 
Framingham, and added, “The need as 
well as the value of an organized volun- 
teer militia in peace as well as in war 
has again been conspicuously demon- 
strated.’’—Lynu Item. 


D@ When women's wrappers are paid 
for at the rate of forty-nine cents a 
dozen, and silk waists at eight cents 
each, it is easy to anderstand why even 
the help of tiny children must be called 
upon to earn a pittance for the makers. 
Ifthe children can do no more than 
thread needles or pull out bastings their 
assistance is precious; if they are intel- 
ligent enough to sew on buttons, or 
make buttonholes, their help is more 
precious still. As soon as baby fingers 
can move intelligently, they play an in- 
creasingly important part in the labor 
of the household. 

It seems incredible, I know, to talk 
of an infant three years old working, 
and some may regard the statement that 
such little ones do work as a sensational 
exaggeration. But it is literally true as 
is proved by the testimony of witnesses 
of unimpeachable character. A baby 
three years old can straighten out tubac- 
co leaves or stick the stamens of artifi- 
cial flowers through the petals. A 
child of four can put the covers on pa- 
per boxes, or even help to paste them. 
A child from four to six years of age 
can pull out bastings and sew on but- 
tons. A child of eight can make arti- 
ficial flowers almost as well as an adult, 
and can make paper bags just as well, 
and almost as quickly. Many a girl 
from eight to twelve years old can fin- 
ish boys’ knee-pants as well as her 
mother. In our greatest and richest 
city, babies who should be in the kin- 
dergartens have been compelled to work 
in such occupations as I have described, 
and others of 4 like nature.—Jobn Spar-

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| MURDER GHARGED 


Warrant Served Upon the Father 
of John Streub 


BOY KILLED ON JULY 10 


Had Left Home_on Previous Day 
In Search of Work--Body Was 
Found Later Concealed Be- 
neath Pile ot Bushes 


Great Barrington, Mass., July 26.— 
Emi! Streub, father of John, the 12- 
year-old Housatonic boy whose body 
was found in the woods near Housa- 
tonic about twe weeks ago, was ar- 
rested late yesterday afternoon on a 
warrant charging him with the mur- 


der of his son, at the conclusion of a 
two days’ inquest into the boy’s death. 

The father had been subjected to a 
rigid examination the greater part of 
Tuesday and yesterday, but with the 
exception of a few minor details his 
testimony, it is said, was unshaken. 
Immediately upon the serving of the 
warrant upon him he engaged H. C. 
Joiner, a local attorney. The time of 
the alleged murder was fixed at the in- 
quest as July 10. 

On July 9 Streub left home with an- 
other lad named Benjamin White for 
Torrington, Conn., where they expected 
to secure work in a factory. Upon 
reaching Great Barrington Streub de- 
cided to return to his home in Housa- 
tonic, while White kept to his original 
plan of going to Torrington, where he 
secured employment. Streub disap- 
peared almost immediately after part- 
ing from White, and his body was not 
discovered until July 15, when search- 
ers found it concealed beneath a pile of 
bushes which had been cut and placed 
over it. 

The autopsy on July 16 by Medical 
Examiner Beebe disclosed that a prob- 
able murder had been committed. 
There were two fractures of the skull, 
either of which would have proved fa- 
tal, according to the findings of Beebe. 
A further search revealed a long spike, 
which was found in the bushes nearby 
with blood spots on it and human hair. 
This was the implement, it was 
thought, with which the alleged mur- 
der had been committed. 

State and local officers were put at 
once upon the case and gradually the 
finger of suspicion turned towards Emil 
Streub. His moyements on the day the 
alleged crime is supposed to have been 
committed were closely traced and 
neighbors testified as to the father’s 
relations with his boy. Streub made 
no effort to avoid arrest, merely an- 
nouncing his intention of engaging an 
attorney immediately. 


Studying Origin of Cancer 

London, July 26.—As the result of 
experiments with fhice, the imperial 
cancer research fund laboratory an- 
nounces that the prospects of discover- 
ing the mystery of the origin of cancer 
are more hopeful than ever. Out of 100 
mice inoculated to produce the disease 
90 developed tumors, but in the pro- 
tected animals no tumors occurred. 
The experiments must be carried fur- 
ther before it can be ascertained wheth- 
er they will have a bearing on the 
treatment of the disease in mankind. 


An Attack on Westinghouse 
Pittsburg, July 26.—At a sensational 
meeting of the stockholders of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing company, President Westing- 
house of the company was charged 
openly by stockholders with launching 
private ventures with the company’s 
funds.

Extraordinary Plans For Pre- 
venting Lynching of a Negro 
Baltimore, July 26.—With the great: 

est possible secrecy, William Lee, the 

negro who has been held in the city 
jail under sentence of death for assault- 

wo women in Somerset county 
met weeks ago, was placed aboard the 
steamer Governor R. K. McLane and 
started for Somerset county to be exe- 
cuted for his crime. 

Lee’s case has been one of great dit- 
ficulty to the authorities, owing to the 
indignation the crime aroused on the 
eastern shore of Maryland. It has been 
repeatedly declared that the citizens of 
that locality will never allow the negro 
to be legally executed and threats of 
burning at the stake have been freely 
made. 

After the crime Lee fled to Vir- 
ginia and to protect him from Mary- 
land pursuers he was taken to Nor- 
folk under guard of Virginia militia- 
men. Then he was brought to this city, 
tried and convicted promptly. The 
law gives a convicted murderer 20 days 
between the day of conviction and his 
execution. This period expired yester- 
day.

Checks Did Not Reach Destination

Constitutional Democrats 4p.

St. Petersburg, July 26.—Though j, 
is difficult to obtain a true picture of 
the conditions in the interior, owlug 
to the embargo that has been put Upon 
press dispatches, all indications point 
more and more to the postponement of 
the threatened general strike until the 
government shall be less and the coup. 
try more prepared for such an event, 
until the harvest is finished and the 
revolutionary movement develops spon- 
taneously among the Idle peasantry, 

What news has been received from 
the provinces indicates that conditions 
are scarcely ripe, except in the famine 
districts, for an upbeayal. The strat- 
egists of the revolutionary councils are 
laboring with the hot-heads to induce 
them to defer the call for a genera} 
strike until it can come as a supple. 
ment to the movement already under 
way. A definite decision will be 
reached within a day or two In the re 
organized council of workmen. 

A remnant of the Constitutional 
Democratic deputics, many of whom, 
after having collected the arrears of 
salary and mileage due them, have 
started homeward, are caucusing in- 
dustriously, but their importance has 
gone, neither the government nor the 
revolutionists paying much attention 
to the former dominant party in the 
lower house of parliament. 

The government, indeed, bas not 
abandoned its efforts to enlist mod- 
erates in the cabinet. Professor Mou 
romtseff, the president of the dissolved 
house, for whom Premler Stolypin was 
vainly searching with an invitation to 
go to Peterhof while the former was 
presiding over the outlaw parliament 
at Viborg, was again approached yes- 
terday, but there is not the slightest 
prospect that he can be swayed, even 
by imperial command, to take office. 


The most urgent problem before the 
government in case an immediate out- 
break is postponed is the relief of the 
distress in the interior. A cabinet 
meeting was devoted to consideration 
of this subject, and it was voted to ex 
tend relief works in the famine die 
tricts. A commission was appointed to 
decide where the budget could best be 


cut to find the $7,500,000 voted by 
parliament for famine rellef. It will be 
necessary also to provide more cash 
for the settlement of claims for dam- 
age to estates during the peasant ex- 
cesses, but this is capable of being de 
ferred. 


Premier Stolypin announces that he 
has obtained from Emperor Nicholas 
special powers for Admiral Skrydloff 
In restoring and maintaining order an 
discipline in the Black sea fleet. The 
admiral, who departed yesterday for 
Sebastopol, said that his first task 
would be to investigate the arrests of 
sallors of the fleet and lIlberate those 
who were unjustly sent toprison.

South Framingham, Mass., July 26.— 
The bodies of all the victims of the col- 
lapse of the Amsden building on Con- 
cord street are believed to have been 
recovered, with possibly one exception.

Oklahoma Eagle’s Feather Used 


to Create New State. 
2s 


TAKEN FROM WING OF LIVE BIRD 


One of the Golden Variety, Which 
Supplied Pen Used by President 
Roosevelt In Signing the Statehood 
Bill, Is Now Stuffed and Has Been 
Christened “Old Statehoo4,” 


Dee. 15, 1905, a golden eagle soaring 
high in the clear, crisp air of western 
Oklahoma descended on the ranch of 
a farmer seven miles northwest of 
Woodward and was caught by both 
feet separately in two steel traps that 
had been set for coyotes, says a Gutb- 
rie (Olla.) correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star. From the wing of this 
eagle was taken the quill with which 
President Roosevelt signed ‘“Roose- 
velt” to the bill giving statehood to 
Oklahoma and Indian territories. The 
body of this eagle, which died after’a 
period of captivity, was mounted by 
Professor George Stevens of the North- 
western Normal school in Alva and 
will be preserved for historical pur- 
poses under the name “Old Statehood.” 

When the delegation of 150 citizens 
of Oklahoma and Indlan territories, 
carrying the “razorback” hog, went to 
Washington last winter to boom state- 
hood the delegates were presented in 
a body to President Roosevelt by Dele- 
gate McGuire. Among the delegates 
was Charles Hunter, a “rough rider” 
sergeant under Colonel Roosevelt in 
the Spanish-American war, of whom 
President Roosevelt was so fond that 
Hunter now is clerk of the court in 
the Oklahoma city district. 

“President Roosevelt, to whom are 
you going to give the statehood pen?’ 
asked Hunter. 

President Roosevelt turned and said: 

“Charley, you shall have the pen. 
Mr. Loeb, make a note that Charles 
Hunter gets the pen with which the 
statehood bill is signed.” 

D. P. Marum of Woodward, one of 
the earliest and most loyal supporters 
of joint statehood, suggested to Hunter 
tuat, inasmuch as Oklahoma originally 
was an Indian country and as the 
eagle was sacred to the Indian and 
also the national emblem of the United 
States, a quill from the wing of a live 
Oklahoma eagle would make an appro- 
priate pen. Hunter was pleased with 
the suggestion, but did not know where 
he could find a live Oklahoma eagle. 

One of the pioneer citizens of Wood- 
ward is L. B. (“Dad”) Nall, for many 
years a cattleman in Texas and now 
landlord of the Cattle King hotel in 
Woodward. Marum remembered that 
Nall had a big eagle in a cage and told 
Hunter that there would be no trouble 
in getting an eagle feather. When 
Marum reached home in February he 
found two eagles in Nall’s cage, the 
new one being a large golden eagle 
that had been caught in steel traps by 
a farmer, who had brought the eagle to 
Woodward and offered it for sale. 
Finding no buyer, he gave the eagle 
to Nall. 

“Dad” Nall was delighted to furnish 
the eagle feather, and Feb. 21 he en; 
tered the eagle cage and after a lively 
bout with: the golden eagle got two 
quills from its wing, each quill meas- 
uring twenty-two inches in length. 
Marum sent the quills to Hunter. A 
druggist in Oklahoma City named 
Redding cut one of the quills into a 
pen. Hunter sent this pen to Presl- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Here follows a story about the eagle 
which “Dad” Nall says he is willing 
to back up with his sixshooter if nec- 
essary: March 9, the day the senate 
amended the statehood bill, the eagle 
refused food anc began beating its 
head and wings against the wire net- 
ting of its cage. March 22, the day 
the house insurgents lost their fight 
and the statehood bill was sent to 
conference, the eagle died. 

President Roosevelt sent the pen to 
Hunter after the statehood bill had 
been signed, and it Is now the per- 
sonal property of Hunter, who will 
place it for safe keeping in the Scot- 
tish Rite temple in Guthrie. Many 
Oklahonians would prefer that the pen 
be deposited with the Oklahoma His- 
torical society. Hunter said lately that 
the pen belonged to him and he would 
please himself as to where it should 
be kept. 

Nall has been offered $500 for the 
mounted eagle, which he has named 
Old Statehood. This historic bird prob- 
ably will be given to the state when a 
capital building has been erected and 


rooms provided for the State Historic- 
al society. 


Million Dollar Hotel For Manila. 

Manila is to have a $1,000,000 mod- 
ern hotel, the finest between San Fran- 
cisco and Cairo, Egypt, says a Wash- 
ington special dispatch to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. The site has already 
been purchased, and the work of build- 
ing will be begun in a short time. The 
8round covers 850,000 square feet, 
fronting 700 feet on Washington boule- 
vard and 600 feet on Calle San Luis. 
The building: 1s to be 800 feet long, 
with two wings, between which will be 
a large pateo, with a fountain in the 
center. Steel and concrete will be 
used, and it is promised that the builld- 
ing will be fire and earthquake proof. 
The hotel is to be equipped with its 
own vegetable and flower garden, its 
own dairy farm, tennis courts, bowling 
alleys, automobile garage, billiard 
rooms, cafe and reading rooms. It will 
also operate its own power plant, ice 
plant, cold storage and laundry. A ho-

PASSING OF THE LION. 


Once Mighty Brute Losing Ground 
Before Civilization. 

The lion, like the other great cats, is 
a relic of a diminishing race and do- 
minion. In the early stone age the 
“eaye’ Hon roamed throughout the 
southern half of Europe, and it is be- 
lieved that along the Mediterranean, at 
least, its extinction was due to prehis- 
toric man. 

The battle bas gone on ever since. 
Long ago lions were exterminated 
from Afghanistan, Baluchistan and 
northern Persia. A century ago they 
were more or less prevalent on north- 
western India, but now none remain 
save a few in the Gheer, a wooded 
hilly tract of Kattlawar, where they 
are “to some extent preserved by the 
nawabs of Joonaghoor;” Farsistan, 
where the marshes about Niris lake af- 
ford shelter and the hosts of pigs 
feeding on the acorns of the oak forests 
furnish subsistence. 

Similar conditions enable a few lions 
to maintain themselves along the lower 
Euphrates and Tigris, but they were 
long ago exterminated from all Asia 
Minor, Syria, Arabia, Egypt and Alge- 
ria. From Abyssinia and the southern 
Sahara southward to the Orange river 
lions still exist except in the most pop- 
ulous districts, and in some places are 
very numerous. 

There seems never to have been more 
than one ‘species, nor, in spite of the 
former belief in the “maneless lions of 
Guzerat” and the “black maned” ones 
of other places, is any variety well lo- 
ealized. Lions with full manes have 
been shot in India as well as those 
with hardly any, and “out of fifty male 
lion skins scarcely two will be found 
alike in color and length of mane.”— 
Ernest Ingersoll’s “Life of Mammals.” 


THE FLAG REVERSED. 


A Fisherman's Emblem That Tells of 
Distress and Hope. 

One of the frequent sights In the 
ports along the eastern coast Is that of 
a fishing schooner coming into the har- 
bor with an American flag hoisted at 
the mainmast head in its reverse posi- 
tion. To the interested spectators that 
flag always brings a pang of distress, 
for it means that one or more of the 
crew are missing” through some calam- 
ity of the sea. But to the members of 
the craft itself the signal is not always 
an emblem of woe. The flag is hoisted, 
from their viewpoint, to notify those 
concerned that the complement of the 
ship is not full, and they live on hope 
for a long time before they acknowl- 
edge that the men who have disappear- 
ed are really lost. 

A stranger to seafaring ways asked 
the skipper of one of these fishing 
schooners the other day what the dis- 
tress signal meant, and he was set 
right by the captain, who remarked in 
the most cheerful way in the world: 

“They’re missing out of th’ crew, of 
course, but we haven’t given them up 
by a long sight. Ye see, they may 
have been picked up by some other 
boat an’ carried off to th’ ether side. 
Oh, no, we don’t give them up just be- 
cause we've missed them! It’s more 
than likely they’ll turn up yet.”—New 
York Press, 


Elephant Power. 

How many men would be needed to 
pull a weight hauled by an elephant? 
Fifty. The answer is the result of re- 
cent investigations made to determine 
the respective pulling power of horses, 
men and elephants. Two _ horses, 
weighing 1,600 pounds each, together 
pulled 3,750 pounds, or 550 pounds 
more than their combined weight. One 
elephant, weighing 12,000 pounds, pull- 
ed 8,750 pounds, or 3,250 pounds less 
than his weight. Fifty men, aggregat- 
ing about 7,500 pounds in weight, pull- 
ed 8,750 pounds, or just as much as the 
single elephant. But, like the horses, 
they pulled more than their own 
weight. One hundred men pulled 12,- 
000 pounds.

Ideal racing weather was dealt out to 
Quincey Yacht club on Thursday for its 
open and interclab race. The wind was 
fresh from the nort!east and the sea 
choppy. A large fi-:et of boats came 
out tempted by the large array of prizes 
offered, and as a whole it was the larg- 


est and most successful race ever held 
by the club. 
The club bouse_ balconies were 


thronged with ladies and yachtsmen 
who watched with keen interest the 
start and finish of the several classes. 
Heavy wraps were not uncomfortable, 
and while at times the weather threat- 
ened sain it kept off until the race was 
over. It wasa little hazy along the 
outside all of the time, and fora few 
minates the fog almost shut the yachts 


from view. The fog soon lifted how- 
ever. 
There were but few accidents and 


mishaps, The sloop Valante lust her 
bowsprit by fouling a tug near Grape 
island. Thetug had stopped to allow 
some of the yachts to pass and backed 
down onto the Valante. 

The Violet furnished the sensation of 
the afternoon. The Violet and Hilda 
were the only two boats in the topmast 
boat class. The Violet got the gun and 
was well in the lead. Just off the club 
float a line from her peak became caught 
inthe mooring of a tender which was 
lifted fully twenty feet into the air, 
where it was suspended until the top- 
mast snapped and the line parted. It 
put the Violet out of commission and 
she changed her course and headed tow- 
ards South Boston. 

The New Orleans of the Sonder class 
had finished her first half of the course, 
and was leading when her mast snapped 
and she was out of the race. 

There was considerable interest 
among the local yachtsmen to see what 
the Auk would doas she is the boat 
with which it is hoped to bring the 
Challenge cup back to Quincy. She 
came over and entered the race, but 
soon after the start was seen to pick up 
her tender and sail away toward Hull. 
There was apparently no reason why 
she should not have raced. 

All of the classes filled and most of 
the yachts got away with single reefs, 
although some carried double reefs. 

The local interest was largely centered 
It had twelve 
starters and furnished an interesting 
race. The start was a lively one, the 
Argestes getting across first on the 
starboard tack with a good lead. She 
held this for a larger part Of the first 
round, with Iris second and Hustler 
third, Josephine fourth, Then Commo- 
dore Crane took the lead with the Iris. 
The other boats in the class retained 
their same relative positions. As they 
came toward the line at the finish it 
was seen that the Iris ‘had a good lead 
over the Argestes and as the latter had 
to allow the Iris it was figured out that 
the Commodore was a sure winner. He 
made a fatal mistake, however by cross- 
ing the line wrong and was obliged to 
come about and cross so as to leave the 
judges boat on the starboard. This cost 
him nearly a minute and when the re- 
sult was figured out he had surrendered 
first position to Vice Commodore Rob- 
bins Hustler. 

The race of the power boats was not 
a success because these boats reached 
one of the buoys about the same time 
as the yachts, and the fact that their 
zourse was in the opposite direction.

OFFER 1S REJECTED 


Railway Company Made a Pro- 
position to Strikers 


IT INCLUDED AN ADVANCE 


Lower Rating For but Five Men 
If They Returned to Work-- 
New Bedford Mill Operatives 
In Sympathy With Strikers 


New Bedford, Mass., July 27.—By a 
unanimous vote the striking street rail- 
waymen decided last night to reject the 
concession offered by the Union Street 
Railway company, through its presi- 
dent, H. H. Crapo, thereby postponing 
indefinitely a settlement of differences 
existing between the.company and its 
employes. 

The proposition of Crapo was to take 
back all the strikers who applied for 
their positions before 4:30 o’tlock this 
afternoon. The men would receive au 
advance in wages, but not such an ad- 
vance as they had demanded. Themen 
have asked for a flat wage scale of 25 
cents an hour. Up to the time of the 
strike they received less than that fig- 
ure, but were given 25 cents an hour 
after 15 years of service with the com- 
pany. 

A few days ago Crapo announced a 
new wage scale, in which the 25-cent 
rate is paid after five years’ service 
with the company. The offer stipu- 
lated that the men would not lose their 
rating, except that the employes who 
had not gone on strike would take 
precedence over the others. It was 
brought out at the conference that only 
five of the strikers would have a lower 
rating if they returned to work. 

Cars were run until 9 o’clock last 
night, three hours later than on any 
previous day since the strike began. 
An attempt will be made today to run 
a full service, provided the police are 
able to guarantee protection to the pas- 


sengers. Three cars were stoned last 
night. Three passengers were injured 


by the missiles and windows 
were smashed. 

The state board of conciliation and 
arbitration visited the city in an en- 
deavor to bring about a_ settlement. 
Conferences were held, at which the 
members of the state board, Mayor 
Thompson, President Crapo and repre- 
sentatives of the strikers were present, 
but no agreement could be reached. 

The action of the company in import- 
ing about 100 strike-breakers from 
New York and Boston has caused great 
bitterness among the strikers, as well 
as among the thousands of cotton mill 
operatives in the city, all of whom are 
strong in their support of organized 
labor.

British Captain Released Him 
When Kick Was Forthcoming 

Boston, July 27.—For a few hours 
yesterday there was a threatened con- 
flict between Uncle Sam and Johnny 
3ull when Captain ‘Tranter of the 
Leyland-Manchester liner Caledonian 
refused to allow Stephen Gray, 40, a 
negro stowaway, an American citizen, 
to land, after he had been discharged 
by the United States immigration in- 
spector. 

Captain Tranter detained the negro 
just as he was about to step on the 
gangway to walk ashore. He was 
then put under lock and key, but at 3 
e’clock yesterday afternoon, when the 
skipper of the Caledonian discovered 
that his act against an American citi- 
zen might result in international com- 
plications, he sent word back to Chief 
Officer Stewart to release Gray at once. 

The negro was detained by the cap- 
tain on the ground that he was steal- 
ing passage and, according to orders 
from the international mercantile ma- 
rine, that all stowaways on the ships 
of the company must be returned to 
England to stand trial. 

Gray shipped from this country on 
the Leyland liner Iberian. He says 
that after landing in England he lost 
his return certificate, so he stowed 
away. :

PLOTS IN DOUMA 


Consummation Checked by Order 
of Dissolution 


AGITATION OVER STRIKE 


Radicals May Force the Issue, 
Which Would Be Resented by 
Hungry Peasantry--Police Are 


Breaking Up Meetings 


Paris, July 27.—According to The 
Journal's St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent, the Russian authorities discov- 


ered in the course of recent searches 
the existence of a gigantic organiza- 
tion for a general revolutionary strike 
in October next, the plans of which 
had been perfectly prepared. The czar 
consequently decided to strike a sharp 
blow by dissolving the representative 
assembly and thus prevent parliament 
from becoming a tribune for revolu-- 
tionists. 

The Echo De Paris states that it was 
police intervention at a secret meeting 
at the offices of the newspaper Misla, 
which was attended by a number of 
deputies, that led to the discovery of a 
plot by the organized labor and Jewish 
groups of the lower house of parlia- 
ment. The government demanded the 
expulsion of the leader of the move- 
ment, Deputy Solomka. The house re- 
fused to accede and consequently it 
was dissolved, the government believ- 
ing it was cognizant of the plot. 


ef" Strike Question Hangs Fire 

St. Petersburg, July 27—The de- 
cision on the question of a general strike 
is still hanging fire. No word has been 
received from the revolutionary lead- 
ers, who again were in secret session 
last night. In addition to other rea- 
sons, the conditions in the famine dis- 
tricts are advanced as a new argu- 
ment against a strike, as the peasantry 
would resent the tying up of the rail- 
roads, upon which they are dependent 
for grain to keep them from starvation. 

The ministry of railroads has re- 
ceived word of several attempts to de- 
stroy railroad bridges, and it is be- 
lieved that the radicals are resorting to 
this means to force the issue. 

The police are becoming more active 
in breaking up meetings in the capital. 
Yesterday they invaded a conference of 
St. Petersburg aldermen, which was 
held in a private house, and placed al! 
of those in attendance under arrest for 
five hours, while the house was 
searched and papers examined. 

News has been received here that 
racial troubles have broken out at 
Krasnoyarsk between Russians and na- 
tives of Siberia. One person was killed 
and six were wounded in the first en- 
counter. 


Hitch on Loan Is Feared 

London, July 27.— Russia is reported 
to be considerably alarmed by the ef- 
fect the fall of Russian bonds has had 
on the European subscribers to the last 
loan, the second instalment of which 
is due on Aug. 1. It is rumored that 
many subscribers to the loan will re- 
fuse to make the coming payment un- 
der anything like present conditions. 
With its whole existence depending on 
this loan, the embarrassment of the 
Russian ministry is obvious. It will be 
recalled that the internal disorders and 
the efforts of the opposition last year 
prevented for many months the float- 
ing of the much-needed loan. If the 
revolutionists can prevent the pay- 
ment of the instalments now coming 
due, they will strike a far heavier blow 
than they can hope to give by an armed 
uprising. 


Raliroad Strong Boxes Robbed 

Warsaw, July 27.—Armed revolu- 
tionists stopped a passenger train on 
the outskirts of Warsaw by pulling the 
emergency brakes. The robbers un- 
coupled the locomotive and yan con- 
taining strong boxes filled with the re- 
ceipts of various stations. The gend- 
arme in charge was killed and the en- 
gine driver forced to proceed to a spot 
where the line passes through a wood. 
At a given signal 30 armed men ap- 
peared, broke open the boxes, ab- 
stracted $7500 and decamped. 


Smuggling Arms and Ammuniticn 

London, July 27.—The correspondent 
at Copenhagen of The Daily Telegraph 
states that on information received 
from captains of Danish and foreign 
steamers that the Russian revolution- 
ists still continue to Smuggle arms and 
ammunition into Russia. Many car- 
goes of ammunition, the correspondent 
says, have been discharged on the Fin- 
nish coast. 


Citizens Doing Police Duty 

Helsingfors, Finland, July 27.—This 
city is without police protection, ow ing 
to a strike of patrolmen on all the beats. 
After a conference between the au- 
thorities and citizens the strikers were 
all discharged and the residents will 
undertake the preservation of order 


until the organization of a new police 
force. 


Boid Work of Bandits 

Moscow, July 27.—Illustrative of 
local conditions is the fact that 10 
armed men entered a jewelry store in 
one of the principal business streets 
of this city, seized several thousand 
dollars’ worth of gems and escaped. 
There have been no arrests.

GOG AND MAGOG. 


Various Traditions Relating to 
These Two Famous Giants. 

Who were Gog and Magog? English 
tradition says that they were the last 
of a race of giants who infested Eng- 
land until they were destroyed by 
some of the Trojans who went to the 
British isles after the destruction of 
Troy. Gog and Magog, it is said, were 
taken captive to London, where they 
were chained at the door of the palace 
of the king. When they died wooden 
images of the two giants were put in 
their places. In the course of time a 
great fire destroyed these, but now, if 
you go to London, you will see in the 
great hall of one of the famous build- 
ings—the Guildhall—two immense 
wooden effigies of men called Gog and 
Magog. 

But there are other traditions of the 
two giants. One is to the effect that 
when Alexander the Great overran 
Asia he chased into the mountains of 
the north an impure, wicked and man 
eating people who were twenty-two na- 
tions in number and who were shut up 
with a rampart in which were gates of 
brass. One of these nations was Goth 
and another Magoth, from which we 
readily get the names of the mythical 
giants. It is supposed, however, that 
the Turks were meant by Gog and the 
Mongols were the children of Magog. 
We shall find mention made of Gog 
and Magog in many books, including 
the Bible, but there are the great wall 
and the rampart of Gog and Magog, 
whatever may have been the fact that 
gave the names of the two giants to 
that portion of the structure. 


FEES IN ENGLAND. 


The Treasury Has Many Schemes 
That Swell Its Income. 

When a young man determines to 
become a barrister and enters his name 
at one of the inns of court in London 
or Dublin he has to pay to the govern- 
ment a fee of £25. And when he is a 
full fledged English or Irish barrister 
or a Scotch advocate he has to fork out 
a further sum of £50. 

Should he desire to become a solicitor 
he is fined even more heavily. When 
he becomes an apprentice his fee to 
the government is £80, and his yearly } 
duty when he begins to practice is, for | 
the first three years, £3 in the country , 
and £4 10s. in London or Dublin and 
after the third year £6 and £9 respec- 
tively. So that a solicitor practicing 
forty years in London will have paid 
the government over £400. 

A law agent (Scotland) pays £60 at 


on beginning practice in the sheriff's ! 
court or court of session. 

If you want to change your surname 
of your own free will the government ! 
charges you only £10, but if you do it 
under the direction of some deceased 
benefactor it eosts you £50. 

Bishops pay £380 for permission to be 
elected and £30 more for the royal as- 
sent to their election, and the fees paid 
on receiving letters patent are: By a 
baronet, £100; a baron, £150; a viscount, 
£200; an earl, £250; a marquis, £300, 
and a duke, £350.—London Express. 


The Ashes of the Dead. 

James Russell Lowell was a great 

favorite in the literary circles of Lon- 
don. On one occasion at a large ban- 
quet the peculiarities of American 
speech were discussed with English 
bluntness. Lord S. called to Mr. Lowell 
loudly, so as to silence all other speak- 
ers:

They 
talk of the ‘ashes of the dead’ We 
don’t burn corpses. No Englishman 
would use a phrase so absurd.”

How to Remove Stains. 

All fruit stains when fresh yield to 
the hot water treatment, says the 
Pittsburg Press. Grass stains are a 
source of worriment to mothers, and 
they seem almost as obstinate as a 
mildew or scorches. However, a hot 
solution of tartaric acid, increasing its 
strength if it does not seem to take out 
the stain, or rather change it to a very 
light brown. This faint brown discol- 
oration will wash out in hot soapsuds. 
If a housekeeper is so unfortunate as 
to have linen mildewed she might as 
well be resigned, as the antidote for 
this disfigurement has not been found. 
For a scorched place nothing is known 
to be better than exposure to hot sun- 
light for days. If ink is spilled on 
clothing or carpet apply milk at once, 
‘Soaking and washing the place contin- 
uously until all the ink is taken out. If 
the ink is allowed to stay it cannot be 
taken out with milk. In fact, prompt

LADY CURZON 


Instance of Her Kindly Thought- 
fulness at a Dance. 


HOW SHE AOTED AS A DETEOTIVE 


Disguised In Native Dress the Amer- 
fean Vicereine Once Solved an In- 
dian Murder Mystery—Quaint Babu 
Letters—Her Retort to a Very Aris- 
tocratic Englishman. 


The generous nature of the late Lady 
Curzon, wife of Lord Curzon of Kedle- 
ston, former viceroy of India, was par- 
ticularly noticed in the straightfor- 
ward, kindly thoughtfulness of her re- 
lations with other women less favored 
by looks, age and fortune, says the 
New York Times. It would be easy 
to gather in Washington instances of 
her prompt recognition of people rath- 
er helpless socially and of some grace- 
ful act or word which meant every- 
thing to the person who received it at 
the right moment. 

Ata dance one evening, when a cer- 
tain excitement was noticeable among 
the young girls owing to the presence 
of a fresh squad of budding “diplo- 
mats” belonging to the leading em- 
bassies, Lady Curzon, who was at that 
time Miss Mary Y. Leiter of Chicago, 
was, as usual, overwhelmed with flow- 
ers and cotillon favors. Near her in a 
corner sat a girl who rarely went to 
balls and knew very few people. Be- 
sides, nature had not been prodigal 
with gifts in her regard. Noting her 
absent look and lack of cotillon fa- 
yors, she tried to make the next man 
who came up to her aware by signs 
that she would like him to take out 
the neglected one instead, but he was 
one of the newcomers and either mis- 
understood her or did not choose to 
surrender that dance. Seeing how the 
land lay, Miss Leiter rose with the 
archest look in her beautiful face, 
made the foreigner a deep courtesy 
and, taking her own partner’s arm, 
sailed off in the dance. She was evi- 
dently explaining what this meant, for 
when they reached the spot where the 
lady of the house was distributing fa- 
vors the partner of Miss Leiter left 
her side, secured a fine bouquet and 
posted across the room to the forlorn 
damsel in the corner—a slight thing, 
but a straw. 


One of Lady Curzon’s fads was to 
visit in disguise the native sections of 
the city of Calcutta and mingle with 
the people as one of them, says Arthur 
Hoyt in the Woman’s Home Compan- 
ion. She was a sort of lady Haroun- 
al-Raschid, and there is a curious 
story which illustrates her keenness 
and interest in dealing with the na- 
tives. It was told me one night on the 
deck of a P. and O. liner by an old 
gentleman whom I afterward learned 
was a famous Indian judge, just re- 
tired. 

“You have an extraordinary country- 
woman,” said the judge by way of 
preface. “I was dining one night at 
the vice regal lodge in Calcutta, and 
after we bad joined the ladies in the 
drawing room I found myself, appar- 
ently by chance, talking apart with 
Lady Curzon. 

“‘T have been a good deal interested | 
in that murder trial which you are | 
conducting,’ she began. 

“Tt is certainly most sensational.’ 

“*Yes. I don’t want you to think I 
am meddling with things which don't 
concern me, but I have some evidence 
for you. I know beyond a doubt | 
that the man now charged with the | 
murder is innocent. I can’t say any- 
thing openly, but if you will send an 
officer to me tomorrow I can direct ' 
him to the house where the real crimi- | 
nal is concealed.’ | 

“‘But how did you discover it? I. 
exclaimed. 

“Tf you don’t mind, I'd rather not 
talk of these excursions of mine in na- 
tive costume. It would make it un- 
pleasant for my friends among the 
natives who know and guide me.’ 

“The murderer was caught and an | 
innocent man saved,” continued the 
judge. “I bad a high opinion of the 
vicereine before, but this incident in- 
creased my admiration. It became 
known to the people of Calcutta as 
well and added to her - popularity 
among them.” 

No doubt a great many other stories 
might be told of these excursions, but 
only her syce and her most intimate 
friends know them fully. 


Lady Curzon brought with her from 
India many quaint specimens of babu 
letters. Here are two which were ad- 
dressed to Lady Curzon and received in 
the Allahabad Memorial hospital for 
women from grateful relatives of pa- 
tients: 


Dear She—My wife has returned from 
your hospital cured. Provided men are 
allowed at your bungalow, I would lke to 
do you the honor of presenting myself 
there this afternoon, but I will not try to 
repay you. Vengeance belongs unto God. 
Yours noticeably. 

Dear anf Fair Madam—I have much 
Pleasure to inform you that my dearly 
unfortunate wife will be no longer under 
your kind treatment, she having left this 
world for the other on the night of the 
2th ult. For your help in this matter 
I a5 ever feel grateful. Yours rever- 
ently. 


Not long after Lady Curzon was mar- 
ried she was sitting beside a very aris- 
tocratic Englishman at a dinner when 
the latter, remembering that Lady 
Curzon was a Miss Leiter, had the bad 
taste or lack of tact to remark: 

“I suppose you are not used to titles, 

Curzon? There is no aristocracy 
in the States, is there?’

Proved Aerial Messages Did Not Conflict. 


To those who objected that the air 
would be filled by a chaos of conflict- 
ing messages he said little, but proved 
them wrong by showing that these 
mnessages did not conflict. If the ob- 
jectors had possessed the power of 
original thought, or even of compar- 
ison, they would have reflected that all 
sorts of sound waves and light waves 
cross each other without interference, 
and by analogy might have concluded 
that the same would be true of electric 
waves. But who ever knew a pessi- 
mist to take a cheerful view when a 
gloomy one was possible? 

To those who said that a private 
message would be impossible as it 
would be taken by all instruments, the 
inventor again said little, but by a 
system of what he called “tuning,” he 
put the sending and receiving instru- 
ments on a key different from the oth- 
ers and thus his message was taken 
only by the instrument for which it 
was intended. It is a great thing to 


modesty. He had helped all mankind 
in the interchange of thought, but had 
nothing to say for himself. 

Mr. Marconi is not a society beau. 
So wrapped up is he in his work that 
he is abstracted often in the presence 
of others. In the atmosphere of the 
world’s commonplaces and little noth- 
ings he is not at home. Thus he gives 
an impression of indifference and al- 
most of taciturnity. Yet he is upon 
occasions an interesting conversation- 
alist, has a perfect command of sev- 
eral languages and is always the pol- 
ished and cultured man of the world. 

He is of medium stature and slight, 
though athletic of build. His most re- 
markable feature is a long and prom- 
inent nose, not unlike that of Sir Isaac | 
Newton. 

At his work he is plainly the master. | 
He commands instinctive obedience, | 
the obedience that is always rendered : 
to the man who has a purpose and 
who knows how to achieve that pur- 
pose. | 

This Italian with his English habits | 
of thought and manner is only thirty- 
two. Who knows what future ‘scien- 
tific marvels his brain may evolve?

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Hearing on 
Inheritance Tax 


The special committee on the taxa- 
tion laws of the commonwealth gave 
5 hearing at the state bouse on the 
casein of imposing an inheritance 


| tax op Thursday. 


Rep. Bean of Wakefield was first 
heard in favor of the bill which he in- 
troduced last session. He said that 
great estates would never be accumulat- 
ed except through the civilization of 
the country. No man ever earned $1, 
000,000 through his individual, unaided 

efforts. There isa partnership between 
the state and the man who has $1,000, 
000. The only excuse for refusing to 
recognize this partnership is that the 
public gets its share of the estate in 
the form of bequests to charity. 

That this excuse is often fallacious is 
shown by the will of Russell Sage, who 
left an estate of $60,000,000, of which 


not one cent is left to charitable pur- 
poses. This is not natural and is not 
right. While this estate will yield per- 


haps $600,000 to the state of New York 
in taxes, a like fortune in England 
would yield about $5,000,000 to the 
government. 

The man who has $1000 pays $20 per 
year in taxes thereon. In the course 
of 30 years he will have paid out $600, 
or have turned over 60 p. c. to the 
State. Noone believes that the man 
with $100,000,000 has ever paid $60,000, 
000 to the state, though he could better 
afford to pay his taxes than could the 
man with $1000, 

Marshall Field was generally looked 
upon as one of the best citizens of the 
country, but his death revealed the 
fact that millions of bis property had 
never been taxed, and there is now a 
suit to recover $2,000,000 which are 
alleged to be due on taxes. In New 
York recently it was sbown tbat 120 
estates; which were going through the 
courts, and which were taxed for $17, 
000,000, were really worth $247,000, 000. 

=~Robert Luce of. Somerville protested 
against apy increase in direct taxation. 
He called attention to the wide range 
of difference taxes from Box- 

ford with its $5 to Charlemont with its 
instauced a number of cases 
where property owners bad moved from 
one place to another for tbe sake of 
escaping taxes. this he argued 
that tax-dodging towns acted as mag- 
nates, so that the weaker places have 
to bear the greater burdens. 

He believed that by the 
taxes the direct state tax could be en- 
tirely eliminated. ‘The inheritance ex- 
cise would raise a large revenue and 
would put a stop to vast individual 
fortunes, 

He told the committee that it would 
have to fortify itself agaicst a human 
characteristic, in the event of its re- 
porting an inheritance tax—the char- 
acteristic of holding on to what one 
has in bis pocket. He said that the 
representatives of all the tax-dodging 
communities would oppose any change, 
fighting to hold their advantage.

The Great Amount of Material Re- 
quired to Meet the Demand. 
“One of the most generally accepted 
but mistaken ideas that are entertained 
by the people of this country,” said a 
traveling representative of a foreign 
manufactory of gut strings, “is that 
strings used on musical instruments 
are manufactured from catgut.

“Another amazing thing is that there 
are over 700 different grades of musical 
instrument strings. The demand for 
strings. in North America is increasing 
every year, especiajly in the south and 
in Mexico. There are more guitar 
strings sold in Mexico than any other 
kind, but through the south the banjo 
string is still popular, despite the fact 
that every year has marked a slight but 
gradual falling off in the demand,.”—

TODAY’S COURT. 


| Story of a Submarine 


(Original.] . 

A party of Japanese were sitting in 
a tent on one of the burned blocks of 
San Francisco after the recent earth- 
quake swapping yarns. 

“Ishiro,” said one, “tell us about the 
battle of the Sea of Japan. I have 
heard that your arm of the service— 
the submarines—accomplished nothing, 
so you must kave had a fine chance to 
see the fight.” 

“H’m,” grunted Ishiro Ishimura, “that 
comes of orders for secrecy. How- 
ever, I don’t mind telling you fellows 
an experience of twelve of us that was 
more terrible than any other in that 
terrible fight. At any rate it was 
unique. 

“We were ordered to torpedo the 
Russian flagship. Well, you know the 
secrecy of our government. It was 
not desired that any success of our 
submarines should be known. So we 
were all sworn to secrecy. As soon 
as we sighted the fleet and located the 
flagship we skimmed the surface be- 
behind and, concealed by one of our 
own vessels till we got in position, then 
filled the tanks, closed the conning 
tower and settled down. A submarine 
has a vertical and a horizontal.rudder, 
and as soon as we reached the proper 
depth to move forward under water 
the horizontal rudder was turned to 
keep her from going down farther. 
At the same time the propeller was 
started. 

“Perhaps if one of you landlubbers 
had been aboard you wouldn't have 
had sense enough to be frightened at 
noticing that the boat didn’t obey her 
rudder. Instead of moving straight 
ahead she kept going lower. There is 
a tank in a submarine to be used only 
in an emergency. It holds five tons ot 
water and can be emptied in a jiffy. 
Our lieutenant in command ordered 
this tank emptied. 

“We all expected to see our boat rise 
like a cork. She didn’t do any such 
thing. She started to rise, but soon 
began sinking again. The screw 
should have been stopped, for since our 
nose was pointed down we only sank 
the quicker. Down, down we went 
till there was a shock, and we knew 
she had struck bottom. It was at 
least comforting to know that we 
couldn’t go any lower—that is, if there 
is any comfort in being at the bottom 
of the sea without much hope of get- 
ting to the surface. The officers were 
cool, but any one could see that they 
expected almost certain death. I 
glanced at the depth register and was 
horrified to see that we were 170 feet 
beneath the surface. 

“Three alternatives threatened us. 
First, there were many tons of water 
holding down the conning tower, our 

only means of getting out; second, the 
terrible pressure without was forcing 
the water in through leaks that were 
starting and threatened to drown us, 
and, third, we would at last be suffo- 
cated by poisonous gases. 

“And yet you say the men in the 
submarines had nothing to do but look 
at the fight. All we could see of it 
was through the periscope, but we 
weren't looking at the fight. We were 
making a fight for our lives. 

“We must rise to the surface at once 
or never. The lieutenant ordered the 
rotary pump started to expel the wa- 
ter ballast from the tanks. What was 
our horror to find that the pressure of 
water from the outside was greater 
than the force of the pump. But one 
hope remained—the hand pump. On 
this we must put a greater force than 
on the mechanical pump. Would it 
stand so great a strain? 

“There was not a man put to work 
on that pump but expended more pow- 
er than he had ever expended before or 
ever would again. All pumped, know- 
ing that if the attempt was a failure 
there was nothing more to be done. 

“The pump proved strong enough for 
the work, and the men proved strong 
enough to expel the water against the 
enormous pressure from without. 

“The happiest moment of my life 
was feeling the boat leave the bottom. 
The question now was whether we 
could get out of the depths before a 
collapse. It was like the last mo- 
ments of a race when a spasmodic ef- 
fort is needed to win.

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Pleasure Seekers Were Overtaken 
by Bad Weather 


EIGHT LIVES ARE LOST 


Would Have Been More Victims 
but For Prompt and Efficient 

@ Aid Rendered by Government 
Lifesaving Crew 


Anglesa, N. J., July 30.—T wo yachts 
coming in from the fishing banks cap- 
sized on Hereford inlet bar off here 
and eight persons lost their lives. 
There were 82 persons on one yacht, 
of whom seven were lost, and 12 on the 
other, all except one being saved. 

That not more fell victims to the 
rough sea was due to the heroism of 
Captain Ludlam of the Hereford Inlet 
lifesaving station and a crew of five. 

Anglesea is one of the favorite fishing 
places along the southern New Jersey 
coast and has never had a busier Sun- 
day than yesterday. The weather in 
the morning was ideal and the boats 
took out large crowds to the fishing 
banks. After noon, however, a brisk 
breeze came up and the captains of the 
small craft hoisted sail and started for 
home. 

The two that got into trouble were 
the sloop yacht Nora, which had on 
board Captain Shivers, his mate and 30 
passengers, and the sloop Alvin B., 
with a party of 12. 

The Nora had gone to Five Fathom 
bank, about 10 miles out tosea. When 
the wind began to freshen Shivers de- 
cided it was time to make port, and 
with the assistance of a small gasolene 
engine and a good spread of canvas he 
made good time toward Anglesea. 

As the sloop rau for shelter the wind 
got stiffer and the sea rougher. Shivers 
knew how treacherous is the Hereford 
bar and approached it with caution. 
Just as he was about to go over it a 
heavy squall struck the Nora, she 
heeled over and was hit by a huge wave. 
The wind and a wave coming together 
was more than the yacht could stand, 
and it turned completely over, throw- 
ing the 32 occupants into the sea. 

As the boat capsized the mast 
snapped like a reed. There was an 
agonizing ery as the yacht turned turtle, 
which was quickly silenced when 
nearly all the victims disappeared be- 
neath the water. 

The heavy sea, however, probably 
was responsible for the saving of most 
of the survivors, as the waves were so 
rough that the upturned yacht was 
tossed about, thus uncovering the 
struggling victims who were under- 
neath. 

As many as could tried to reach the 
keel, but it was a difficult matter, as 
there was an indescribable tangle of 
fishing nets, lines, baskets and sail. 
After hanging to the yacht for nearly 
an hour and hope of rescue had al- 
most been abandoned, a government 
lifeboat commanded by Captain Lud- 
lam hove in sight. As he came near 
he shouted encouragement to the sur- 
vivors, and after some maneuvering 
managed to get close to the capsized 
vessel. He was not a moment too soon, 
for, as he came within a boat's length 
of the Nora, four men, weakened from 
exhaustion, let go their hold and began 
floating away. 

Captain Ludlam threw his _ boat 
around and the four were drawn out of 
the water. Then, at the risk of their 
lives, the rescuers went after fhe other 
men and pulled them into their boat. 
The rescue was most perilous, as the 
rough sea was constantly pounding the 
lifeboat against the yacht. 

Shortly after the survivors of the 
Nora were brought ashore another 
yacht, the Alvin B., was seen to cap- 
size about a mile above the place 
where the Nora went over. There 
were several boats in the vicinity at the 
time, and all but one person was saved. 


Deaths Due to Violence 

South Framingham, Mass., July 30.— 
The report of Medical Examiner Pal- 
mer into the collapse of the Amsden 
block here last Monday finds that the 
deaths upon which the inquest will be 
held occurred by violence, due to the 
collapse of the building. The report 
urges that a rigid investigation shall 
be held to place the respensibility for 
the accident. 


Papermakers Won't Strike 

Schenectady, N. ¥., July 30—The 
threatened strike of the United Brother- 
hood of Papermakers has been averted. 
The International Paper company, 
whose 32 mills are running day and 
night, will inaugurate a system of three 
shifts in the 24 hours instead of two, 
as in operation at present, the em- 
ployes to receive practically the same 
pay per day as under the two-shift 
plan. About 15,000 employes are af. 
fected. 


Dredge Sinks For Second Time 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 30—aA 
steam dredge which sank off Hender- 
son's point a few days ago and was 
afterward raised, went down again 
last evening in such a position as to 
block all traffic in the Piscataqua river 
through the drawbridge. The dredge 
went down in 36 feet of water. 


Many Prostrated by Lightning 

Toronto, July 30.—Two persons were 
fatally injured and a score more suf- 
fered minor injuries from lightning in a 
severe storm which swept central 
Ontario.

' POOR PATRONAGE 


‘Street Cars In New Bedford Are 
In Full Operation 


STRIKERS HOLDING OUT 


Accident Which May Result Fa- 
tally Causes Arrest of a Strike- 
Breaker--Cases of Violence Oc- 


cur After Nightfall 


New Bedford, Mass., July 30.—With 
all lines running with a full comple- 
ment of cars, and only one line, that on 
Purchase street, guarded by police- 


men, New Bedford did not present the 
appearance of a strike center Sunday, 
and there was little indication that a 
street railway strike was In progress 
except that the number of people pat- 
ronizing the cars was much smaller 
than on the previous Sunday. The 
only line that had anything like the 
normal Sunday traffic was the Fall 
River line, and even this route was not 
crowded. 

There was not the least semblance 
of a disturbance throughout the day in 
any section of the city. The striking 
trolley men held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon and it was declared after- 
ward that the men were gratified that 
the patronage of the cars was not 
larger. 

The strikers say that they have no 
information that any of their number 
have gone back to work, and that all 
have attended union meetings regular- 
ly, but according to company officials 
at least eight have applied for rein- 
statement. 

Mayor Thompson says that he has 
done all in his power to bring about an 
agreement, but without success, and 
he indicates that he has no idea what 
more can be done in that direction. 
The mayor says he has not received a 
visit from a committee of the Mer- 
chants’ club, though it has been re- 
ported that such a committee was to be 
sent to interview him, their purpose 
being to see whether the fast running 
of cars by strike-breakers could not be 
prevented. 

The first serious accident in connec- 
tion with the operation of cars by 
strike-breaking motormen happened 
late last night when Henry Hart was 
run over and probably fatally injured 
by a car on Acushnet avenue. The 
motorman, who gave his name as 
James A. Parker of New York, was ar- 
rested by the police guard on the car 
and locked up. The charge to be pre- 
ferred against the motorman will de- 
pend upon the outcome of the victim’s 
injuries. The injured man was taken 
te a hospital, where an examination 
disclosed that he had received a frac- 
ture at the base of the skull. 

The motorman claimed that he gave 
the victim sufficient warning, but that 
the latter, who was crossing the street 
in front of the car, apparently lost his 
wits and had started to retrace his 
steps when the car struck him. Quite 
a crowd gathered in the vicinity and 
there was some demonstration against 
the motorman. It was stated at the 
hospital that the man’s injuries would 
probably terminate fatally. 

A car bound in from Padanaram late 
last night was passing a picnic wagon 
filled with men and the car was bom- 
barded with empty beer bottles. No 
one was injured and as the car was 
of the open variety no windows were 
smashed. At the corner of Acushnet 
avenue and the Nach road, on the out- 
skirts of the city, one of the cars was 
greeted with a volley of stones. No 
one was hurt, however. 

Throughout the entire day and even- 
ing the cars ran on schedule time and 
the barges, which have been in opera- 
tion since the strike began, were with- 
drawn. 


Wreck of New Steamer 

Liverpool, N. S., July 30.—Driven 
elght miles out of her course by a 
strong westerly current, the Norwe- 
gian steamer Bors, from Loulsburg 
for Yarmouth, with 800 tons of coal, 
ran ashore on Port Mouton island, near 
this place, and will probably be a total 
loss. It is believed that if a tug had 
been near the scene the Bors could have 
been saved soon after she struck. The 
Bors was a new craft, having been 
launched in Norway nine months ago. 


Woman Has Disappeared 

New York, July 80.—A general alarm 
has been sent out from police head- 
quarters in this city for information 
concerning Mrs. Mary M. Howard, 
aged 88, of Brooklyn, who is believed 
to be wandering in Connecticut after 
having quitted a retreat in Westchester 
county, where she was a voluntary 
patient suffering from melancholia. 
Mrs. Howard disappeared last Thurs- 
day and has not since been seen or 
heard from. 


Shot and Killed Cousin 

New York, July 80.—Joseph Adams, 
20 years old, shot and killed his cousin, 
Henry Schmitzler, in front of the lat- 
ter’s home in Richmond Hill. He sur- 
rendered to the police and set up a plea 
of self-defense. Both young men had 
been married within the last six weeks. 
Adams claims that Schmitzler had 
been defaming Mrs. Adams’ character,

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CRIME OF YEGGMEN 


Policeman Crippled For Life and 
Coal Merchant Wounded 
Boston, July 30.—Patrolman Her. 
man Shiel is a cripple for life and 
Thomas Hickey, a coal merchant, js se- 


riously wounded, the victims of a trio 
of robbers, or “yeggmen,” as they are 
known to the Massachusetts police, 
who held up, robbed and shot Hickey 
in his office at Charlestown and then en- 
gaged in a street battle with the police 
in which Shiel was maimed by bullets 
fired by the desperadoes. 

So bold a crime has not occurred in 
Boston for many years and the police 
directed every effort to the capture af 
the third of the criminals, two of them 
having been arrested as the climax of 
the struggle with the authorities, 
Hickey was robbed of $200 and valuable 
papers, and money which is believed to 
be a part of this was found upon the 
two men taken into custody, who are 
George W. Everson, 27 years of age, 
and Fred Saccketti, 30 years of age 
The police have a good description of 
the missing robber. 


At the hospital both Hickey and 
Shiel identified Everson and Saccketti 
as two of their assailants. Shiel was 
found to have recelyed a bad com- 


pound fracture of the leg which neces- 
sitated the removal of several inches of 
bone. 

The robbery was the culmination of 
a carefully planned crime, as several! 
people state that they had seen the ar 
rested men watching the property of 
the coal company. 


Tried Carving and Drowning

long, Captain McQuhae said it was, 
with head and neck four feet out of the 
water. It had no fins, but something 
like seaweed ‘washed about its back. 
It passed under the stern of the Dae- 
dalus,’ so close that a man’s features 
could have been distinguished at the 
same distance. Captain MeQuhae’s, 
report created a great gengation in 
England and was derisively discredit- 
ed by the late Professor Sir Richard 
Owen. But professors are not infalli- 
ble, and avenging time seems to have 
established the truthfulness of- the 


‘foughty captain of the Daedalus.

With Local History 


On Saturday moring at the Faulkner 
hospital in Jamaica Plain there passed 
away one of Boston’s best known 
women, Elizabeth Porter Gould. As 
lecturer, authoress and writer she was 
widely known. For over ten years she 
has been closely identified with Quincy 
in patriotic and historical meetings. 
Soon after Adams Chayter, Daughters of 
the Revolution was formed,she lectured 
for them in First church chapel, taking as 
her subject ‘‘Jobn Adams.’?’ When the 
Abigail Adams cairn on Penns hill was 
erected she read an original poem, 
After the restoration of the birth place 
of President John Adams by the chap- 
ter she was present at the exercises of 
the hanging of the crane in the big old 
fireplace and read most beautifully 
Longfellow’s poem, 

Many will recall the delightful even- 
ing at the Dorothy Q. house a few years 
ago when Miss Gould gave her lecture 
on “John Hancock,’’ in the quaint old 
parlor, papered with the paper put on 
for the wedding of John Hancock and 
Dorothy Quincy. The house was ligbt- 
ed with candles, and the ushers wore 
old time costumes, 

Miss Gould’s last visit was in Janu- 
ary when Adams chapter observed its 
tenth avniversary by a reunion and din- 
ner at the John Adams house. The 
tables were lighted by candles and fires 
in the big fireplaces, and set with blue 
and white china. The dinner was old 
fashioned with baked beans, cold meats, 
Indian pudding, pies, ete. Miss Gould 
was accompanied by her sister and oc- 
cupied a seat on the right of the Regent 
of the chapter. She made one of her 
characteristic speeches and read a poem; 
also at the close, after the singing of 
‘*Auld Lang Syne’’ she left a parting 
word, ‘‘Peace,’’ She hoped the day 
would come when there would be no 
more wars but peace, 

On this occasion Miss Gould was not 
in good health and many feared it was 
ber last visit to the chapter. Since 
then she has grown worse untila few 
weeks ago she went to Faulkner hospital 
where she grew rapidly worse, although 
hopeful and cheerful to the last. 

Funeral services were held from her 
late home, 18 Sutherland road, Boston, 
this afternoon at balf past two, after 
which the body was taken to Mt. 
Auburn for cremation. 

The following poem is quite charac- 
teristic of Miss Gould and she had it 
printed on little slips and gave it freely 
to all her friends:

a Record of Twenty Years 

Boston, July 31.—Yesterday the fish 
pier presented the busiest scene in 
years and, according to.some of the old- 
est dealers, the biggest fleet of mack- 
erel seiners to arrive in one day since 
20 years ago, came in. 

Two new arrivals were added to the 
large fleet of mackerel seiners that 
came in Sunday, the Nellie Dixon, Cap- 
tain Ellis, with a trip of 18,000 me- 
diums, and the Monitor, Captain Lyle, 
with 5000 large fresh mackerel, which

| at the pier yesterday from the fleet, 
j to 315,000 fresh and 163 barrels of 
salted.

cents for mediums.

For Labor This Year. 


Republicans Pleased With State 
Convention Plans. 


Governor Curtis Guild, Jr. bas 
pointed out in a speech recently made 
the great advance in labor legislation 
passed this year. No state in the Un- 
ion has acted more liberally toward 
the wage earner than Massachusetts, 
although one might not think so if he 
were to take on trust the word of the 
labor leaders who make a living by 
working for Democratic candidates for 
political office. All fair-minded labor 
men know that the states which show 
the least deference to labor are the 
Democratic states, while those in which 
labor is best protected are the Repub- 
lican commonwealths. 

It needs only a visit to Democratic 
states like the Carolinas, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, to 
ascertain how the laboring man fares 
in municipalities and states governed | 
by the Democratic party. There the 
long days are not limited to 10 hours, 
but to 11 and sometimes more, and chil- 
dren of tender years toil there when 
they should be in school, or at play. 

Here in Massachusetts, as the gov- 
ernor pointed out, truant officers are 
empowered to go to the mills and shops 
and take children under the school age 
from the bench to the school. Under 
present law it is a crime punishable by 
imprisonment to forge an age certificate 
in order to set a child at work in the 
mills. The educational requirements of | 
minors before they shall be qualified to 
work in the mills has been raised to aa 
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for admission to the fourth grade of the 
best public schogds. The law also has 
been strengthened as to penalties for 
parents who restrain children from at- 
tending school. 

Another step taken this year in ad- 
vance was the establishment of free 
employment offices under the super- 
vision of the chief of the bureau of la- 
bor, the first of which is to be opened 
this fall. Under the supervision of the 
state board of education free employ- 
ment offices have been established for | 
securing positions for school teachers. 
The eight-hour day has been estab- 
lished in city and state, as well as 
county. 


State Convention Plans Satisfy. 

There is general satisfaction with 
the action of the Republican state com- 
mittee in making up the organization 
of the state convention to be held Oct. 
5 in Tremont Temple. Attorney Gen- 
eral William H. Moody of Haverhill is | 
just the man to draft the platform, and | 
former Governor Bates as chairman of | 
the convention will make a rattling | 
speech that will be pleasing to every 
Republican. 

It will unquestionably be a conven- 
tion that will arouse the latent enthu- | 
siasm of the Republican masses of the 
commonwealth and show up the weak- 
ness and the sham of the Democratic 
position. One of the greatest speeches 
ever made in a Republican convention | 
was delivered by Attorney General 
Moody in Tremont Temple at the Re- 
publican state convention three or 
four years ago. Even the Democratic | 
leaders admitted at the time that it | 
was a tremendous bombardment of 
their position and that it exposed and | 
held up to the gaze of the people all the 
weak spots in their platform and candi- 
dates.

There seenis 
to be a doubt whether Mr. Foss, if un- 
successful, will be an independent} 
eandidate at the polls. Political judges 
do not see how he can have any possible 
show of securing the nomination. Mr. } 
Draper secured the regular nomina- 
tion last fall and was elected by a nar- 
row margin.

A good many of the Democratie 
leaders who do not take kindly to Mo- 
ran’s candidacy are of the opinion that 
he can be beaten if the proper man can 
be drafted to oppose him. There are 
several gentlemen who have been

man John A, Sullivan of Boston, Henry 
M. Whitney of Brookline, and former 
Governor William L. Douglas. of 
Brockton. It is said of Mr. Whitney 
that he is the strongest fighter in the 
Democratic ranks. Many, however, re- 
gard him as a vulnerable target for the 
assaults of the Moran campaigners, 
owing to his long connection with street 
railway legislation at the state house 
and the memorable investigation of his 
methods in 1890 by a committee of the 
legislature. A good many Democrats 
believe this is not a year in which 
prominent corporation men would be 
strong with the masses. Such Demo- 
erats believe that Sullivan, although 
be is extremely vulnerable, would be a 
better man to unite the Boston Demo- 
crats in opposition to the aspirations of 
the district attorney. 
Is Sullivan Strongest Man? 

Mr. Sullivan is a very able speaker 
in many ways and in a rough and 
tumble debate is extremely quick and 
resourceful. There are unfortunate in- 
cidents, however, connected with his 
career which the Moran campaigners 
would not hesitate to bring to the at- 
tention of the public in case he shou'd 
run, Notwithstanding all these things, 
there is a general belief that he might 
be able to pull the Boston Democrats 
more strongly together against Moran 
than any other candidate. 

Former Governor Douglas, during 
the latter part of his term of office at 


| least, was in extremely bad favor with 


the Boston Democracy and quite a 
number of the leaders feel that while 
he would be a strong man at the polls 
he would not in the caucuses marshal 
the anti-Moran forces so effectively as 
some other person. 

There is no question, however, that 
the conservative Democrats who do 
not believe in Socialism or the bom- 
bastic methods of District Attorney 
Moran have definitely decided to bring 
out a candidate against him and make 
a tremendous fight to retain the  or- 
ganization and the party control. 

There are evidences galore that the 
Prohibitionists are extremely dissatis- 
fied with what their state conventiou 
did in nominating Moran for governor 
on a Probibition platform. The rank 
and file of the people have become 
fact that their party 
leaders were carried off their feet by 
the Moran wave and that if the conven- 
tion were to be held at the present 
time it is extremely doubtful if any 
such action would be repeated. Mr. 
Moran believes in local option and not 
in prohibition and for the first time in 
the history of the party its followers 
are called upon to vote for a candidate 
for governor whose views regarding 
the liquor questions are diametrically 
opposed to the principles of that party. 
Mr. Moran will not be able to secure 
the Prohibition vote in full nor any- 
thing like it, notwithstanding the fact 
that it has been an extremely small 
vote in recent years. 


CARE OF JEWELS. 


How to Keep Them In Good Condi- 
tion and Safety. 

Many American women possess the 
value of a king’s ransom locked within 
their jewel cases. The possession of 
such priceless articles is a cofiStant 
source of worry unless the proper pre- 
cautions are taken to insure their safe 
keeping, says the New York Journal. 
To enjoy any peace the owner of valu- 
able jewelry must: 

Virst.—Send it to the jeweler every 
six months. 

Second.—Keep the 
things in the bank. 

Third.—Have a routine for removing 
and putting away jewels. 

Fourth.—Have a distinct receptacle 
for each ornament, so that an empty 
space tells at once it is missing. 

Fifth.—Insure all valuables against 
theft. 

Sixth.—If a loss is discovered and 
an advertisement printed offer a suffi- 
cient reward. 

It is not only thieves one has to 
guard against for the protection of 
his jewels, but the valuables them- 
selves require constant attention. 
Large and heavy stones must be look- 
ed at frequently by a jeweler or the 
setting becomes loosened and the stone 
falls out and is lost. 

Turquoise must never be allowed to 
touch soap or grease, though orientals 
sometimes say it improves them to lie 
for an hour or so in clear, clean, cold 
water. Pearls need wearing, and to 
improve the condition of their skin 
nothing is better than to place them 
in a tumbler of sea water and put the 
tumbler in the sun. People suffering 
from certain diseases must never wear 
pearls. They have been known when 
set In a ring to perish down to their

CAPTAIN CAMERON WINSLOW 


Commander of the Charleston and 
Son of the Kearsarge’s Hero, 


Captain Cameron McRae Winslow, 
commander of the cruiser Charleston, 
on which Secretary of State Root sail- 
ed on July 4 to attend the pan-Ameri- 
can congress in Rio de Janeiro, is a 
son of that Captain Winslew who com- 
manded the corvet Kearsarge, which 
sank the Confederate cruiser Alabama 
off Cherbourg in 1864. It was Cameron 
Winslow, then a lieutenant in com- 
mand of the gunboat Nashville, who 
went into Clenfuegos harbor in 1898 
and cut the Spanish cable. Winslow 
was in the Nashville’s steam” cutter, 
accompanied by launches from the 
Nashville and Marblehead. 

“After many attempts,” he said in 
telling of the fight, “we grappled the

cable, the cutter being not over fifty 
feet from shore. We were working 
desperately to bring the cable to the 
surface when suddenly the enemy 
opened fire. Bullets splashed all 
around us. The Nashville and Marble- 
head saw the spray cast up by the 
Spanish shot and began shelling the 
beach. We worked on until we got 
the cable to the top. Getting a rope 
under the cable, I stood up in the boat 
to make a rapid survey of the situa- 
tion, when I saw a marine in the Mar- 
blehead’s launch fall, shot in the head. 

“As I faced the shore to look at the 
trenches a sailor in the stern of my 
own boat dropped, with a six inch 
wound in his head, two holes in his 
body and another in his shoulder. 
We were within easy pistol range of 
the trenches, and I began firing with 
my revolver. As I reached for a rifle 
one of the men had loaded for me a 
bullet struck me in the left hand, go- 
ing through the joint of one finger and 
scoring two others. I tied a handker- 
chief around my hand and continued 


firing.” ‘The cable in the meantime 
was successfully cut, and the boats 
drew off. 


Lieutenant Winslow was_ commend- 
ed by Secretary Long for his feat at 
Cienfuegos, but a greater reward was 
the love of Miss Dora Havemeyer, 
daughter of Theodore Havemeyer, the 
sugar king. The department is think- 
ing of recognizing Winslow’s services 
by giving him the new Kearsarge, 
namesake of his father’s ship.
